B. com- 
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tommanded ſtraight fo Sea, on whoſe ſhoare he Gould find 
his Boate pꝛouided foꝛ his voyage. The which he obaying, 
no ſooner had entred it, but with ſuch a tempeltuous furte 
it rent fro the land, as doth a mighty rocke, oꝛeturn d with 
boyſterous winds, tumble from aloft into the besen ſeas, 
keeping ſo admrable fpede,thatin fewe days he paſt mo2e 
waters then did Viifles (tote on the — 1e..0 ) in all 
his tenne peares pilgrimage, which made him think he ne⸗ 
uer ſhould anchoꝛ in any harboꝛ . Foꝛ as the great Magi- 
cian Lirgandeo doth recoꝛde, he firlt out⸗ſtript the Italian 
Seas, entring into the Affrican, and leauing on the one 
ſide the Cateonian Promontotie he tooke his courſe, thꝛough 
the Caſpian and Pertian Seas, and in thelend af eyght days, 
he kell into the nauigable Indian Ocean, coaſting along the 
Famous Ille of Tylos, celebꝛated ot all men fo: her great 
temperature, whoſe Sommer neuer knewe extremitie of 
heate, noꝛ Minter any excelſcof cold, but keeping a mode⸗ 
rate meane ot both, her fields were neuer diſrobed ok their 
flowered greene, noꝛ ſpꝛinging tres of growing fruit: foꝛ 
ſcarſe were ſome rype readye fo2 the gathering (ſuch was 
their ſpeede in growth) when others glozyed with coloured 
bloſſomes, ⁊ the reſt bꝛagd of their verdure liueries. Great 
and incredible was thepleaſure that the Dacian P2ince cons 
- ceaued , behotaing from the hatches the delightfullpzofpec 
of this foule-pleaſing Countrey, where willingly he would 
haue ſtrucke his ſayles, acceptingthekinde welcome of the 
chirping byꝛdes, whoſe cheerefull notes accoꝛding with the 
ſoft bubbling of the running ſtreames ok litle Rinerets,paſ- 
ſing twirt the trees, made ſuch a melodious conſoꝛt of a na⸗ 
furall Muſicke, that it had al mot rauiſhed his ſenſes, and 
d20wned his intended voyage in obliuid. Wut wꝛapt in cons 
templation of theſe wonders, he pait along x ſhoꝛtly diſco- 
nered the Chꝛiſtaline waters of Thermodons cleere Ryuer, 
vpon whoſe boꝛders the-warAike- Amazons ſometime held 
their memoꝛable Empyꝛe. Ye allo in this nauigation ſawe 
the fruitfal contrey of Beotia famoſed by the Theſpian land,

onely mentioned thꝛough her bozdering on the Helliccnizn 
Mount, the habitation of thoſe ſacred tryple Trinity of Di- 
ſters, the diuine Muſes, Ioues. bray ne- bred daughters, Po⸗ 
thers of all learned Arts. To be ſhoꝛt, with incredible ſpede 
x delight, he compalled the moſt part of the oꝛbed earth: foꝛ 
being acquited of Loues tributarie dueties, his quiet mind 
had the moze ſcope fo ſubiugate his thoughts to admiration 
oftheſe things. Do that now wearie of caſe, he wiſhed an 
end vnto his trauaile , that he might agayne exerciſe his 
often fryed foꝛtes, to augment the perpetuitie of his glozies, 
which he thought were ecclipſed in the obſcure cabbin of his 


honoꝛ⸗ſmothering bark, pet he ſtil perſwaded himſelfe ſome 


great aduenture could not but awayt the end or this Naui⸗ 
gable toyle. At length palling the Jlands Sygares, in aun⸗ 
cient times called Sydromades, ( whoſe toaſtes to vnſkilfull 
paſſengers is pitileſſe death) ſome fine dayes after, he ſay⸗ 
led thꝛough the Mediterranean Sea, where vpon amozne , 
when glittering Phæbus mounted his ſierie Carre, the boate 
ran aſhoare to theP2inces great contentment, who was al⸗ 
molt tyꝛed with this long nauigation. Wherefoze arming 
himſelle in his rich armour, he leaped on land, and mounting 
on his ſwift Tyrio, accompanied onely with his good ſquier 
Fabio, he tanke a narrow beaten path, thz ough which he 
went with great defire,toknow in what ay2e he bꝛeathed. 
Do with an eaſie pace they trauailed not long that way, but 
it bꝛought them into a great wood, whoſe vnknowen paſ⸗ 
ſage ſomewhat amazed the Dac ian Lo2d. 2 Pet was it no part 
to expell the great delight he did conteaue with the ſoft whi⸗ 
ſtling murmure of the pleaſant windes , that ſeemed to 
daunce vpon the mouing or the ſhaken leaues / on whome the 
whiſtling byꝛdes warbled their ditties in ſuch accoꝛdant 
manner, that agreeing in one conſoꝛt of an inartificiallhar- 
monie, it arreſted the amazed conceipt of the wandꝛing 

unte, that continued his iourney along a Chꝛiſtal Riueret 


whole bendingturnings bꝛaught him at laſt vnto his ſpzin- 


ging head, whoſe purling bꝛooke 1 à rockie quarie traced 
3 bis 
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his continuall currant thꝛough a pibble paued channell, that 
gather ing in one a many runnings, that from the naturall 
rocke did illue, ſeemed ſo many ſpauts pꝛoteeding from an 
artificiall fount ; making the ſtreame moꝛe great, whoſe 
ſweete noyſe could not but remoue the Mellancholieſt heart 
(though neuer ſo much toꝛmented with loue⸗oppꝛelling paſ- 
ſions) euen from his deepeſt diſpairing thoughts. This 
pleaſant ſpꝛing was all ncompaſſed with high creſſend 
trees, pꝛoud Cedars, and loftie Aynes, whoſe height ſeemed 
to conttoll the firmament aloft , and ſcoꝛne the lower plants 
beneath, whoſe humble growth was accompanied with 
greene Palmes; krech Oliues, and odoꝛiferous D2ange 
ttees, that euer flouriſheth with ſpꝛinging habits. Thꝛough 
theſe vpon the dyaperd ground, with flowered tapeſtrie) 
ranne the ſpoꝛtful wanton yong Deare, that in aboundance 
increaſed the pleaſure ot᷑ this wooddie fount : foꝛ ſome ſcud⸗ 
ded along to out⸗ſtrip the others in running: others, nibled 
the tender growing ſapplings, and others togither butted in 
w2angling paſtime their hoꝛned fozeheads. The Daciaa 
Wꝛapt in a ſuddein admiratis with the vnhoped ſight of ſuch 
miracles, reſted confounded in pleaſant imaginations that 
perſwaded him in a land ſo wonderkull of Natures wonders 
he ſhould not but expect ſome vnlooked, vnconceaued, and 
immerited happineſſe. Vere to eaſe himſelke awhite , he a⸗ 
lighted, and waſhed his ſweatie face t hands in thoſe coole 
refreſhing waters, and then ſifting on the graſſe, ſatisfied 
his hungrie ſtontack with ſuch pꝛouiſion as Fabio his page 
had bꝛought withhim from his ſhip, The collation ended, 
they diſcdurſed ort manp matters (to beguple the time with⸗ 
all) eſpetially, touching the Romane Ladies, whoſe affection 
towards him chewen by the Pꝛinceſſe Roſelia, was not of

heart Floriſdama, your ſecond doting on Lidea, & your laſt 
affection towards Roſelia, with the maner of your ſudden 
departure from her without a farewell in recompende of her 
many fauo2s, which her accepting vou fo2 hers, condemnes 
you in the higheſt degree of ingratitude in Laue beſides her 
many other merites (which J lift not now memoꝛate)de⸗ 
ſerued no ſuch Zetght eſteeme. The conſideration of which 
things dꝛownes my witts in vncertaine thoughts. Do you 
thinke when ſheeſhall recoꝛd her courteſies and pour diſ⸗ 
courteſies, the will not call vou a diſſembling Dacian: a 
flattering kriend? & a wauering changing Louer? Mil ſhe 
not complaine of her ill aboading ſtarres? exclame on foꝛ⸗ 
tune? and banne your remembꝛance? Nay, how can ſhec 
otherwiſe hauing ſo great cauſe thereto Foꝛ ſhame (my 
Lo2d ) awake your flumb2ing ſences, and rapze vp againe 
the bꝛoken ruynes of pour decaping credit, let not the honoꝛ 
of your byꝛth be tainted? noꝛ the ropall blood of Dacia ſfay- 
ned with an infamous blott of thanklelle ingratitude? Let 
not Roomes quarrell begunne in the kathers, continue 
in the childꝛen, and be ended (God knowes) in what po⸗ 
ſteritie. But pardon me (my Loꝛd) foꝛ thus paſſing the li⸗ 
mits ofduety and the duetie of a ſeruant , which only loue 
and zeale to pour reputation hath moued me vnto. In deede 
Fabio (replied the Pꝛince,) firſt thanking thee fo2 thy care, 
J muſt confefſe in ſome reſpec J ftand guiltie in Roſelias 
ſight, fo2 departing without her conſent . But yet God 
knowes it was not either by negligent foꝛgetting, oꝛ vn⸗ 
thankfully: reiecting her deſerned merits, oꝛ the ſleight re- 
garde of her kindneſſe, foꝛ which, and foꝛ her infinite fauoꝛs,

Vea but (quoth Fabio) women are ſo grieued by euery ſmall 
octaſion, that little offences wapghed in their feminine 
ſcales, are found to be excuſes ot inconſtancie and ſelfe was 
uering affection, and therefoꝛe are taken in the wozſte part: 
Foꝛ commonly women conceiue whatſoe cr is done foz 
them, mult (foꝛ ſo reaſon requireth) pꝛoceede of duetie: 
chiefely if moued by any amoꝛous inclination: chers was 
not little, it may beleeue her exterioꝛ motions, when vou 
were ſterceſt in your combate. Foz by no better meanes doth 
a louer expꝛelle his loue towardes the thing loued, then 
when it is ſeene in any perill, how ſmall ſoeuer, which 
things adde ſuch credit to my doubt, that J certainly 
beleeue ſhee hath vtterred a thouſand complaints againſt 
you , moued with that inward and enfy2e affection ſhee. 
beares you ; And to conclude , her rare beawtie deſerueth 
moꝛe then J can oꝛ am able to expꝛeſſe. 
This conference was here abꝛuptly bꝛoke off with the 
pleaſant crie (that ſtopped the Dacian loꝛds reply) ot ake- 
nell of wel⸗mouthed hounds, whoſe noiſe ecchoing thꝛough 
the wood, gaue him warning of ſome hunting ſpoꝛt, whoſe 
game ſhould already be on foote . As he was thus harke⸗ 
ning, he ſawe comming towards him with impetous fu- 
ry a mighty white Bart, with the whole troope 5 his pur⸗ 
ſuing enemies at his heeles , who wearie and faint with 
chaſe, came to refreſh him in that bꝛoone . This courſe 
highly pleaſing the Pzince ( hauing bene in his youth 
bꝛought vp with ſuch exerſiſe, ſnatched his launce, and as 
the Hart paſſed by, thꝛewe it at him, and pierced his bodie 
ſide th2ough ſide, and yet not bꝛake his ſpeare, and as a 
cunning huntſman he harted the hounds vpon their pꝛaie, 
expecting fo2 the hunters comming. But from theſe dumps 
he was quickly put with the ſudden viewe of a moſt beau⸗ 
teous Ladie, that mounted on a gallant courſer , galloped 


after the Bart: her er was ofgreene cut vpon white, me 
0 ⸗ 
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bꝛodered with ſo many Pearles a that it daz led the 
beholders eyes when the bꝛight beames of Apollos face re⸗ 
uerberated thereon, her amber haire in golden tramels 
hung about her thoulders,] and on her head ſhe wo2e a co2- 
ronet of -Roſes that defended her: againft the offending 
heat of Phæbus rapes. And as ſhe came in haſt, her dang⸗ 
ling trefſes wauered in the ap2e , that he aſſured him ſelfe 
that this was Cupids warre, ſeing his enſigne of her haire 
boꝛne by ſuch beautie, and defended with a Boar-ſpeare, 


which ſhe carried inher hand : who in this manner app20- 


ched our Dacian Rnight, that with this firſt and ſole ſight 


became the little blind triumphing gods ſighes-tributary 


ſubiect, and by immagination loft the pleaſure of his foꝛmer 


libertie by gazingon ſo gallant a Ladie, that he acknowled⸗ 


ged himſelfe Loues captiue thꝛall, vowing in his hart ſuch 
firmeneſſe, that his thoughts dꝛouned in conceipts, ſtrucke 
him with ſuch a fearekull hope, that he almoſt loſt his 
bꝛeathing ſenſes, whereby the vnertinguiſhing flames of 
true loues fircſopenetrated his free hart, that none but death 
could be the Phiſicke to ture ſo deepe a wound. The engyne 
of his ſpeach fo ceaſt his motiõ, that in ſteed therof, he wiſht 


all his moouing powers, were then tranſfoꝛmed to ſo ma⸗ 


ny pierting inſtrumentꝛt ol ſight thꝛoughly to viewe her ra⸗ 
rities, and yet did he thinke them inſufficient to note all her 
perfections, becauſe ſomething would till remaine vnſeen. 
Gladly would he haue changed his pꝛeſent ſtate fo2 hun⸗ 
dꝛed eied Argos foꝛtunes (though he ſhould pay as dearly fo2 
his watching) ik hee mought at his contented leyſure, 
ſuruap ail the excellencies, that gloꝛious Nature in her pꝛo⸗ 


digalitie had beſtowed on her. Fo2 in his penſiue cogitati⸗ 


ons, he iudged this was ſhee the iuſt heauens had oꝛdained 
to pꝛedominate his heart, his life, ſoule and will, x to whom 


he ſhould acknowledge all ſoueraignetie ouer his due obey⸗ 


ſance, alreadie eſteeming his nauigable toiles well im⸗ 


pioped, ſince they bzonght him to ſo rich a land, to ancho⸗ 


rage his wearie minde within the harbour of fo bꝛaue a 


Road, 
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Road. To beſhozt, the haughtic inuincible courageof his 


free thoughts, were ſo amazed with this adnurable-gallant- 


neſle, that it could by no meanes reſiſt ſo ſtrong incounter, 
but without farther combate, (foꝛ Foztitude is foo weake 
to withſtand the dartes of beautie) pꝛeſently veelded her his 
ſoule as a trophie of her vico21e , and yet reſted ſo2rowfull, 
he had no richer pꝛyzes to gloꝛiſie her triumphs, becauſe her 
merits deſerued a greater conqueſt. Do much amazed reſted 
this valiantDacian, as if altogither he were conuerted to 
Ladie, on whomehis gazingeyes were fixed, & ſo greatly, 
that being nigh her, he could neither moue the oꝛgans ok his 
voice, noꝛ ought elſe, but by ſignes ſigniſie, his awfull dutie 
at her commaund, being all in all hers. With no leſſe ad⸗ 
miration did the valiant Ladie with her epes coate his 
wonders, becauſe her troubled thoughts told her (that from 
her inkancie) ſhee had neuer ſeene a moꝛe bꝛauer Knight. 
And as Ladies comonlp in ſuch accidets of amoꝛous traun⸗ 
ces haue a freer power of their ſpeech: ſo ſhee perteiuing the 
ſuddeine alteration of his colour⸗changing countenance, 
faining ſome diſpleaſure (that in like caſes followeth all 
Ladies of her beautie and valour) ſhee awaked him with 
theſe woꝛds. ＋ Hit ain!

Both which entered the Barke, that launched from the 
ſands, with ſuch vellocitie, as do the inhabitants of Maiori- 
ca fling a ſtone with their ſtecled fling , oz with like vehe⸗ 


mencie that the lightning flaſheth thꝛough the apze, with 


ſuch oꝛ moꝛe ſpeede did the inchaunted Barke cut the ſalt 
waues of Neprunes boſome, hauing within it ſo great pꝛo⸗ 
uiſion, and diuerſttie of cates, as ift thoſe ꝛintes were ſer⸗ 
ued with the greateſt royaltte of Dacia. And after ſupper, 
(hauing vnarmed themſelues ) they ſat them on the hats 
ches of their Barke, to take the cooleneſſe of a freſh apꝛe, 


that ſofily blewe on their faces, as alſo to behold the clear- 


neſſe of the pale reſplending Poone, that then ſhewed the 
vtmoſt pꝛide of her waterie ſhine, that with moꝛe ioy they 
might entoy ech others beautie, waping in the ballance of 
true affection, the perfections of the ſame, reſting ſo enuious 
of one another, as amoꝛous of cithers excellencies.

And betauſe in all things 4 will haue yon know, that La- 
dies do commit greater ſinne in being pittifull, then in be⸗ 
ing auſtere in denying the requeſtes of their amoꝛous gal⸗ 
lants, J will ſatiſfie your demaund , Know therefo2e J am 
called Roſamono, (yet know J not why? ſinte all things 
10y in croſſing me . J-am daughter vnto the King of Calli- 
doma, which is the countrey from whence we come, t be- 
ing bꝛought vp together with my bꝛothers, fecing them fo 
greatly affected and giuen to hunting, J determined alſo to 
keepe them comp any,refuſing no danger that might be of- 
fered me, vntill our mo2e yeares inabled vs, to pꝛeſume to 
mount on hoꝛſes, and with Boare ſpeares follow the cruel⸗ 
leſt beaſtes that we met. Py bꝛothers attaining to the age 
ot xvi.peares, were by my Father knighted, who denyed

And bez 
leeue me, no leſſe ſignes haue befell me in the courſe of my 
life, then to you, that J ſhould come to this you haue ſaide: 
Fo: winning this armour in Rome, hauing my hart as free 
as now captiue, a wiſe man, my deare friend, commanded 
mee to depart thence, without ſpeaking to any woman 
vntill I ſhould peeld the Doueraigne commannd-ouer-me, 
vnto the greateſt Feminine enemie that in the whole earth

That J haue diſpleaſed you (Imperious Pꝛinceſſe) ſo

Uher 
unto ſhe anſwered, In all things will you remaineſole cõ⸗ 
querout (Heroyke Pꝛince) and herein will 2 witnes pour 
true kapth, making it knowne vnto pour Lady, that accoꝛ⸗ 
ding thereunto ſhe may reward you with fauoꝛs, oz diſfa- 
no2s, and foꝛ the firſt there is no reaſon they ſhould be ym- 
ployed on any that leſſe loueth then you.

Their barke quickly iopned to it, that 
they well perceaued it was as the Lady ſapd. So ſone as

- -ourhelpe, WMherewith he cloſed his Beuer, and dzew 
foo2th his ſwo2d, finding his aduerſarie in no leſſe readi⸗ 
nelle, being no leſſe then the gallant Don Argante of Phe- 
nicia, and his companion was the valiant ToriGano,. hoe 
hauing ſet from the defended Jland; were d2zinen thither by 
the tempeſtudus waues, and with his armour and valour, 
did imagine quickly to terminate that buſines, But he met 
with him that admits no compariſon but with the Grerian 
Peres, who with the murthering ſwoꝛd ol Brutus, with a 
floziſh in his firſt aſſault, kept it aloft till hee ſpyed occaſion 
which offered no knight like he could neuer with moꝛe ſpeed 
oz in time better take it) he croſt his good ſwoꝛd, and ſetling 
himſelfe foꝛ the blow, vnderneath his ſhield he layd it on ſo 
fiercely, that he foꝛſt his aduerſary to ſtaggar thꝛeę oꝛ foure 
ſtepts backward. He had ſcarce executed this blowe, when 
with an Eagles ſwiitnes, he leapt into his boate, entoun⸗

There wanted none with chill voyces to ſolemmize the | 
valour of the Ruſſet Knight :-1fo2 with t he opening of cer- 
taine windowes on the toppe of the Tower, the Yeauens 
ſeemed to vnlocke their be. connec ſetting their Celeſtiall | 
dwellers to the view: foꝛ all ꝰ Ladies y there were inchan⸗ 
ted, being the Pꝛinceſſe Lyriana & her Couzens, ſetled thẽ⸗ 
ſclues to behold the battle, foz onely this libertie hadd ther 
to recreate themſelues, although they were not ſuffred to 
know any, becauſe of their great griefe, they might coceaue 
by the ſightof ſome, not enioping their louers company, foz 
ſo did the Magician oꝛder that made that inchantment. No- 
thing was the bꝛaue Phenician amazed to ſe his aduerſarye 
in his barke, but retopced, becauſe he thought, hee might ſo x 
better make his battle. And with this, as alſo with ſering | 
ſuch beauteous Ladies did behold their fight, he turned vp- 
on his enemie, and with his Tellamonian blade, diſcharge 
ſo bꝛaue a blow vpon his head, that it made him bende 
knees, in recompence of his bould entrance. Nymble was 
the youth and ſo would ſecond another, but the Dacian fru⸗ 
ſtrated it with his celeritie: foꝛ with a thʒuſt, he foꝛced him 
backe with as much ſptede as euer he came. And ſo at legth 1 
ſetling themſelues firmely on their feete,they began the bza- j 
ueſt combate that euer was fought vpon thoſe Seas:f0; vn⸗ 1 
able to penetrate their ſure armes, all the foꝛce of their fight 
conſiſted on their valour, and nimblenes, which was their 
ſole auaile. Not a little did the · gallant Roſamond grieue 
to ſee her deare Pzince in the battaile , not foz the daunger 
thereof: fo2 ſhe well ſawe the aduantage he had ouer his 

enemie: but the true louer doth onely waigh the pꝛeſent ill 
of the thing loued, admitting no entrance to the hope of a- 
ny future good. So reſolued to accompany him in al things 
cloaſing her Beuer with the beſt cwozd that the woꝛld con⸗ 
n » thc went towards RA with theſe words. EF 
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| It ill beſeemes vs to ſee our friends in ſuch egar warre, 
and our ſelues in peace . Neuer did the gallant vouth ſee a 
mo2e accompliſhed knight then the Lady did repꝛeſent, be- 
ing armed: fo2 which in manp places ſhee was reputed to 
be Clatidiano. Notwithſtanding, accepting the combate, 
(fo? with Ioue he would not haue refuſed it) he began to 
pPꝛepate himſelfe. Eaſely did the Dacian Pzince, heare the 
lweete name ol friend: which augmented ſuch courage in 
his amoꝛous bꝛeſt, that he began with frech ſtrength to be⸗ 
ſtow ſuch, him ſelke retetuing mightie blowes, that the La⸗ 
die clearely ſaw his aduantage. But quickly were they put 
from this; turning to gaze vpon the knight with the white 
armour, on whome his excellent viſpoſition, did dꝛawe their 
affection, This was our Knightly Lady, that meeting with 
her eneitiie tögither they laide on each other ſo puiſlant 
blowes, that with their hands they were faine to ſuſtaine 
themfelues. Okgreater ſtrength was the Lady, fo2 which 
dcauſe ſhee roſe ſooneſt; and with her good ſwoꝛd ſhee gaue 
im uch a blowe on the Helme, that ſhee made him ſee mil⸗ 
Ins of ſtarres: thee ſecouded it fontewhat lower, which 
had it bene in the ſame place „he could not but haue incur- 
red mightie danger, vet made ſhe the blood flye thꝛough his 
epes, and noſtrels, which was but making the youth moꝛe 
furious, who going towards her, ſeemed to awaight her 
{troke which thee with eagernelle to beſtowe, regarded not 
his intent. Foꝛ in the diſcharge, he ſkept to his left ide, WM 
fuſtrating her blowe, at which time, hating oppoztunitie: * 
foz taking her without ſhield there „ vnder her right 
arme, he ſtrucke with ſuch ſtrength, that the Lady greatly 
felt the waight of her aduerſe ſwoꝛd: ſoz it made her giue 
backe with fuch a agger / that ſhee had almoſt fell ouer⸗ 
board. And the haughtie Torifiano ſeeing her amaz e, would 
haue lept after her? bur ſhe returned with ſuch ſpeeve, that 
the intountred him in his leaping, and ſo thꝛuſt him, that it 
Was an admiradie wonder how he fell not in the den (pet 
ho kel with afoze fall in the miödie of his Batks! Glaviy 
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would the Lady haue done what herLo2d-did , but thee 
thought it would onely hinder him, becauſe the ſhippe was 
little. So ſhe ſtayed foꝛ his comming , who returned like a 
rauenous Tyger, renuing ſo fiercely their fight, that it ſee⸗ 
med ok an hundꝛed Knicghtes together, ſo great was their 
noyſe. Fo2 the Lady reputed it to be diſhonour to her repu- 
tation, that her aduerſary ſhould indure ſo long againſt her, 
ſpecially in her Pꝛinces ſight, that being her firlt battaile. 
With like immagination was her enemie troubled, and fo 4 
agreeing in one deſire, diſcharged on each other the mightie 
ſtrẽgth of their ſurious armes, with ſuch puiſance, that the 
Eccho of their ſounding blowes, made the vallepes in the 
firme land many myles off ſeeme to tremble with the ſhzill 

nopze. By 5 foꝛce of the blow, p ropall Lady loſt her Helme 
couering her white armour, with thouſand treſled tramels 
of hairie gold, reſting with ſome alteration, thꝛough a litle 
blood that iſſued from her mouth. But hers in a moꝛe la⸗ 
mentable ſoꝛt had put the gallant Loriſiano, foꝛ with a great 
fall with blood burſting thꝛough his eyes, ſhe tumbled him 
at the enemies feete of her deare Anight, who at the noyſe, 
with moꝛe tare then the Pꝛincely Eagle gardeth her pong⸗ 
lings, turned about, and ſeeing his ſoules life, in that amaz- 
ment, and without Helme, thought her to be ſoze wounded, 
that with a rigoꝛous blowe, dꝛiuing his enemie from him, 
with a leape he returned to his owneſhippe, to know what 
danger ſhe was in. With great applauſe was this care ot ; 
DonEleno celeb2ated by the tow2edLadies, highly eſtima⸗ } 
ting the doubffull regard he ſhewed of his Ladie. Well did : 
the louers heare it, æ ſo ſhe receiued him with theſe woꝛdes. 
It is no time now (bꝛaue Pꝛince) to loſe, what with ſo much | 
blood you haue wonne . And ſeeing my daunger hath bene RO 
the cauſe thereof, J will put on no Helme, vntill my arme 
hath againe aſſured you what vour vallour had obtained. 
Do ending her ſpeech, moꝛe nimbler then anDunce, ſhee 
lept into her aduerſaries ſhipp, at what time they had reco- 
iuered them ſelues, with ae angry Lyons hun- 
, Fl | 2 
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ted by their foes .-1Betweene them, fearelefſeofher head, did 

the Lady caſt her ſelfe, t in her entrance meeting firſt with 

 DonArgance, vpon his ſhoulder ſhee grounded the waight of 

her furious rage, whoſe paine was ſo extreame, that he 

thought that ſive was opened to his middle, and reaching 

Toriſiano witha thꝛuſt, ſhe made his ſhield iopne with his 
bꝛeſt, and himſelfe almoſt looſe his bꝛeath. 

But this time was the inraged Dacian enkred the barke 
floꝛiſhing his rich ſwoꝛd, whereby they could not but incur 
great perrill: had not the moſt beanteous Pꝛinceſſe of Ny- 
quea fozeſten it, who much pittying the two companions 2 
thus ſpake. 

"yy admirable is the loſſe that this ſpacious D2be will 
receine , with any of your deathes ( valiant and couragi- 
ous Knights) that it conſtraynes me toentreate you(yf-in 
you there be ſomuch courteſie as courage ) foꝛ this time to 
. ouer this tombate, foꝛ which theſe Ladies and J will 

woꝛthelp extoll your bounties . The Pꝛinceſſe Roſamond 
enuious of ſo rich a ſight, quickly thus replped: firſt admy- 
red Lady, yt doth fo aduance the honoꝛ of wadzing knights, 
that none can bemo2e greater, then to obay the comman- 
dedſernice of all Ladies, inſomuch that they accompt it a 
deuine felicitie, to haue ſuch occaſions to ſhew it. Mhere⸗ 
foe Jſay , that foꝛ the incredidle deſire, & inexplicable wil 
J haue to ſerue them, J doe on my behalte giue auer the 
fight, not onely foꝛ this tyme but foꝛ euer, becauſe p Knight 
doth leaue ſo waued (to my colt) by this, that J thinke it 
beſt to craue an affurance againſt all future accidents . All 
the Pꝛinces greatly ſmyled at her ſpeech, becauſe they knew 
her to bee a woman by her hayꝛe, when theeloſther helme, 
whereupon Lyriano replped. Bꝛauelp haue vou defended 
your beauty (molt valerdus Ladye) bynding thereby all 
Knights ta your perpetitall ſeruite. And wee wiſh wee 

were them, that vou might know, if we can intreate, it is 
detauſe we onely indeuoꝛed to be pour dutpfull ſeruitoꝛs. 
Hotwithckanding we hope, and ſo J doe belceue, * 
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Knight but will do it, ſoly to pleaſure you , ⁊᷑ to obtaine your 
fauour, tbough our intreaties teaſſed in that caſe . Mith no 
leſſe courteſie then valour were the Pꝛinces indewed, and 


ſo the Phenician replyed when on our ſide the victozie were 


molt ſure (deuine Ladies) we would leaue it to game ſome 
part ofyour fauours:much moze , being conſtrained to looſe 
by this, what by the other we obtained. Neuerthelelle, my 
companion and J, are contented to obey vou, veelding the 
trophie ofthe conqueſt to theſe triumphing Knights. Pours 
is the victozie(Veroike warrioꝛs) aunſwered the Dacian, 
not onely of this battaile, but of all honour in the vniuerſe. 
Her eupon they imbzaced one another, crauing pardon of 
their laſt attempt, and fo the Pꝛinces returned to their in- 
chaunted Barke: which no ſooner had they entred , when

13 fauoured, and much moze , if heobtaine the glo2tous end of 
1 his wiſhes, which gladneſſe, hath poſſeſt mee with ſo ſud⸗ 
11 dein a pleaſure, that A haue purpoſed to follow the Dacian 
I P?tnce, who now among Venus chiefeſt fauourits may be 

| named, and ok them the happieſt , becauſe beloued of Roſa- 
mond. And in ſo much that foꝛ the leaſt hope of her deare 
fanours, Apollo willingly would haue changed his eternal 
deitie foꝛ his decaying moꝛtalitie. With her did Don Eleno 
merily diſcourſe, and amongeſt other chat, demaunded her 
how lhe felt het ſelfe of the laſt tombate, with her ſtrong ad⸗ 
uerſarie? How could J but do well (replyed ſhe) and be 
better (bzauePzince) hauing on my ſide the valour ofthe 
Dacian Loꝛd. That were (deare Lady, ſaid ſhe) becauſe it 
was done in company of your Foꝛtitude, whence redoun⸗ 
deth the courage fo2 greater aduentures: I wil not ſo ſoone 
(anſwered ſhe) purpoſe to beleeue it ſo, till once againe (foz 
nothing) vou looſe what pour valour got. Fo2 it argues no 
leſſe Fo2titude to maintaine it, then to regaine it. And in 
my ſoule J wonld reiopce to knowe what thoſe Ladies be, 
that in the Tower do remaine. Foꝛ in my indgemrnt, the 
beautie ſo greatly eſteemed thꝛough the wozld , and ſo rare⸗ 
ly honoured elſewhere, is but the ſhadow of that ſubſtance 
wee left incloſed there. And neuer beleeue mee, but their 
libertie will dearely coſt, to him ſhall conterne, becauſe 
the trophie ok their gained honour, will counteruaile the 
greateſt toyle . And no little pleaſure ſhould J alſo conceaue 
with the knowledge o thole Knights , who ſurely cannot 
but be of high diſcent, conſidering with what courteſie they 
left the tombate .

then expect greater hopes? and therefoꝛe ſhee doth reſerue

All that ſhal little a 5 you (replyed the 
Ladie) to defend pon from mine an — if once you fall into 
it. Ay me (ſaide the amozous youth with a ſigh , a newe

crying aloud after ſhe ſaw them. Yay me ( Sir Knights) 
now 1s the time,that you muſt makeknowen the valour of 
your parſons, by redꝛeſling the greateſt diſgrace that might 
befall.

She could perceine nothing about the gates but flames

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ent to affright the fonteſt hart . But thee that was:bo2ne 

to liue withoutit ( vnleſſeit pꝛoterded from a true loue) 
entred wiihout feare ofthe fire . Mhere not a little did ſhe 
trye the vertue of het Babylonian armes, whoſe ineſtuma⸗ 


ble ſtones did mittigate that heat. Peuertheleſſe, that 


which entred thꝛough her Beuer, was ſo extreame, that it 
.almoſt ſmoothered her. Pet valiantly ſuffering it, with 


much toyle ſhee paſſed foꝛward, till ſhee tame befoꝛe an 
Altar, wher eon they vſed to ſacrifice to Hercules, and lea⸗ 


uing that, ſhee went into a large yard, (free ofthe flames) 


though not of the diſcontent ſhee conceiued,when there ſhce 


ſawe vpon the tarras ofthe ſame many Ladies tamentably 
bewailing quer a Knight, that ſhoe ſuppoſed to be her 
deare Dacian , who by foure was carried on aYearſe,pear- 
ſed with many woundes ) ſaying, O pooze P2ince , how 


quickly haue the Fates conſpired the ouerthꝛowe of thy 


content, with ſo cruell death: and turning to the Lady that 
in the varde ſtoode dead with griele, they ſaide: What as 
uaileth thee Pꝛinceſſe vf Callidonia, to haue pꝛoteſted thou 
thou didſt loue, if ſo ſoone thou ſhouldeſt looſe thy lager? 
They gaue her ns time to demaund the cauſe and manner 
ol that ſight. Foz from a co2nerof the varde, there iſſued a 


moſt fierce Centaure, bigger then the greateſt. hoꝛle, who 
knowing her, ſwifter then the Winde, made fawazves the 


Ladie with thele w wozdes :. 


Stay captiue wzetch,. and ffraight thou ſhalt knowe the 


gaines of thy pꝛeſumption, hauing vudertaken this enter⸗ 


Pike (accompting it an honoꝛable act ) that TJoues-bone 
ercules my. greateſt foe durſt neuer imagine.

tourſe, he was an Eagle, and ſo incountred her ſo mightily 


with his hayꝛie bꝛeſt, that with a-grieuons fall he overs 
thꝛew her on her backe. Returne vpon her he deſired , but 
the furie that conducted him, ſo karre did lead him, that whe 
de turned, the Lady was alreadie on her feete. But here 
was ſhe in the hands of death.

And 
in his Daughter the vntonſaming llames of a true lous, foꝛ 
e Pꝛinceſſe Roſamoud, ſuppoling her a man, in whoſe ab⸗ 
fence ſhee ſuffered the molt grieued life with'to2zmenting 
paſſions that euer louer did abyde, vntill the paſt to Grec1a, 
where the truth erti f her decei 
rocoinpencetherdf the-reteauevat' Noſomonds hands,a hu 
bad meriting her beautie w whome theacknowievgedyer 
ſelfe raritiently ſatiſſied #02 thepaines the fo2 her indured 
Mereupon the king 2 his trapne departed to the Cite fes, 
uing the Pꝛinces in the Temple gazing on the pictures of 
theChap pell, whoſe admiration did aſtoniſh them.

Yheir vy⸗ 
ſoas they cloſed fo2 feare ot being knowen: and with their 
launces in their handes they ſet fozward: on their waie. 
Man ſteppes they had not gone, but they hard a noiſe like 
tothe clange of armour, and in their entrance into the 
plaine, they might ſee a little beſoꝛe them thꝛee Knights 
ſpurre n way amaine with dilis celeritie, but as his Tinos

that euer, he either heard oꝛ ſawe,of fower knights alone. 
Some ol them he knew by the deuiſes of thir armour, and 


thꝛough the fame that with them they had atchiucd , and 
who beſt ſeemed was he in the purple armour that comba⸗ 


ted againſt a Knight that on the toppe of his healme ware 


a bꝛanch of ſiluer. Of both he had heard wounders. The 
third knight (that fought with another of ſtrong timberd 


members, and in ſtature almoſt hygh as a gyant) had on 


Nuſet armour with: ſtripes ofblacke amell, and grauen 
with gould, on his ſheeld his deuile was a bzanch halle 


gould, and halfe ſiluer. 


This knight he hard ſaie to cquall the valianteſt in the 
vnikerus. Df no leſſe diſpoſition did he Judge his aduerſa⸗ 
rie, that in his ſight did greatly vere him. Uhilc he thug 
Nazed on them, arriued the thꝛee knights: and the beſt dil⸗ 
poſed of them app2oched where they were in tombate as if 
he wuld haue it w the great knight; But firſt now theſe 3 
knights were the :valtant: warriors, Roſicler, Meridian, and 
Orithdes that from the kingdom of Lndempan 
with great greete foꝛ the loſſe of Roſabel, and no leſſe gree- 
ued was the offp2ing of Prlams deſtroied rate foꝛ ̊ gallant 
Sarmatia, fo2 whole loue, he felt moꝛtal paines, eſpecially 
foꝛ his ſwozde that he had giuen as a pledge therof. So ſoon 
as Roſicler arriued ; t narrowlie viewing the great knight 
he perceaued him to haue on the rich armour af that fa⸗ 
mous Bramarante , that with his one handes ſacrificed 
his lifes bloud, becauſe he would giue none the gloꝛirof his 
death. And ſeeing his armes that Brufaldoro had taken to 
pooze Zoylos coſt; as in the ſecond part is mentioned: with 
the greateſt furie ot the woꝛld , he went againſt him, ſtep⸗ 
ping betwirt him and the Unight of the Bꝛancht, that was 
his bꝛother — 9 — (as in the laſt Chapter ol 
the fift part of this Hifkozio was related ) and dekxed 8 
to mo ꝛtall batta ile. 

Thus karre haue 3 pat treading without feare on the

Graunt it (O ye 
powers, that alienate my thoughtes from their due obedi⸗ 
cnce) though with a fained ſmyle : vet vouchſafeit, & with 
it J will deceiue mp heart, that.trembling docth await the 
vncertaine doome ot pour decreeing ſentence, and yet but 
foꝛ alittle helpe, which ik A chall lacke, without ioy J muſt 
go fo2ward, wanting the Whetffone of pour fauours ta 
ſharpen the blunt ſtyle of a rude Mitt, becauſe it wanders 
in the ſhades of your diſgrace. But deluding my penſiue 
immaginations, with imp effect ⸗obtapned pꝛapers. The 
touragious Dacian, at lengih appꝛoached where they thus 
contended foz the combate alreadie begun, and ſtepping to 
them thus ſaid: Aithhold awhile bꝛaue Rnightes, ſoz it 
doth not belong to thoſe that 5 m that Names to allalt 

The vtmok of extrrame rage did pollette the true loaer 
ot᷑ Oluia, that not regarding the deuiſe of his couſen, aun⸗ 
ſwered him with turning his \wifthoxſe, and with an vn⸗ 
nnmagined ſpeede, the flower ofthe woꝛlds chiualrie ,en- 
tountred in the middle ok that ſpacious field „ with no lelle 
terroꝛ, thẽ it two well rigged Gallies had met. - Good were 
the Uniaht of Cupids armour, vet Don Elenos admittes no 
compare, whereby their Launces could not take hold, but 
in ſhiuers mounted my ay2e, where in the fourth Sphcar e 
they were receiued as mcCengers from ſo valiant warrioꝛs 
that without alteration their ſaddles, returned with their 
ſwoꝛds in hand. The Dacian had the beſt blade in the earth

(except his Ladies) r againtt it ns inchantment p2cuailed. 
Together they diſchatged p ſtrength of their puiſant armes 
vpon eithers head, making them bowe to the ſaddles pum⸗ 
mels, with ſuch reuerence, as beũtted two ſuch Pꝛinces. 
And ſo they began one ot᷑ the bꝛaueſt battailes in the wozld,: 
with moꝛe naiſe and furie, then ik it were between twentie 
Knights,” Mightie and inuincible was Don Elenos power, 
but here he met his equall in the Pꝛinte of Grecia (that a⸗ 
gain ct Milo would maintaine the field) making him glowe 
like akindled cole ot fire. Yet foꝛ all that, did not he behaue 
himſelfe beit: foꝛ no blow did light on him, but mangled 
his ſleſh, bꝛuzed his bones, x rent his armour: whereof the 
lookers on were not a little amazed, knowing Roſicler, ſe⸗ 
ing him ſo buſie in the combate ol one knight: and he being 
therewith vered to the hart, tooke his ſwoꝛd twixt both his 
hands a went to his enemie, giuing him ſo fierce a blowe 
on the ſide of his Helme, that it made him looſe his feeling. 
falling on his haꝛſes necke, he doubled another ſomewhat. 
higher, x ſuch a ane as his armour then gaue him his life. 
Aeuertheleſte, the blood gucht out at his Beuer. Oh who 
would not now feare ta ſee Don Elena that reconering him 
felfe moꝛe furiaus then a ſauage Lyon poſleſt with a ra⸗ 
ging euer ſpurd againſt his Caſen, a with both his hands 
not miſſing his Belme, it little auailed him, fo2 the ſwoꝛde 
and the ſtreugth that did guide it; ſnatcht away the tappe 
with his plume ol feathers, with Mars his puiſance deſcẽ⸗ 
ding on his right ſhoulder, he layde him on his hoꝛſe crup⸗ 
per, the which ſetting his knees on the earth, thꝛough the 
ſtrengthot the blowe ſtoode ſtill. The loned Dacian mas no 
night to omit ſa god octaſian t chifely with ſuch a hoꝛſe: 
pꝛicking him with the ſpurres, he made him runne againſt 
the Greeks; It is daubtfull ⁊ not vet determined, whether v 
Pꝛinte of Dacia gat any honaꝛ by the deede: ſoz W ſo bꝛaue 
a ho ſſe, it mas no marueil it he had ouerthꝛowen the Greeke 
r his, Who in a tryce lept from him. But this cuſtome had 
the Dacians Tyrio, that in fight he pardoned nane on my 
$3375 hs g 
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fo returned vpon the Greeke, friking him with his bꝛeſt, 8 
he was foꝛſt backe, with much ade, ſauing himſelfe fro fal⸗ 
ling. He paſt foꝛwards, x like a furious Tygre ſaid, knight: 
either let me take my hoꝛſe, oꝛ alight fro thine, vnleſſe thou 
wilt haue me palle the limits of Chiualrie, 02 bꝛeake the 
lawes ofa good Knight, Pount vpon vours (Sir Knight) 
ſatd the Dacian to the Greeke: foy with him may vou main⸗ 
taine what pour valour doth aTuce you. So he lept on his, 
raymng him about at ſuch time, as there arryucd-a great. 
troope of nights from Grecia: and looking on them he 
knew they were his father, bꝛother, x the reſt ofhis frends, 
that not a little did reioyce to ſee him, a he withthem, who 
knew him by the deuiſe of his ſhield. And vet left they him 
(and with reaſon) to applaud with moꝛe thenaanmraney ;

And ho in thePurple , gaue the Ladpe a blowe, that 
taking her on the toppe of the ſhielde, it iopned it with 
her Helme, and ſomewhat it aſtoniſhed her, and quickly 
with a ſyde thꝛuſt vpon it he had almoſt fumbled her to 
the ground. The Lady recouered her ſelfe, and with 
both handes laide on the Purple Enight, 4 had it bene at 
full, it could not hut haue indangered him: fo2 it made him 
with the paine ſhꝛinke euen to his ſaddle pummell, with a 
ſudden on e the ſtept to him with two thꝛuſts oneafter an 


other hic not only raiſed him, but laidhim along vpd his

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Courfers backe, and as he lay ſhee gaue him a downe right 
blow, that it almoſt dꝛaue him out ot all feeling. He retour- 
ned to himſelke with the laſt ſtroke , and ſetling himſelle in 
his ſaddle, and cruſhing one tooth with another, he went a⸗ 
gant the Ladie, whole ſight would haue feared the migh⸗ 
tie God of Marre euen in his own ſpheare: pet in her it mo⸗ 
ned: no ſparke thereof: perbaps ſhee was ſurc, with that 
blow? to conquer her enemy, although ſhe receined it. She 
awattediit, which was ſuch, (ah who might here aduertiſe 
th2e free youth, ficit to bꝛeake thy ſwooꝛd then to execute it: 
Fd without conqueſt, thereby thou looſeſt thy libertie, and

ol che blowe did dziue her much backwards. And returning 
td her ſelle, ſhe ſpꝛead her armour with tramels ofmoze pel⸗ 
io w haire , chan Apollo in his molt pꝛide, and ſhewed the 
bsnmtiene her kate moꝛe gloꝛious than the ſpangled couert 
of the heuuen ; yet hers lined! with moze excellencie, be⸗ 
cauſe ndoꝛned with the ſplendo2 of twoo goulden Sunnes , 
Afoit ed with a ſudden admiration ſtood the Greeke, reſt⸗ 
ing ſo karre hers, that the moꝛtall ſtroake of all conquering 
death was nidt ablato bereaue him of the gloꝛis that there he 
wonke: Well did the Lady note it, at that inſtant recoꝛding 
the remembꝛance of the night the did ſec poztraped in the 
Caſtle where ſhe obtapned the ſiluer bꝛanch, vet ſhee let it 
patle, though not without inftnite rapping alterations, at 
the gates or her all wondzing bꝛeaſt.

So penſtue reſted 
the bꝛaue greeke Rofabell, ſeing what that Knight did, and 
hearing what he ſaid againſt his reputation, affecting that 
Ladie that moꝛe then his pꝛoper life he loued, that he knew 
not how to reſolue himſelfe, fill Oritoldo perceauing his 
alteration ſtept to him; ſaving. Maliant Pꝛinte, ſeing by 
delaie the Kings dor incurre ſo great danger, it is not law⸗ 
full vou ſhould pꝛoeure nom new battels: and eſpecially he 
knowing they are pꝛiſoners about p ſcealing of d Pꝛinces,

With ſo bꝛaue a hoꝛſe as vnder him p Achayan had it was 
much to ſee him palle by his enemy, wout alteratiõ making 
him loſe both his ſtirrops, which he fo ſone recouerd, Þ few 
ſpied it, trait he turned not a litle inraged,# w his ſwo2d in 
had he made againſt his aducrfary, W ſuch ſtrength * he

the raſſet-armsnt, ſomewhat did the valerous Bembo qu iet

Somewhat aſtoniſhed did Sacridoros deare ſonne recouer 
himſelke, beginning between them ſo equall a fight, that vt 
added admiration to the wondering ſenſes of the beholders. 
The which was without meaſure increaſed with the ſight 
of that incomparable furie, wherewith the twoo; wozthies 


of many gazing eyes were ſo ſixt, that winke they durſt not, 

Unto the God or his Father did the amoꝛous vouth re⸗ 
commend himſelfe, which was of ſuch effect, that meeting 
with moꝛe hoꝛroꝛ then doe the angrye billowes of a tempe⸗ 
ſtuous Sea with the furie of contrarious windes, beate on 
the immoueable Rockes', the Pagan hit Lyrianas louer inp 


 mivddeſtof his ſtrong ſhield, that hee loſt his bꝛidle and his 


ſtirroppes, with moſt part of his ſaddle, caſting him barke⸗ 

wardes on the hozſes croper, in ſuch a traunce, ᷣ he knew 
not whether on hoꝛſe⸗backe he were left oꝛ no, the which by 
the fo2ce of the intounter bꝛoke his backe, that falling to the 
grounnd Roſabell had no other ſhift but to ſgt his hand on 
ſaddle pummell, and leape of with great ligeritie, leauing y 
place amazed at the incounter hee had made, ſoꝛ hitting the 


grante in the middle ok his gr eat ſhield, it clearelp pierſt it, 
and 
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and ſkriking him alittle belowe his left bꝛeſt, (as there the 


woundes are moſt perillous, to hinder the paſſage of his 
bꝛeath it was of ſuch effect, that making him a little woud, 


it thꝛuſt him with ſuch mightinelle: that bearing him clean 


oucr ſaddle and hoꝛſe backe:it tumbled him headlong on the 
earth, making all the place t people tremble with the fall, 
All the boholders, in ſpightof the Souldans command, and 
guard, with a generall voice applauded to the heauens the 


mightineſle of the iealous Knight, foz ſo they called the 


Grecke becauſe of his deuiſe. Scarſe fell the Gyant, when 
{though with great paine)he roſe,+dzawing fooꝛth a mighty 
Courtelare, he went towards the warrelikeLouer, that 
like a politike Knight pzepared to p20ceede in that battel. 
But firſt he looked how his friend did whom he ſaw main- 
taining his fight, with no lcfle then the wozldes ſtrength. 
It grieued him becauſe he ſawe him in the blacke longer 
winded, and quicker in his ſtrokes, though thereloze the 
gallant Oriſtoldo loſt no ground : foz no lefie then one ofthe 
woꝛldes woꝛthies he was reputed. 

But a while leauing them, together mett the Actiue 
Greeke with the fierce Gyant, diſcharging at once ſuch ſeue- 
rall ſtrokes, that the fartheſt remoted towers of the Citie 
ſhocke with the blowe His knees on the ground did the 
faire Louer of Liriava ſeftin ſuch amazemet 5 14. he knew 
not where he was: But he had giuen the Gpant a moꝛe 
venturous blow, fo2 not reaching him on the head, he 
ſtrooke with his point cloſe to his thꝛoate, with ſuch ſtregth 
thatrenting all the thicknefſe of his helme, with his neck⸗ 
peece, it made him a long wound, fr om whence iſued great 
abundance ot blood. A gelded Bull was neuer ſeene moze 
ſierte, then with his wound the Pagan did become furious, 
foꝛ roꝛing againſt heauen , with thouſand iniuries reny- 
ling his Gods, he began to bꝛandiſh his Courtelaxe w ſuch 
mightineCe,that therewith he neuer reach t the youth, but 
he made him tremble like an Aſpen leafe, ſhaken by a No2- 


thꝛen winde. Among the mony that he gaue him, he reſted. 


one 
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one to his content vpon his ſhield, that the fineſt of the te- 
per vnable to reſiſt that ſtrength, it was cut quite aſunder;x 
ſo toꝛmented the pouths ſtrong arme, that thꝛough the paine 
he thought it loſt. is ſhield fell on the ground, e his arme 
ſo hung downe, that euery one iudged it cut. Aſide ſtept the 
couragious Grecke,foz the paine admitted nothing elſe. 
Well did the valiant Oriſtoldo perteiue it which grieued 
him to the ſoule, doubting the lucceſſe of the fight being con- 
fronted with ſuch cruell enemies. But deſirous to help his 
friend, becauſe the Gyant percetued the effect of his blowe, 
followed him with a ſtrong th2uſt,b2auely pusht him in the 
backe from him, and ſpurring his good hozſe, (then which 
none in the woꝛld mounted a better beaſt) he ſideling incoũ⸗ 
tred the Gpant in ſo good a time, that he fumbled him at 
Roſahels feet, who loſt not that oppoꝛtunitie: fo2 as he fell 
(helping himſclfe a little with his painfull arme) he gaue 
him on the ſhoulders ſuch a blowe , that he pearſt it to the 
bone, leauing him ſomewhat bzeathleſſe. Foꝛ the want of 
blood that from his wounds ranne. Neither was the A- 
chayau ſo ſlowe, but with his bay he arryued vpd y Greeke 
faſter then immagination, and taking him ſomewhat bu⸗ 
fied with the Giant, he ſkrooke him backwards ſo ſierce a 
blowe, that hee ſent him fozwards euen where the Gpant 
was, and ſo their meeting was the cauſe he fell not, though 
He reſted ſoꝛe bꝛuiſed. Alreadic was Oriſtoldo come, who 
with ſuch furie laid on his Helme, that the ſparkes of fire 
which from it he ſkrooke, cinged all his yeallow feathered 
plumes, that like a deſpairer he did weare ; Ye ſcapte not 
without recompente, foz reaching at him with eager delire 
to execute his blow, he cloſed fo nigh him that he could not, 
ſaue only caſt his ſtrong arms about him, & with his dag 
ger, ere he could helpe himſelfe oꝛ be ſuccoured, gaue him a 
troubleſome wound vp his left arme: with one leape was 
Rotabell with them, and ſo ſtrucke a downe right blow on 
che furious Bembo, that cutting away all his ſkirt on that 
fe, he grieuoully wounded him on the right thigh, 2 


* 
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fell out, pet it grieued the hawghtie Oreke to ſ& the euill 
pꝛoteding in that battle, and with what ſhamefull diſoz⸗ 
der. Greatly did he deũre that his were on hozſe-backe p 
better to ſuccoꝛ his friend, whome he knewe to bee in ſome 


diſtreſle: but pet he reſolued to hazard it at onte. Do he 


went vnto the Pagan, that like a bapted Bull did roare and 
warding a mightie blow, he ſtept in with his right fot foꝛ⸗ 
ward, ſtriking him on the outward ſide, y almoſt he cut his 
thigh cleane aſunder. Great was the noiſe thzoughout the 
place, and greater the doubt of thevicozie: fiuewoundes, 
and all verie dangerous hath the Pagan, two on his bꝛeſt, 
one in his thꝛoat, another on his ſhoulder, and the laſt on 
his thighe . All the field doth he bedewe with blod, + hadd 
foꝛ all that wounded Roſabell in thzee places, and ſo tyꝛed 


him that he was ſcarce able to ſturre. Vee cloſed with the 


Gpant on ſuch a ſudden, that amazedly he had verie neare 
thzowen him downe, foꝛ as he had foze-thought it, he en- 
tred ſomewhat lowe, and taking him betweene his legs, he 
hadde almoſt rayſed aloft, but againſt his owne ſheulders , 
did the Gyant ſtay himſelfe, and ſo both ſo long ſtriued 


that both fell downe togither. They were not on p ground 


when the valiant pouth with his poniard, would terminate 
that warre: But the Pagan, with all his ſtrength ſudden⸗ 
ly ſnatcht it out of his hand, where with he had there ſlaine 
him had not hee dꝛawen the Gyant, with which either 
pꝛocured to end the others life. A happie ſtarre did here de; 
fend the Pꝛince, foꝛ caſting himſelfe aſide he ſcapt the dan⸗ 
ger of the blow, hauing his armour but a little ſcracht ther⸗ 


with. But he happening on a better place th2uſt his to the 


middle into his belly, wherat w a fearetull grone he looſed 
his aduerſarp, æ both ſtept to their ſwo2ds, but the Gyanf 
being ſo weake could not moue about: which being noted 
by p pouth ſeming to feare him gaue back, ſuffering v Paga 
to follow him, who was ſcarce win his reach, but dꝛawing 
ſtrẽgth fro weaknes, he gaue him ſuch a thzuſt y had it bin

foꝛſt him to let his aduerſarie goe: and though it ſo well 
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W moze aduiſe, he had out-right kild him :yet reſted he not 
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— without wounding, oꝛ receiuing the greateſt blow that in 
all that day he had felt, which falling on the toppe of his 
Helme, where not able to penetrate, it ſlyſte away all the 
bꝛimme vnto the ſhoulder , where ſtaping with mightie 
foꝛce, it made him ſet his knees on the earth. Follow the 
blowe would the Gyant , but the youth knowing his dan⸗ 
ger, ſet his ſwo2de lona-wayes betweene them, which 
made him ſtape, fill he well recouered his feete . Alreadie 
was the Pagan th2zough wearied, and ſo he would end that 
long laſting fight, with one blowe, which at his aduerſary 
he caſt : who aſſared of the perill , with a leape made him 
looſe it, togither with his life: fo2 he fell vpon his owne 
ſwo2de,following-ths furie of his armes. The which no 
ſooner did Roſabell perteiue, but with both hands he laide 
vpon his left ſyde (and as there commonly the armour ts 
weakeſt, he opened it euen to his entrailes, where he like⸗ 
wiſe parted his heart, and giuing paſſage foz his life, to re- 
teiue a deſęrued death, he llang him dead at his keete. Yee 
was not llowe in taking of Bollador that famous hoꝛſe be- 
longing to the dead Gyant, and mounted thereon at ſuch 
time as ſenceleſle he ſaw his good friend ,carryed about the 
field vpon his ſteede. Immeaſurable was the grie fe that 
he conceiued, ſuppoſing him dead: and fo he ſet himſelfe be- 
foꝛe the ſtonte More (that followed him) ſaying : Stay 
Knight , foꝛ to ſtrike him that cannot defend himſelfe, ra⸗ 

ther diminiſheth then augmenteth the fighters honour. 

Mylde, and one ok the courteouſt in the woꝛlde was the 
incompar able Louer, but he then was ſo cholericke, that 
ſtumbling on him, the aunſwere he gaue him was a hea- 
ttie blowe, which the Gree ke fo felt, that like an Aſpicke, he 
turned, ſeeing the diſcourteſie of his enemie, that with 
both h andes he diſcharged on his inchaunted Helme ſo 
bꝛaue a blowe, that it founded like a bell, caſting him in a 
traunce along his hoꝛſe backe, ſhedding an infinite quan⸗ 
titie of blood thꝛough his mouth. Which when the Soul- 
gan ſawe, and ſuppoſing, by his behauiour he 1 .

kriends to be deliuered vnto mee: foz wee can no longer 


arrogant, began to lay about them, determinng to impꝛi⸗ 


ſen it coꝛreded. Great is the wꝛong offered vs (ſaid Roſa- 


ing where the Rings were, had 
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his fonne, he caltdowne his golden Stepter (fearing his 


life) ſaping, knight haue done: foꝛ J velde the battaile fo: 


this Knight , and alſo adiudge you both free thereof, _ 
MightieLa2de(aunfwered the Pꝛince) J do retoyce in 
my very ſoule, to haue this occaſion, that I may ſhewe 
part ot the great deſire J haue to ſerue vou, being by duetie 
bound thereto . And ſeeing there reſtes no moꝛe to doe, as 
alſo becauſe J and my companion (that alreadie was there) 4 
haue much to doe in another place, where wee be expected. f 
Commaund my coſen the Ring of Garamantes, and his _

ſtape. 

That (replyed the Souldan) though vou haue obtained, 
the victoꝛie of the fight remaines to my diſpoſing , becauſe 
their fault was againſt my ſtate and Crowne, and ſo J wil 
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bell) and farce greater is it dons vnfo your owne perſon by 
vyolating yaur ropall woꝛde, which the meaneſt and bas 
ſeſt knight would to his vtmoſt ſtrength pꝛocure to keepe. 
Pour vnreuerence Knight is ſo great (replyed the Souldan) 
that it deſerues no other — but the ſharpe puniſh- 
ment that againſt ſuch as yon the law in my kingdom doth 
allow. If that lawe agreeth with the firſt, touching pour 
pꝛomiſe (ſayds Oriſtoldo) you may glozie to bes a wiſe Le⸗ 
giſlatoꝛ. I . 5 
Not farre was the ropall guard, that ſeeing the Knights 


ſon them. Betweene them ſtept the valiant Bembo, deſy- 
ring the Souldan to liberate the pꝛiſoners, the like did Don 
Clariſell, that reſted greatly affectionate to Roſabell . And 
feeing that not onely they would not deliuer the pꝛiſoners, 
but alſo offered violence vnto the Knightes', which their 
nobleneſſe not permitting, dzewe foo2th their ſwozdes to 
helpe them: Mhich then was needeleſſe, fo2 in the fielde 
were alreadie alone twentie thouſand diſguiſed , who go- 
caſt them weapons , — 
| e 
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werenotflackein arming them ſelues, foꝛ the tumult be- 
gan greatly to increaſe. Wherupon Oriſtoldo ſet him ſelte 
at the ſtaire foote executing wounders in their defence, 
giuing neuer a blowe, but was moztall, till the Kings deſ⸗ 
tended, and were mounted, which being done, the furious 
Gteeke ſaid. It is no time now to fight valiant Pꝛinces, 
but only pꝛoture to follow me, foz J being well acquainted 
with all the waies in the Cittie, will without danger ſafes 
conduct you thꝛough it. As you will haue it (Dir Knight 
ſaid they) ſo be it done, though willingly we would let the 
Souldanknaw what iniuſtice he had done vs, another time 
will ſerue foz that ſayd Roſabell. And ſo looſing the raignes 
ok his Bollador, with both hands he cutt his paſſage th2ough 
thoſe troopes in ſuch ſozte, that he which could kaſter tlie 
thought hunſelſe moſt valiant. It was admiration to ſee 
how higher then his owne elbowes ouer hozſe and alche 
was beſmeard with blood. With no leſſe courage followed - 
Oriſtoldo in ſome perill which was leſſened by the kings 
companie. In this oꝛder did they iſſue out of the Cittie 
leauing in it eternal memoꝛie of their valour, The Souldan 
would haue had them followed : but the two Knights ſo 
handled the matter, that they paciſted him, commanding 
the tumult to ceaſe, and perſwaded him to foꝛget his diſ⸗ 
pleaſure againſt the Rings: which he the ſooner did becaule 
Don Clariſell gaue him a letter from Lupercio to thſs effecte. 
Migh and mighty Monarch, Emperor and puiſant Soldan 
of Nyqueas vaſt Empire, thy friend Lupercio wiſheth thee 
eternall happines with Jmmoztall quietneſſe end of trou⸗ 
bles . Yauing by my art æ skill fozcknowen all the ſucceſſe 
happened, together with the eucnt of this pzeſent combate, 
haue thought it meete to aduerttze thee, that thoſe Ringes 
are innocent hauing committed no faulte againſt thee : but 

they that the victorie haue got by ending the battaile, are 
thoſethat haue diſhonozed thy mightinelle ſtealing away 
che bene and _ en 190ugy _ the cr the 
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others were left without them, becauſe' with my skill 
haue helped thee, inchaunting them in ſuch a place, where 


they liue with ſuch Roialty as if they were within thy pal- 


laice: and ſoꝛ their libertie J cannot pet finde when 62 how 


it mult be, foz that it is of ſuch difficultie. Df the ſucceſſe 
thereof, as ot other things will J in due time aduertiſe thee, 


all in all wiſhing the fulneſſe of thy content, the which the 
inunoztall Gods graunt thee, as they canne, and J doe pꝛo⸗ 


cure.

Some whatpleaſedreſtedthe Souldan with the wiſe mans let= 
ter, ſeing thereby that his Daughter was not in his enemies po- 


Wer , Greatly did he honour the two Knights, knowing them to 
be ſo great Princes and ſo valiant of their handes, where leauing 
them we muſt a while returne to Roſabell. ; 


CHAP. VII. 


How the Kings departed from the Princes reſting eter- 
nally bound ynto them, and what happened vato 
them with a Knight. 


= = —7— Ith incomparable iop, did the two Pꝛinte⸗ 
ir friendes iſſue out of the Cittie of Ny - 
quea after they hadde to their euer⸗liuing 
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alt not till they came to the Sea-ſide | 
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where the kings had their fleetes ſtaping foz them: foz the 
gouernoꝛs of their kingdomes, being aduertiſed of their be⸗ 
ing there, had made that pꝛouiſion to fetch them. Do ſoone 
| as from their hozſes they had diſmounted the king of Gara- 
* mantes ranne to imbꝛace the P2tnces, and ſaide, while the 
4H others did the like. Magnificent and illuſtrious Kaightes, 
the woꝛthieſt that euer buckled on armour, how may wes 
in parte ſhewe the thankfalneſſe due foz ſo many great pe⸗ 
rils, that fo2 our ſakes yon haue vadergone? Mee can finde 
no ſatiſtaction ſufficient to equalize pour merits, but that ve 
will implop and commaund our perſons, and ſtates in any 
your ſeruice,as patrons and defenders thereof, which to vs 
will be immoztal happineſſe, and yet ſhall we remaine in⸗ 
debted, conſidering vour deſerts and our benefits receiued. 
But to make our iopes compleat, let theſe Ringes and my 
ſelſe obtaine the fauour toknowe by whome wee haue our 
honours and our liues regained , It hath ( moſt mightie 
2inces) bene ſo little (reglyed Roſabell:) what this Knight 
and my ſelfe fo2 you haue done, that (reſpecting your many 
rites) no occaſion may thereby be taken to fauour vs. 
But it pou will do it, vou do perfourme the honour that ſhal 
inlarge your fames „ becauſe the apde that my compani⸗ 
ons and Jreceiued, was of power pnough to binde our lines 
to pour laſting tommaund: and ſo map you vſe vs as the 
onely pꝛocuroꝛs of your content. 
Touching your laſt requeſt, we are of ſach remoted coũ⸗ 
treps, that though wee ſhould reueale our names, you can- 
notkaowe vs. This Knight is of Ancioche , called the 
night of Fo2tune , and my ſelfe the Kntghtof the groue of 
Loue, becauſe J did beginne ſo ſoone,that J cannot remem⸗ 
ber when J was mine owne . It pleaſed his Foztune fo 
to fauour me, as to miniſter occaſion foꝛ our meeting, wher - 
by many peares ſince wee contracted a firme league of in⸗ 
uiolated amitie, which hitherto we haue maintained: and 
becauſe I made him partaker of my woes „ and how the 
cauſe of them was the Pꝛinceſſe of Niquea , he pꝛomiſcd 
| | me 
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me his ayd together w my other foure tõpanions my gredt 
friends with whoſe vni ted valour, and of your perſons wee 
bꝛought her away: But (oh deſpightfull foztune ( ſaydehe 
with his eyes full of water) that ſcarcely did let me ſer, much 
leſſe eniay the happ ines ſhe gaue mee, becauſe with the ex⸗ 
treameſt crueltie ſhe could deuiſe, ſhe did bereaue me of her. 
Whereupon he tould them the maner ok her taking awap, 
as is ſet down in the end of the ſirſt boke of this third part. 
Greatly grieued the Kings fo2 the Ladies loſle, chiefly fo2 
the Knights ſozrowe, but being vnable to red2eſſeit, they 
comfo2ted them as became true friendesof their qualities. 
And ſeing that theKings longer ſtaying in that land would 
bee daungerous, they counſelled them to depart vnto their 
owne countries. From whence they might obtaine a peace 
from the Souldan. They allliked well thereof, and ſs they 
toke their leaues of their friends, taking their right courſe 
to their kingdoms, where ther got p Souldans fauoꝛ, which 
pꝛoued not a little coſtly to Grecia: Foz theſe Rings were 
thep that moſt perſecuted her in her generall warres, ot in 
the Fourth part at large ſhalbe related. 
Somewhat from the Hauen did the two valiantPzinces 
lye themſclues downe topaſſe away the lingring paſſage of 
ofthe ſullen night, making their ſupper of ſuch pꝛouiſton as 
Allirio had bzought with him, which done, after a litle chat 
they parted a ſunder to ſleꝛpe vnder the ſhadolna of pleaſant 
ſmelling trees. A little moze towards the Sea did Roſabell 
caſt himſelfe, who one while thinking on his Lady, and a- 
nother on his voyage vnto Greece, not letting himſelfe to be 


knowen vntill his deedes might declare the Royaltieof his 


diſcent, lay tumblingon 9 graſſe, till he fell a ſleæpe, which 
was ſo little that the Ecchoe of ſighing groanes pꝛoceeding 
from ſome that coplained, wereoffozce to waken him, who 
being of nature bould, and of nouelties deſirdus, quickly ſet 
himſelfe on fote, and with his ſwoꝛd in hand, went ſtraite 
to the place whence he heard the plaintes : and ſo going in- 
to alittle Peddowe, vader B ſpꝛeading of a towzing Cz- 


dar 
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dar he ſaw a knight in aʒure armdur all ouer croſſe barred 
with Gold. He was tall of perſonage, and of well knit ſin⸗ 
nebes betokning exceſſe of ſtrength, wha wis without 
helme, with a hat vppon his head and laye pitiouſiy lamen⸗ 
ting, to knowe the cauſe he ſtode ſtill, Straight did the o⸗ 
ther giue it him which beeing the diſeaſe of loue, none can 


hide it, fo2 with Billions or bꝛoken ſighs that his ſoule ſent 
worth he gn to ung as ſolloweth.,

mans reuenge is but p aboundãce of feruent deſire of things 


and things. None moze then ſhe Jam ſure would grieue 


with his death? becauſe with reaſon the loſſe of ſuch a per⸗ 
ſon might iuſtly be lamented by his Daughter Roſaluira, 
ſo ſhe ſhould caſt her fame and honour on the dice, being cau⸗ 
ſerof ſo many deathes as haue already happened : fo2 the 
woꝛld doth wel know there is none therin, that ( againſt his 
will) is able to make that Pꝛince leaue the liſtes, A greater 
honour were it fo2 her to diſſemble her angrie loue, as doth 
her ſonne Polliphebo who is reputed the flower Chiualrie, 
gloꝛping in nothing moꝛe then of ſuch a Father, + not pꝛo⸗ 
miſe her ſelfe his head, at whoſe countenance the very hea⸗ 
uens tremble. 

And ſo (fir Knight) the great loue J beare you hath foz- 


ted me to this diſcourſe ; becauſe with moze immoztall ho- 


nour, by louing a by your haughtie deds ſhall yon ſoner ob⸗ 


taine pour Ladies loue, then by fo doubtfull and vncertaine 
a meanes that can nothing yeild then a blot to your reputa⸗ 


tion. Attentiuely did the Pꝛince ol Niquea heare him thin⸗ 
king he ſhould know him, and well noting his ſperches, & 
perceauing hee grounded them vponſuffitient reaſon, was 
peelding to his counſel: but ſurpzized with the mcmozie 
of his Ladies commaunde, heevidreted thoſe perſwaſions, 
becauſe he would bee obedient, and ſo ſhewing ſome anger, 


replped thus. 


Truely (fir Knight) J knowe not what vou haue ſene in 


me, noꝛ in what diftreſſe vou haue ſuccoured mee, that now 


ſuruiuing, vou ſhould with ſo large a diſcourſe ſtriue to per⸗ 
ſwade me that there is difficultie, and the greateſt poſſible , 
to behead the Emperoz of Conſtantinople, did J not reſpect 
that thou didſt ſay thou diddeſt, and doeſt loue me, J would 
make « know, what twere to caunſell him that requires 
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The ſecond Booke of the third Part 
it not: J well perceiue (aunſwered Roſabell) thou ſpeakeſt 
with affedion: but becauſe thou ſhalt knowe what thou 


haddeſt to doe, Jdefye thee from hence vntill the Hunnes 
app2oche vpon thy vnlawfull ;enterp2iſe , that he which 
ſhall firſt looſe his ſaddle oꝛ any peece of his armour , ſhall 
be vanquiſhed, pꝛomiſing toperfourme what theConque- 
rour ſhall commaund, and ſo ſhall pou reuenge your ſelfe. 
J am contented ( ſaive the ſtout youth ) that thou mayſte 
knowe J am able to terminate this deede. Then let this 
Knight that here commeth be the Judge (aunſwered Ro- 
ſabell) popnting to Oriſtoldo that came with Allirio that 
led the hoꝛſes to ſeeke foꝛ the Pꝛince. Be it as you will 
haue it (ſaid Lindoriano: Foz he that can loue ſuch aLa- 


dy, knoweth how to aunſwere foꝛ her. 


Þ2eſently did they declare the challenge vnto the gal⸗ 
lant Pꝛince ot Antioche, who thereof was glad becanſe 
other wiſe the Niquean ſhould not ſcandalize the Emperour 
his Graundfather. On the beſt hoꝛſes that the vniuerſe 
didknowe, mounted the two Heroicke warriozs, and in 
middle of the Meadowe, turned either againſt the other, 
and both together with an allured mow of vidoꝛie, though 
one muſt of necellitie be vanquiſhed. A thing wozthie-ad- 


miration was it, to ſee that ſcarce they had turned their 


fyerite tourſers, when thꝛough the Dakes , Elmes, and 
Ceaders, iſſued from the woods, Siluanus, attended with 
all his froope of Faunes and ſiluan dwellers, conſozted 
with all the deſert and Foꝛreſt Nunphes ;Glaucus with his 
Trytones left his waterie habitation : and all with one 
deſire to ſee that memoꝛable combate had left their earth 
and water Cauernes. The heauens cleared their light 
moꝛe bꝛighter then at ſuch times was their cuſtome, and 
in the ap2e appeared Mars in his thꝛone, and in another a 
little higher ſate Cupid , foꝛ both Gods might learne pꝛin⸗ 
ciples in both ſciences, of the Warriozs : becauſe if one 
is ſo, it is becauſe he loues: Whereof no experience can 


better appꝛoue it, then by a bloudie Combate: and both 


gallants 


of the Mirrour of Knighthood. 
gallants in thoſe Artes, are as ſkilfull as Mars and Cupid: 
and thereloꝛe was it no wonder they ſhoulde ſit as Judges 
of ſo famous a battell. Foz the one leaning on the ſteeled 
ſhield foꝛged by Vulcan, and the other onthe Toate of wife 
Nlyaerua, they expected the ſucceſſe thereof: when with 
moꝛe furte then the lightening paſſeth , thep mett in the 
middeſt of the lowered Meado'n, with ſuch an impetous 


noyſe, as ifthetwa3 Thꝛones of both the Gods had fallen 


to the earth. Neither failed of their incounter, which were 
ſuch,and of ſuch ſtrength , that though then there no ſtarre 
did twinckle in the Firmament, yet fild theythe ground 
with them. They paſt one by another with as much Pa⸗ 
ieſtie, as the God of warre their heauenly Judge could haue 
done - The Nyquean loſt᷑ one ſtirroppe, but ere he taped it 
was recouered, turning vpd his aduerfarte with his word, 
at one time giuing each other ſuch blowes that they hum⸗ 
bled them ſelues acco2ding ts the kriendſhippe, p was be⸗ 
tween the did requice. Fullp reſted they aſſured of cythers 
valour , beginning one af the bꝛaueſt Battailes of the 
woozd, themſelnes being of the valianteſt thereok It 
greatly auailes the Nyquean to bie Lirianas bzother, fo2 the 
Greeke immagining thereon ſeemeth flowe in his executi⸗ 
on, expecting ſome occaſion to cloſe with him, truſting on 
the ſtrength of his Bollador.; This did not his aduerſarie 
perceaue, being moꝛe furious than a hunted Wion, and 
thꝛough the careleſneſſe he ſawe in his enemie, attributing 
it to weakenes, he had time (deſirous to end the warre) to 
ſtrike him inwards ſo troubleſome a blow, that hee could 
enter with his quicke hoꝛſe to wounde him with twoo 
thꝛuſtes one after another, that eyther ot them (had he 
not been? Roſabell) had ſlaine him outright: Peuerthe⸗ 
leſſe he caſte him along his Courſers crosper, and as with 
furie hee paſt, he could but weakelie ſtrine him ſidelong 
vpon the bꝛimme of his helme, that it cut aſunder two buc⸗ 
kles, and had he a little moze ſtretcht fo2th his arme he had 


-chapt / 
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thopt of his head. Now is there no time foꝛ courteſies, now 
doth he foꝛget himſelfe, and in this agonie in great rage hee 
retouered his ſaddle, ſtaving foꝛ the Pꝛince that returned in 

queſt ot his pzay . He let him come within him becauſe hee 
— not lo ſe his blow, but it was ſo much that he could 
hit him no otherwiſe then cloſe to his hilts with ſuch ſtrẽgth 
that from without, and within his helme hee fecht many a 
Thouſand ſquad2ons of fieric ſparks that thzough the ayze 
went cracking like ſquibbes. He would haue caſt his armes 
about his necke, but hee was ſo nimble that ſpurring his 


hoꝛſe hee made him mille of his purpoſe, almoſt tumbling 


downe carried by the fozce of his armes, vet tell he vpon his 


'hozſepummell «+ 


Mell did Lindoriano note his amaze, and ſo followed w 


a fioziſhing blow vpon his ſhoulders that he grieuoullp felt 


it: But it was to his euill foꝛ returning moꝛe fiercer then 
a Bazeliſke, caſting his ſhield behind his back with hoth his 


handes hee layde vpon his aduerſaries, that parted in two 


hee taſt it to the grounde, together with a peece of his bꝛeſt⸗ 


plate, he trembled tike a ſhakened leafe, ſo did the Judges, 
Fearing at the ſight of ſo bꝛaue a blowe. He ſeconded ano- 
ther, (foꝛ nowe is hee gouerned by rage, and not with the 
griefe that Liriana might cõceaue hearing of her bꝛothers 


cruell vſage) which was in ſuch manner that caſting blod 


thꝛough his mouth, his hozſe carried him about the fielde, 


follow him would not the gallat Bricania, whe himſelfe cal- 


ling himſelfe to accompt, howe that was Lindoriano wyth 


whom he fought. 
Grieuouſly bega to chide himſelfe fo2 his offence,ſo greet⸗ 
ly becomming penitent fo2 the fault that while hee ſtoode 


onelp imagining thereon, yt had like to haue colt him his 


life, foꝛ the Nyquean returning tohimſelfe, twirt both hads 


rayſed his ſwoꝛd aioft, making the hard earth tremble vn⸗ 
der the paſſage of his hozſe hofes, and ſo at his pleaſure layd 
him onthe helme that it dꝛyued it downe, fryking away? 


all the circuite thereot, it was not {9 waighty that ſenceleſſe 
his 


ofthe Mirrour of Knighthood. 
his feed boze him about the field he would not thenvſe 
with him any courteſies, but ſturring his ho2ſe followed 


him amaine, and with his ſwozd rayzed he thought at that 


blow to end that buſineſle . | 
The ſight of this pittefull ſpectacle gauld the hawghtte 
Oriſtoldo to the harte, vet durſt he not helpe his frende, be⸗ 
ing appointed Judg. Notwithſtanding was Lindoreanos 
daſht in his intent foz ere he arriued the bꝛaue Greeke had 
retouerd himſelle, and ſeing his aduerſarie runne towards 
him goꝛdged with deſire of the blowe, he ſtated foz him, and 
as he cloſed a little ſtept aſide with his good courſer that he 
was ſtruck but on the ſide of his ſhoulder and all that quar⸗ 
ter was bꝛuſed. Thꝛee howꝛes is it ſince the battle begune 
and pet no aduantage betweene them was knowne. The 
field was ſtrewed with peeces of their armour that their 
blows did tare. By this the ſtreakes of light laced the vaul⸗ 
lie heauens, as mefſengers ofthe app2oching moꝛne: whers 
at Roſabell ſeeing the little he had done, and how much it 
concerned him, being a matter that ſo nearly towched his 
Ocandfather, a quarter of an hower befozec the ſunne pꝛin⸗ 
cipiated his dyurnall courſe, Judgingit weakeneſſe to lett 
a battle ſo long indure, he warded a heauie blowe the youth 
let flie at him: cloſed within him, where might there beſene 
one ok the bꝛaneſt wꝛalles that the world euer ſawe : foz 
their hozſes moꝛe firmely fixing their hoofes on the ground 
then the rooted rootes of ſtrong oakes within p earth, gaue 
leaue vnto the combatants, to gaine aduantage inthe loftie 

apze. 
New maner of warre was this foz the two that in one 
date were inſtalde in the honoꝛed oꝛder of armes and chinal- 
rous deſpnes. But the dexteritie, the ſtrong ſallpes, the 
bꝛaue cioſures, and furious moouings, made apparance of 


moꝛe experience then they had. Foꝛ both their ages co⸗uni⸗ 


ted, amounted not to xl. peares: and notwithſtanding ſhe- 
wed they enſamples of learning armes foz Mars that on 
them gazed, and documents foꝛ the pꝛoudeſt to emulate. Jn 

1 kindled 
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kindled w2oth was our amoꝛous Champion on fler, thinks 
ing his owne ſide had the woꝛſt of that wꝛalling. So fap⸗ 
ned he a new pollicie that altogether ſuffitientip contented 
the louer of Venus, Vulcans competitoꝛ which was, he mads 
ſhewe to let him goe, that hee might doe the like, his hopes 
were effected, foꝛ the Nyquean ſeing that way he got a litle 
aduantage, looſd him: but ſcarcely had he done it, whe with 
the ſtrength ol his legges he ſet ſpurres to his ſierie Courſer, 
and taking hould ol him with greater ſtrength theu befoze, 
he ſnatcht him from his ſaddle bearing him in his armes to 
the grieued Judge Oriſtoldo, who the iopfulleſt aliue, ad⸗ 
iudged the P2inceof Nyquca vanquiſhed. Under 5 tptle, 
Je not actept him (ſayd Roſabell) but as a deare and my 
ſoules friend. | 
Let it ſuffice ſir Unight (replyed Lindoriano)to haue con⸗ 
quered me in the battle of ſwooꝛdes, a not to require a moꝛe 
cd queſt otherwiſe, by bearing away the trophies of knight⸗ 
ly courteſie, which though it be due vnto you, vet wil J not 
fo ſlightly let it goe: but ſeeing J am by you vanquiſht, cd⸗ 
maunde me acco2ding to our agreement foꝛ J wil perfoꝛme 
it. The ficft that J intreate (not command) is that pou re⸗ 
ceaue me as a friend which J will trucky be vnto the extre⸗ 
meſt paſſage of my bꝛeath. And the next that you continue 
ffill to loue your Lady with the firmeneſſe of an immouea⸗ 
ble hart: fo2 there is no Lyon ſo fierce: but will be mooued 
with the good done him. But this will J haue perfo2med 
without p2eiudice to the Greeke Emperour, fo2 otherwyſe 
if will be rather an impoueriſhing then inriching of pour 
honour. And in ſigne that you doe ſo, J muſt haue you 
ſhewe it in pꝛohibiting any whatſoeuer that you ſhal meets 
with ſuch an vniuſt demaunde. 
Poseduer, if fo2 the gayningof peur loue there i is any 
neede of our companieit, and oui perſons wee offer hence⸗ 
foo2th to be by you ymployed, the which we will better doe 
by deedes, then we ſpeakc it in woꝛdes. Hagnanimeus 
- Knight n the Paince of Nyquea) J am exceeding 


glad 


- 
: 
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glad that ſince this chance was allotted me that it fell out 
by your handes being a Knight, ſo well accomplicht in all 
vertues, and ſo J thinke pou haue counſelled mee what 
moſt befitted myne honour . And ſeing we haue no moze to 
doe, J pꝛomiſe by the fayth and honour of a Bnight, and 
Pzince to accompliſh it: (which he full-well did execute to 
p colt of ſom ones life as ſhalbe remembꝛed: Foz no meane 
aduentures befell this P2ince about his loucs which were 
notable,) and that fully J may depart contented(ſayd he) J 
beſeech you tell me whome ye be. We are of ſuch remoted 
countries, that if we ſhould declare it, you cannot knowe 
vs. At this time onely are we named th: Knights of F62- 
tune: And this (ſayd Roſabell) we accompt the wo2thyilt Þ 
theſemany dayes hath happened vs. Thereupon they toke 
their leaues 4 parted, the twoo friends taking their way 
to Grecia in which nauigation they met with many aduen⸗ 
tures that the wiſe man here omitted, which not a little 
grieues me, foꝛ ſo famous a thinge as the winning of Hec- 
tors armes, wherewith he did defie Achilles challenging him 
vnto the fight, and Oriſioldos getting thoſe of Renc as, ſhould 
not onelp diſtinaly be ſet downe, but at large particulart⸗ 
zed in a ſole Hiſtoꝛie. He referres1t vnto the Oreeke An- 
nales, where Roſabells life is moze coptouſly memoꝛated. 

There may theſe aduentures bee ſeene, foz at this time 
is onely ſayd that w the beſt armour in the vniuerſe, they 
landed in the Poꝛt of Hircambella one of the chiefe citties 
of the Grecian Empire, where they went a ſhoare onely 
with Allirios companie, and ſeeing ſo many multitudes of 
ſtrang Nations there arriued, and euery minute ſtill ariue, 
they ſuppoſed ſome generall warre, had been againſt it mo⸗ 
ued,vntill they were certified of the cauſe, to the P2ins 
ces great contentment , ſpecially when they knewe their 
deare Fathers were in Greece. 

In this manner mounted on the mightieſt hoꝛſes that 
the earth een thoſe that daylye mo 
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the burning Charriot oftheSunne they appꝛoathed Con- 
fantinople walles where wee mut leave them thzough 
tortaine aduentures which in that ſeaſon did befall.

Flora lix a his ſiſter, with a Knight. 


EE = 51; Pane with ſuch delight bene carrped away 
NS SED with the hawghtie deedes of Roſabell, that 
had J not remembzed what affection (deare 
MM Daints and Venus votreſſes) you ſhewed ta 
the Scithian P2inceſſe I had ouerpaſt them 

— with obliuion, did J not feare the roddeof 
your diſpleaſure. But now with yonr fauours ( fo2 with- 
out them J dare not) J do enter in the relation of their fa- 
mous actes which were ſo memo2able that Lirgandeo at 
large doth ſet them foꝛth: the which hauing lefte their in- 
chaunted habitation, enfring within the Dea of Greece, 
they had in ſight the woꝛthie Zaſinthus Ille ſituated right 
oppoſite to the Corinthian gulffe , where they learned how 
many trauailed to the Grecian Empyꝛe, againſt the ſolem⸗ 
nitie ofthe bzaue tryumphes, that ſhould be made in the 
famous Citie of Conſtantinople, In millitarie actiõs great- 
ly delighted the two bothers, & thinking there better then 
in any other place they would be found by reaſon of the tri⸗ 
umphes,comaunded their ſhip to be guided to Arriſla, a has 
nen ſome thing remote from the Citie, where the eight day 
they arrined, and taking land, they entred th2oughy grene 
Foꝛeſtes, taking the next waye to Conſtantinople, but firſt 
determined to linger thereaboutes the time that wanted fo 
the feaſtes, which might be ſome vii. o2 viii. dayes . S0 
their Foꝛtune led them topaſſe away the night, hard by the 
place where the icaloug Sarmatia bewailed her woes. Foz 
alter ſhe had parted from Brandafidell, ſhe caſt her ſelfe from 


her 
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herhozſe lamenting her miſfoztuns that her bes 
loued Oriſtides, hadſozſaken her to Laue Bloralinda, wife to 
the Pꝛinte , Meridean. And they arriaed at ſuch time that 
fo2ced by a Jelous ſpleene ſhe ſaid. Oh rauning experience 
that beroꝛe J can begin to Loue, J muſt with Jclonſfie be 
tozmented ? Dh Cupidif this be one ot thy blowes eſtablich⸗ 
ed in all harts, how is it poſſible thou ſhouldeſt be honozed? 
oꝛ to thee appeale, why ſhold any as top Soueraine Pꝛince 
and Judge of the earth? how wilt thou haue, that La⸗ 
dies ſhall wozſhippe and adoꝛe thee , if with ſuch er- 
treames thou plagueſt their tender harts ? Apparent ſignes 
did J ſee in that valiant Pꝛince to loue me, but moꝛe certai⸗ 
ner haue J met in Greece that he abhozrs, me. Gh happie 
Land only to me vnappie, J blame not thee but curſe my 
ſtarres that doe oppoſe their influences to ruinate my gloꝛp: 
who would haue tould me thou ſhouldeſt be a ſepulcher to 
her that to thee came to ſeeke her life? O Gods how farre 
better had J done to ſplit my hart in Lacedemon with my 
deare friends \woo2d , then to come to ſo great miſerie in 
Greece? mightie will be the w2ong J doe to Ladies when 
my death ſhall be publiſhed to haue been becauſe J was not 
beloued. But wꝛetch that J am, why impute J in himy fin 
of dilloyaltie hauing to his owne coft aſſured mer by milita- 
rie dedes his ſoule to be ſoly thine , then, rather pꝛocuring 
thy victoꝛie then the conqueſt foꝛ himſelfe 2 And ling it is 
vet doubtfull, J will cheriſh my ſelfe till J know it, and fin- 
ding it ſo , not that J loued him without hope of like, but 
fo2 the diſhono2 J did thereby tommit againſt my puritie, F 
will vpon my life execute the cruelleſt death p ere the woꝛld 
was guiltie of in recompence of my rach foliſhnes, and af- 
fection fo ill repaied. Do ſomewhat quieted ſhe could not ſo 
confinne long, rememb2ing what the Lady had tould her, 
whereuppon a little to p2020gue her griefes, ſhee tuned her 
voice with this Dittie, to her Lute with a moze melodious 


harmonie, than Mercury did ſound whe Iupiter did ſend him 


to bewitch with mulick the hundꝛed eies of watching Argos 
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PpPPafnuled ſtill mare be, Uwi

With ſo ozt a winded hay me ended the warrelicke 
Dame, that the Pꝛintelle which ouer hard it could not but 
greatly pittie her, hauing begun to tread the inertricable 
mazeof Loue, not a little wond2ing to ſee how general that 
paſſton was where with they cheefely liued. So afflicted re⸗ 
mained the beautious Sarmacia, that ſhecould paſſe no far⸗ 
ther, giuing occaſion to the Bꝛother and Siſter (their be⸗ 
uers cloſed becauſe they would not be knowne to go toher) 
and theLadie (being naturally moze tender) to the other 
ſaid What haue vou felt (Sir Knight) to exp2elſe parteof 
pour hearts aboundance to the aire, and part to theſe harde 
and ſenceleſſe Dakes, which is but to increaſe your ſmart, 
the which, if in any thing we may diminiſh, we will effec 
tually accomplith it. 


"Atthenoileain the Lavye Hatt, fox being dꝛowned in 
imagi⸗ 
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imagination, ſhee did not remember her ſelfe, and hauing 
her thoughts diſpearſed ab2oad, had-giuep no eare to the 
ÞP2inceſſe woꝛdes: and ſo ſeeing. thoſe Bnightes in that 
place ſhee ſaid: Greatly may vou fauour me (Sir Unight) 
to leaue me fo my ſolitude 3-fo2 that onely hath the power 
to eaſe my paine , and ſtrengthen my mynde. to” ſuffer it, 
add greater, if greater may be imagined. And this J in- 
treat, vnleſſe any neceſſitie requires mp perſon, which J 
will vſe moſt willingly in either of your behalfes. 

Bꝛaue night —— Eloraliza) the ſight ofpour pꝛe⸗ 
ſent ſtate ſo penetrated our harts, that it cauſed this Knight 
and my ſelfe to come and dem aund the reaſon of it: offe- 
ring our perſons at your neede, J doe highly eſteeme your 
offer , renowmed -Knight-(-aunſwered darmacia) which 
could not pꝛoceede but from pou. But my infirnutie is of 
ſuch condition, that the remedie on your partes will aug⸗ 
ment it, and fo2 mee to relate it, were a griefe paſt griefe, 
and a newe kinde of toꝛment: Foz J haue no leaue to pu⸗ 
bliſh it to any, (much moꝛe to vou) becauſe it will but 
ſerue to refreſh the memoꝛie of paſſed griefes and pꝛeſent 
tuils. And therefoze, I pꝛape you either to goe from mee, 
02 giue me leaue, that I map doe it: Foz the verie ſight of 
tompanie is to mee troubleſome. | 

J neuer ſawe a knight (ſaide Floraliza )ſo deepely polleſt 
with Loue, but would delight to eee papnes 
and ioyes: Foꝛ the one he mittigates by communication, 
and the other he encreaſeth by relation. And ſo. J thinke 
you are a Nouice in Loue, ſeeing you knowe not, there is 
no griefe how great ſo euer, but will by company be aſſwa⸗ 
ged. Rather (replyed the Lacedemon Ladye) this pzoues 
you a freſh Scholler in Copids ſchoole, ſeeing you ignozant 
what w2ong is offered to the Ladye loued , publiſhing 
her ſecretes + Foz to immagine them is ſecrete treaſon, 
committed againſt her 1 And nowe J ſape, J woulde 
not keepe companie with a Knight that ſo quickely de⸗ 
ly:es to blabbe the thoughtes cloaſed in an amourous 


ſoule, 
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ſoule, being ſoly to be imagi ned, and not made common fo 
euery voyce. Oh how bꝛaue a loner woulde you make gy- 
uing place in pour hart, fo2 euery lone tale? Oh that J knew 
your Miſtres, be aſſured ſhe ſhould not longer liue deceaued 
in her hopes, although J thinke ſhe doth not, yfthts be not 
to her vnknowen, you ſpeake moꝛe then befits you (ſaid the 
haſtie Floraliza) and with moꝛe bouldneſſe then you ſhould, 
which belike our ſimple & well meaning ſpeches did cauſe, 
that rather is(anſwered Sarmacia)the trueſt teſtimony that 
any can haue ofhis Foztifude, and not the vaunting beaſts 
that many vſe, and commonly bꝛagge of. And ſeing this 
way pou haue bꝛought it about, reſtoꝛe me the honour J did 
vou eſteeming vou in thedegree ofa good Knight, attribu⸗ 
ting due gloꝛie to pour ſeming merits: and when pou haue 
ſo done then doe what pou wil, fo2 J giue you leaue. What 
J will haue (ſapd the angry Ladie) is to let you vndeſtand 
the diſcourteſte you haue committed, which is greater then 
the ſtrength you boaſt ot. Then fay(replyed Oriſtides Lady) 
and vou ſh all ſe how well J can ſhew the one, when the o⸗ 
ther dependes thereof, and ſo leaping on her light hozſe, hee 
turned him about, defying her to moꝛtall battle. 

Jn matters of warre woulde not the Macedonian Prins 
ceſſe diſſemble with her bꝛother, much moꝛe with whom ſhe 
knewenot, and did challenge her. Oh Appollo the deſire. 
to ſee fo bꝛaue a combate made thee haſten Auroras ſplenyoz 
to her wonted light, becauſe without thy pzeſece none could 
witneſſe their hawghtie deedes: oz was it, becauſe fo2- 
getfull of thy Alceſtes loue thou wouldeſt ſurfeite on this 
beautie. 

Which ſeeing it ſo, why doeſt thou nof dippe my dull 
penne in the Nectar of thy Diuinetie , fo2 if they 
each other wounnde , this and my tongue muſt memo⸗ 
rize it: Now is the ſeaſon thy liberall influence to impart 
with mee, when the whole wozldes beautie is here like 
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ere was left nu Cittie in the fir Veauen to guard their 


jab 


itations, onely to be ſpectatozs, of ſo rich a fight, ſoꝛ e⸗ 


uery of them would willingly loſe their liues, to bee wouns 


ded by ſuch beautie. They met by the ſwiftnes of their nim⸗ 
ble Courſers in ſuch manner, that the ſtrength of their in⸗ 
counters made the 2B2otherſhzinke at the viewe. Noharme 
happened betwen the Ladies moſt gallantiy paſſing byech 
other: e their meetings ſerued but in ſheeuers to ſende their 
launces thꝛough the emptie ayze to Phæbus middle Manti⸗ 
on. At once dꝛewe they the two admirable ſwoꝛds the one 
of Camilla, and the ſecond of Pyrrhus by ſucteſſion. Come to 
Oriſtides, whogaue it to his deare Sarmacia in Lacedemon, 
as the pꝛeſid ent boke repoꝛted. With them hoyſted on high 
together did they ground them on their helms, reſting either 
alike aſſured of the others ſtrength, foz the Heauens had in 
foztitude and beautie in euerie reſpec equald them. They 
began one ot the ſierceſt battailes that the woꝛld did euer re⸗ 


cozde, foz being Ladies increaſing in w2ath, their blowes 


were able to diſſolue a Rocke : But ſuch were their ſteong 
armours; that it aCured them from all perils . euerthe⸗ 


that the lech moze fairer then Veous in her chiele pꝛide, ther 
mangled. The deſperate Sarmacia gaue her gallant enemir 
à dangerous blow a little belowe her Beuer: it was to no 
ſmalleffec, foꝛ it made her bend her head below her Yozle 
maine She would notomit the aduantage, fo2fieldome 
like to this there happens none, and fo with both hands ſhe 


All feling, made her hlod run thꝛough her viſoꝛ and mouth, 
loſing the guiding of her hoꝛſe, which ſenceleſſe bare her a⸗ 
bout the ſelde a good ſohile, till, cetouering her ſelfe, (the 
rage that with farie ionned to ſettle her firnily againe in her 
ſaddle is not ſet ne) fo2 caſting her Romaine ſhielde at 
Her faite backe, he let ſlie at her helme with ſuch ſtrength, 
that had ye cared her pang einen termina⸗

leſſe with ſuch furious ſtrength they layd vppon each other, 


layd on the eircuite of her helme, that ſhee ſtruck her from 
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ing the winde of the blowe, with a leapstheſtepk thptherz e 


backe. nel. 
* ſudden death diſhon durable, and ſo ſhe had: 
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ted ty e tontrouer ſie. Notwithffanding the blad vnable to 
penetrate the magick temper, it went flyving downe the 
ſame falling on the ſhoulder,lightrng ſo heauily that thee 
thought all chat quarter had been beate afunder. She fell 
with her belt on her laddle pummell, and with þ weyght 
of theſtroake; the hoꝛſe ſet both his knees on the earth. 

SD carſe had he executed this blow, when (wozthy with 
admirat ko be celebꝛated) at the wounded darey#cras ry⸗ 
fing, ſhee helped her with two thꝛuſtes one after the other, 
with ſuch fozce that her owne handes trembled therewith, 
caiting her aduerfartes head vpon the hoꝛſe cropper, thee 
would cloſe with her to ouerthꝛowe her with her Steede, 
but with chis deſire che ſpurd hers with moꝛe koꝛce then nte- 
ded; foꝛ it made him furiouſty paſſe further then ſhe would, 
that ſtumbling on her aduerſarie, ſhe had like to fall which 
to pꝛeuent, the nimbly leapt from her owne to the ground 
It was avuiſedly done: fo2 the Lacedemon Ladye arriued 


with a ſtrouke in ſuch blinde furie, that had ſhe met her he 


tould not but haue incucred certaine danger: Foꝛ not mer⸗ 
ting herthe blowe fell in middle of the ſaddle deuiding ik, + 
the horſe in two. Tremble did theP2irice with the fight of 
this blowe, iudging the Knight of mightie valour, in no

Alicandeos vnknowne Neece, vl ſhe had not ſtept away 
with feare ſeeing her owne weapons in her aduerlaries 
handes: It was no little good fo2tune, foz the valerous 
Sarmacia, hauing thereby time to dzawe her foote out of 
the ſtirrope, and with hard plucking ſhee had almoſt diſ⸗ 
iopnted: which founde to her griefe, fo2 going to follow 
herenemie ſhe could not treade thereon, which was the 
cauſe the had almoſt fallen on her. She diſſembling vt 
as much as poſſible ſhe might, expecting her enemies com⸗ 
ming: which was not longe, fo2 like a chaifed Lyonefie 
(ſeeing that was her firſt battle, and what little honoz/vn- 
lelle the ſpeedily did finith it he ſhould get) ſhe flung againſt 
Sarmacia, and with both handes the layde on her ſo thicke, 
and ſo quicke that b2cathleſſe ſhee hadde almoſt tyzed 
her, and yetſhehawghtlie defended her ſelke, often ma⸗ 
king Floralindas daughter reſt on the grounde both wyth 
handes and fete, till the paine of her ſoote was paſte, and

foyle : euen ſo was it heere, becaiiſe as thee caſt her en the 
grdunde, and voth fell on their ſides, the Macedonian I adp 
oppoztunitie by a ſudden ſcape to ketch warlike Sar- 


found oppo? 


There preceaged Horaliza that ſhee had detaſion by the 
front thꝛough ſo venturous a kal, and ſo ſhe ſet her knees vp⸗ 
pon her, and becauſe ſhe had no dagger, fo2 if had been ta⸗ 
ken krom her, ſhs caſt her ſtrong arms about her, foz it was 
all ſhe tuuld . The Wadies were ſo tyꝛed with y'fo2mer toile 
v this pʒeſent labour left the bꝛeathleſle: foꝛ after they had 
thus contended a long houre, without ſence they ſfretched 
themſelues vppon the earth, to Celindos great ſozrow,whs 
alinghting from his hoꝛſe went to his deare Biſter, and vn- 
lating her helme found all hir face beſmeared with blod, £ 
pale like aſhie Death. Vis hart trembled when ſo he ſawe 
her lye, and leauing her that the aire might bꝛeath on her, he 
went to ſee what Knight the other ſhoulde bee, that had the 
power fo to vſe his Siſter: and when he alſo ſawe ſhe was

He would not ſo leaue them fo2itnughtbe occafionofnew 
quarrels, and ſo taking his Differbefoze him, (becauſe her 
would not leaue ſo valiant a Lady without a hozſe) hee ca? 
ried her within the Foꝛreſt to ſee ik he could finde any place 
where ſhee might haue the rotes of her hapꝛe cured on her 
head. Fo2 elſe, woundes had ſhe none becauſe her armour 
did defend it. And meeting with no place they were faino to 
alight there, bꝛinging water from a cleare ſpꝛinge (whoſe

No leſſe 
was the valerous Sarmacias: who not able there to reme⸗ 
die it, ſhe roſe and mounted on her Cva,{2r, determined to 
take her next way to the Cittie, becauſe che next daye the 
Tryumphes there began, whoſe aduentures doe not im⸗ 
merited err anewe Chaptꝶer.

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r the noiſe of ſo manye millions of millitarie 
inſtruments, as if the Citie were at the point of warre. 
Nothing was heard noz ſeen but what apertained to Mar⸗ 
tiall viſcipline,no2 thꝛough p citie no veſture appeared but 
might be ſoewen befoꝛe their Pꝛinces. Euerp one would ſo 
adonethemſelues as well in ſeruants liueries, as on their 
oon perſõs. Kound about the place where 5 Juſtes ſhould 
be made were ſet great t bigge pillers, with ſine chaines of 


ſteele, that the battles might better be deſerned, x vpõ them 
were painted all the haug hie deeds chiualries of all the 


Greeke Pzinces, with ſo naturall 4 liuelp coulozs that they 
wanted nothing but ſpeaking. At this time came the Em⸗ 
peroꝛ from his pallace wſuch maieſtie as he ſeemed a God 
on earth: Fo2 their hoꝛſes, coches, chariofs and attendants 
were numberleſſe. In one 5 was dꝛawen with foure white 
Unicoꝛnes, road thꝛee Ladies, whoſe beantie darkened the 
ſhepherds bꝛightneſle, that fo2 lone left the golden eye ol 
heauen. They were the moſt excellẽt Pꝛinceſſes Claridiana, 
Oliuia, t Koſilueta, with the faire Artemiſa Pzinces'of Eng⸗ 
lid; that moze deuine then a humane creature ſeemed. The 
reſplĩ ding miroꝛ ot᷑ beautie, t Foꝛtitude, Arcniſilora Qutene 
of Lyta, would nat᷑ bre ſœne but on haꝛſeback, with Cappari⸗ 
zons with ſo rich mbꝛoderie of ſtones t pearles, that ſcarſe 
her excellencies could be deſerned through their reuerbera⸗ 
ting rayes. By the bꝛydle was ſhe lead by the Emperour 
Alphebo Rnight of the Dunne, ⁊ his mother, that on the vp- 
per hand accompanied her, did Sacridoro lead, ö knowing of 
theſe feaſts had ſent fo2 his deere wife Oriſilua, who went in 
company of Lindaraza 4 Archiroſa of Portugall, that already 
W Don Siluetio was arriued. Al theſe were attpꝛed in murry 
ve tures, cut vpon Greene, w diuerſitie of curious wozkes. 
Moꝛe extellentie of perfecbeautie gallantnes, neuer did y 
woꝛlds vaſt territo21es behold. The thꝛee Pꝛinceſte Oliuca, 
Roſeluera and Artem ſa, were clad in greene robes, imbꝛo⸗ 
derd ouer with whit roſes ſett with tnfenitt ſtones ol eneſti⸗ 
mable vallour.

Great reaſon haue you init (ſaid the 
Engliſh Artemiſa) and ſo bzaue knight maye you begin to 
ſhew what enery one already knoweth of pour high perſons 
courage.Lower then his ſaddle pummel bended the Perlian, 
à ſigne that the Jnſkrumentes might ſound, which Ecchoed 
foozth ſuch mellodie that enery one was amazed. 
Mounted on a mighty courſer the Troian was the firſt that 
entered the liſtes. There wanted none to make him game, 
deſirous to winne ſome of þ rewards pꝛopoſed which were 
mante, and of great value, againſt him came the mighty 
Alpyno reputed one of the valianteſt in the kingdome, but 
he mett with Priames kinſman, who ſwifter the imaginati⸗ 
on iopned with him, by the incounter the Troian loſt his 
ſtirropes, and Alpyno his ſaddle, whereat the people ſhouted 
highly eſteeming the Troian , Next came foo2th thoſe two 
valiant Pꝛinceſſe Rodainone , and Rodafeo, with whom he 
was in no little peril, but at laſt they meaſured their lengths 
on p earth. And as the reſt that Juſted were not of name, 
he made ſuch hauocke of them that in ſhozt time he ouer⸗ 
thꝛew aboue an hundꝛeth. 

Towards one aclock it was when þ two $0ng bꝛothers

This talke 
was bꝛoken off by the coming foꝛth of d haughtie Frenchs 
man vpon a mighty Gennet,who with ſuch furie met with 
the other Spanpard, that he thꝛew him from his ſaddle, him 
ſelfe looſing his ſtirrops + his raynes , holding by the hole 
necke foꝛ feare of falling. If this incounter gladded the 
Pzincefſe you neede not doubt ſince ſhe loued him: Foz the 


louer alwayes wiſhes the thing loued as much good as to it 


To him intred Lireamandro and Bariandel!, Euerp one 
iudged they would winne the tent, pꝛyzes, fo2 Lirca- 
mandro incountring with the frenchman ſo ſtrongly,they 
made their incounters that the aduenturer loſt his ſaddle, 
and the challenger paſte fozwards ſo amazedly that he knew 
not where he was he had ſcarce returned when Bariandell 
pꝛeſented himſelfe befo2e him, and with Mars his puiſance 
they met, ; Frenchman loſt his ſaddle falling vppon p hoꝛſe 
backe ater 5 hinder ſaddle bow, not by his valour did he 
recouer ii againe but through z which pꝛoceeded from the 
galant Engech lady who w a new fauoz fauozed dale ;

Whereupon the ſh2ill ſound of Trumpets 
was ſo great, that the one could not heare the other The 
\moke that iſſued from the D2dinance darkened the ſplen⸗ 
dour of the Sunnes bꝛightneſle, that in the middeſt of his 
courſe ſtoode to beholde the Jouſtes , The pleaſure of the 

Ladies tannot be expꝛeſſed, to ſee how bzaucly the French- 
man behaued himſelfe. To him went the Perſian, and in⸗ 
treated him awhile to giue him leaue, which courtcouſty he 
did. Foꝛ between them was ſuch friendſhip as amog the ir 
fathers, The gallant youth pꝛepared himlſelfe greatly cons 
tenting the Ladies with his p2cſence , iudging he woulde 
tontinue to the ende, as his friends had happily begunne, 

pet found they themſelues agreeued, with his liberfie, cſte- 
ming themſelues ok little wozth, that any one ſhould enter 
the liſtes without the name of alienated. The which the 

great Matrone of Trabiſound well noted, therefoꝛze ſaide:

With great grace they paſſed ee but pet their 
ſtrength was not ſo great as p Perſians, who taking a big 


feete he made him touch the ground, he loſt his ſtirrops: foz 
kewe blowes like that he had receiued and paſſed foꝛzwards. 
Againſt him ſetled himſelfe the elder brother. This Knight 
mas of moꝛe ſtrength, and ſo with moꝛe might they incoun- 
tred, ſhiuering their Launces ina thouſand pieces The 
aduenturer loſt one ſtirrope, pet was it ſcarſe diſcerned, 
With new Launces they returned, but in this ſecond car- 
rier, the Celandian got but little, fo2 his length on the 
earth he left with the fall The Perſian loſt his raynes, and 
the hoꝛſe with the foꝛce of the incounter ſtrucke his but- 
tockes on the ground: but ſpurring him, he made him 
paſſe fozwards p2awnſing as he went. The Inſtruments 
began their actuſtomed Muſick, with ſuch harmonie, that 
it ſeemed ſent from heauen . The Galleys diſcharged their 
oꝛdinante with ſuch noyes, that p rebounding Eccho made 
all the Citie quake. 

What ſay you now (deare Lady) ſaide Roſaluira fo our 
Unights high deedes ? J beleeue our fauours giuen ſo wil- 
lingly, is that which ſo animates them: ? Rightly haue you 
ſpoken (ſaid the Queene of Lyra) but in the liſtes toſhewe 
the freeneſſe of his hart, this Knight deſerued not ſo mani⸗ 
feſt a fauour. She ſpake it, to let laridiano vnderſtand that

The Motto the ladyes entertained as was their cuſtome, 
when therein they will ſhewe their diſdain equall to the 
cruelty that they ſhow vnto their gallants . The one of the 
yellow knights ſett him ſelfe right againſt the couragiong 
Perſian, who with his incountre laide him on the grounde, 
the like he did by p ſecond, reſting ſo bruſed by their ſtrokes 
that he could ſcarce keepe a hozſe backe fo2 thoſe were the 
ſtrongeſt incounters he had all that date reteaued. The 
Knights abaſhed returned the waye they came leauing the 
place merrpe, foꝛ the Ladies alowd did ſaie. Mel befall ſo 
amo2ous Knights, fo2 it is Juſt that ſuch as they do looſe 
their right to make the Ladies ſpozt . In this manner ieſted 
they when thꝛough one ſive ofthe place appeared a night, 
of haughtie diſpoſicion, foz beſides the riches of his armour, 
his gallaut behauiour and bzaue conſtitution, all the be⸗ 
holders admpꝛed his armes were tauny of coulour with 
many greene Emeraldes that they ſeemed there to groe, all 
the Joynts were of a ſiluer colour, and euerp one Judged 
him of valour, on his ſheeld in a tauny field was figured 
picture of a Ladie whoſe beauty dꝛew all eies vnto her.

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It is not credible how the comming of the amoꝛous ven-

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Lindoriano Pzince of Nyquea which was he 5 Jufted , who 
hauing heard of ß Tryumphs oꝛdained in Grecia, came thi⸗ 
ther being departed from Rolabell Pꝛince of Great Britame, 
and with that deuice of Roſiluira to whom in Tmacria he had 
veilded his ſoule, he there arriued winning eternall honoz 
by ending that which ſeemed moſt hardeſt, foꝛ that the va- 
liant Troian, although his leggs were lockt, was fo2ced to p 
grounde, with the greateſt clamours that euer pet the be⸗ 
holders made.

Noleſſe 
was hoped of you (ſir Knight of the bzanch) aunſwered the 
Ladye, and you line not deceaued in what is deſired you-, 
This oppoztunitieloked Don Cellindo fo, to leaue his Si⸗ 
ſter alone, who gaue him a Thouſand bleſſings foz it, foz 
taking occaſton to (fail _—_ or went away fro them,

with ſuch content of Floraliza to ſee ber ſelfe ſonere him ſhe 
loued that ſhe cauld not ſpeake. Thegallant Tynacrian al⸗

cauſe fapning their loſſe, demaunde acoſtly remedie. And 
foz them woulde I haue no other puniſhment then what a 
diſtruſt doth cauſe them, ſeing what fauoꝛs the true louers 
doe inioy. Nay then (fir night ſayd the Ladp) the erperi- 
ence that pou ſeeme to haue makes vou condemne what o⸗ 
thers takefo2 good. A liitle is fo2 that needefull (ſapde the 
ſonne of Garrofilea) hauing at hand the reaſon that ſhal con- 
firme it. NHenerthaleſe (fir night anſwered ſhe)pon cans 
not perſwade me, but the thought ol pour good imploymet 
makes you haue that opinion 1 

Neuer (ſapd he) would foꝛtune make me happie with ſo 

rich a fauour moſt ſoueraigne Ladie, as to let mee taſte ot 
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"m_ good that by louing i is obtained; and ſo thinke J ws

Hhould not deſerue to iniop any that would deny it, and ſo 
koz this time J remit the battle fo pleaſeth theſeBmghtes, 
They will (ſaie the woefull diſtreſſed Roman) were it but 


to be moꝛe pittifull then you, that fozgetfull of pour owne 
honour and what you are bound to do, wander vp and 
downe, challanging battles of whom you know not, and 
without any reaſon. 

Moꝛe a mazed then at firſt with theſe things remained

The aduentur e that the warlike Roſabel and his fiiende 
Oriſtoldo Prince of eAntioche founde in the 
woodes of Grecia, and how they 
diſinchanted the gallant 
Tartarian Zoylo. 


Ov greatly the Magician Se{gio pzocured 
Ia, ady:ereuenge vpon the Pꝛinces of Greece 

ory. (the courſe ofthis large Biſtozy amply mẽ⸗ 
tioneth) fo2 the deſolation they had made of 
his whole pꝛogenie beginning with the 
mightie Mandroco, whom Rofcler (called 


15 Ty 
the Knight of Cupid) flue in the Empire of Grete, as was 
expꝛeſte in the ſecond of the firſt part, which deſire hee till 


pꝛolecuting, he buſied himſelfe dayly in na other thinge the 


the inſtant pꝛocurement, of the vilde execution of his dam- 
ned intent, and being ſo great a Nygromant , he founde by 


his art there ſhould be in Greece a moſt cruell warre, wher⸗ 
with it ſhould be at the paint of an vtter ouerthꝛowe. Alſo 


hefounde that the Souldan of Nyquea, ſhould be an ayder to 


the Greckes, the which to pꝛeuent hee ſtole away. Roſabell 


ſo ſoone as he was boꝛne, from Oiwias armes, and carry 
ing him away he ſet him in Nyquea in the Souldans pallatce 


a Daughter, foꝛeſeing that louing, and ſtealing her thece, 
might be the cauſe to moue him with all his power to pꝛo⸗ 
ture his reuenge fo2 ſo gread a wzonge, This plot was not

in vaine, as hath and ſhalbe ſhewed,foz by this meanes he 


diſappointed Greece ofthis help. Do not pawſing here he 


made his coniurations and exozciſmes, wherewith hee 
toke thoſe fine Pzinces, which he educated in his Caſtle( as 
the p2eſident part recoꝛdes) hauing long befoze pꝛohibited 


that the valiant Tartare might not enioy his beloued Tighaf- 


fa, becauſe he kn we that by that Coniunction (at the time 
that Lirgandeo ſuccozed him) ſhould be ingendꝛed y migh⸗ 
teſt Knight in the wozld, and he that ſhould moſt be-friend 
the Grecians , A greathinderance did he Judge this fo2 his 
p2etence, and :herefoze oꝛdered that, (hauing dꝛunke the a⸗ 


mozous water which Lirgandco in the Foꝛzreſt gaue him as 


in the firſt doke of the ſecond part is expꝛeſſed) hee ſhoulde 


meete with the mightie Brutaido:o, making with him that 


cruell battle, wherein he wiſhed nothis death, but only that 
hee ſhould not ioyne with his Ladie that came to ſæke him, 
finding him in maner already recited, till ſhe ſuppoſinghee 


he ſet the Ladie, vnderſtanding ſhe ſhould many peres there 
remaine. And though Lirgandeo haddplaced there foz the 
Dame, that keper which the Emperour Aiph-bo flue tra- 
uelling that waye in companie of the valiant King of Cer- 
denna, within there was others ſo ſtronge that the inchan⸗ 
ter Selagio reſted ſure that none woulde haue the power to 
diſinchant him, hauing been therein ayded by the great Lu- 
p-rcio his tutoz. - Twiſe a day came the Lady fw2th of her 
lodging to lament ouer her Loꝛds dead body. Mhich bitter 
and continuall laments penetrating the Ten-fold Heauens 
aſcended to the high tribunall ofthe omnipotent and merci⸗ 
full creatoꝛ, who with pitie admitted them, ſending Roſa- 
bel! the haughtie Pꝛinte of great Bricraine that way in com⸗ 
panie of his deare friend Oriſtoldo Pzince of Antioch were 
going towards the Citie of Conftancioopie,becauſe he heard 
the Tpyumphes were the next day to begyn . They trauel⸗ 
led with ſome comfozt , knowing hee ſhoulde agapne 
recouer Lyriana , hoping allo to ſee hes deare Fathers 
7; $6 N 2 which 


had bern dead, he built him that admirable monumtt, where 
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which th y heard in Greece. Their waye they continued 


thꝛough that Fosreſt till (to ouerpaſſe the Sunnes heate) 
they went along the bancks of a Chꝛiſtaline cleere bꝛooke, 
which bꝛought them to a ſtupendious and Mageſticke buil- 
ding: they would not goe thither (though they were nighe 
them) but while Alerio pꝛepared their collacion they walked 
among the trees gazing on the greene frethnes of that groue, 


vnti l their foꝛtune leaded them vnto the pines whereon the 


Linight of the Sunne and Roſicler hadde grauen their Epi- 
taphes vpon the armes ofthe mig htie Bramarante. Greatly 
ioped the two Pꝛinces to ſee with what magnanimitie the 
Greekes had pꝛoteeded with that ſtoute Moore whoſe fame 
had filled the woꝛld with deeds. They alfo deſired to know 
what was within the pzonde building, they left it fill af- 
ter their repaſt, and fo returned vnto Aliro , with whom 


they eate of the little hee had, hauing done thep went a 


fofe with all their weapons vnto the ſtately edifice come 
maunding Alirio rs to ſollowe them with their Pozſes. 
Great delight did they receaue to ſee the beautie thereof, 
fo2 as the ſunne ſhined vyon the ſtones wherewith it Was 
builded , they ſo glittered that it rebounded backe the eyes 
of the behoulders , the fourme of it was like to a Pyrami- 
des ending with a point on the toppe, ingrauen with ſo 


many woꝛzkes that the Pꝛinces ſayde; they neuer hadde 


ſceneamoze fapzer thing. 
They app2oched with deſire to knowe what might bee 


within aPallace ſo pontifttall: but fo2 all they compaſſed 


it, they could finde no entrance thereto , mo2e then tho⸗ 
row a lane of Bꝛyers and Thoꝛnes they difcryed a moſt 


kately gate. That (as indeede it was) the Pzinces ſup⸗ 


poſed ta bee the entrie. They kounde it ſhutt, and on 
them certaine Letters ſo freſh, that they ſermed but then 
made, the which the touragtous Grecke to this effec did 
teade. i

No longer did Lirianas gallant louer ſtap, but taking his 
leaue ot his deare friend hee knockt at the gate, but it no⸗ 
thing anailed; he ſaw a hoꝛne hangon it with this inſcrip⸗ 
tion: Sound me and thou ſhalt enter. Ye did it with ſach an 
ecchoe, that the ſound was heard a farre off, No leſſe hoꝛroꝛ 
made the gates in opening, none iſſued fo2th ; but within 
the Pꝛince ſawe foure Arches in a rowe, in eyther of them 
his keeper: Fo2 in the ſirſt there was a moſt vgly defoꝛmed 
Gpant, with a mighty heauie mace on his ſhoulder, who at 
each ſide bzought twoo moſt fiecce beaſts ſhaped like G2yf- 
fens. A ſudaine feare this vnequall fight cauſed the pꝛince: 
but rememdꝛing whoſe ſonne he was, his courage increa⸗ 
ſed, thinking that if he ouercame the kepers of that Caſtle, 
he might iuſtly diſcouer himfelfe vnto his Father + friends, 
and in this deſire he moued againſt themrecommeding his 
pꝛotection vnto the God ot the Greekes. Scarſe had he done 
it when the Gyant with furiuus paces came towardes him 
letting looſe the beaſts that bello wing flung at the valpant 


youth; hee let them come, vet they appꝛoched (actoꝛding to 


their fwiftnes moꝛe then he would. The one fnatcht away 
his ſhield bꝛeaking the handles, which not a little auailed 
the youth. The other tooke hould of his left ſide with teeth 
and naples, he could not penetrate it, betauſe foꝛ moꝛe then 
v his armoꝛ had beene made at Venus ſuite, but they ſa much 
cruſht them that he could not ſtirre. | 


Already arrined the Gyant, hee was affraydeofdeath , 


fo he ioyned with him with his mate aloft,anddiſcharging 
his blowe, the Pzince * no other remedie to ſcape it, bes 
. 3 
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to cloſe vnder vnder the Gꝛitten, that held him, hee execu⸗ 
ted his blowe, but vpon a piller of ſtones, the which it all 
bꝛoke . The other beaſt was not idle foꝛ not able to bꝛeake 
the ſhield, left it leaping vpon the Knight, houlding bim by 
the othe ride. Neuer ſtode a Hart moe ſt iffe helde by the 
foꝛte of houndes, then they made this new Mars ſtand. Foz 
theſe hungry Griffyns (not ſuffering him to bee Paiſter of 
himſeife) tumbled him as they liſt, which made him ſo im⸗ 
patient that he rauedlikea mad man ſeeing the danger hee 
was in: till the ſ werte remembꝛance ot Liriana, adding tou⸗ 
rage to his ſtrength, made him ſcape from them, ſtepping 
aſide he expected them with his ſwoꝛd twirt both his hands. 
They returned ſo hũgerly vnto their pꝛay but with: a migh⸗ 
tie blome he parted the one in two, dead, falling to p groũd: 
vet was it impoſſible fo2 him to defend himſelfe from ᷣ furi⸗ 
rious gyat, who ſeing his beaſt dead, let ſlie at his — 
uenturoully did the Bꝛitanicke youth a little ſtept aſide, lo 

that it fully did not hit him, only it fell vppon the ſhoulder 
leauing all that part without armour, making h im ſet that 
unte on the ground. Againe would the other fearefull beaſt 
cloſe with him, t was fo nere that he could not riſe, noꝛ do as 
ny mo2e then ſet the point of his ſwoꝛd againſt him, vppon 
which the Gryffenran vp to the middeſt, and with d pangs 
o death would help himſelfe with his winges. Do ſomwhat 
parting from Ouuias offp2ing, deſcending ſtrucke him with 
his winges and bill that he almoſt wearied him, labouring 
alſo to defend himſelfe from the cruell gyant, that ſtriued to 
giue him one blowe at his pleaſure, with which he made ac 
compt to end the battle with theP2inces life, which at this 
time was admirable to ſee with what dexterity he defended 
himſelfe againſt the gyant, 4 w what audacitie he expected 
p rauenous beaſt, al beſmeared w bloody frõ his own belly 
vſlued no moze deſcending with his accuſtomed umpetuoſi- 
ty, fo his want of blood had greatly weakened him, plains 
ly did the amozous warrio2 perceaue it, ſo: warding the 
blow fromthe Gyant, onthe one ſide firmly ſett on his — 

de 
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expected the comming of the beaſte, "which with hozrible 
bellowing deſtended. It appꝛoched, and ſeing he could not 
ſhunne his blowe with the vtmoſt of his power he th2ult at 
him ſo michtily vnder the wing that it pared it all away, 
falling to the earth where it ſcant lighted when he ſecorded 
another, that almoſt in two peeces deuided, he fell vpon 
the paued flooze. At what time the Gpant came, foming 
thꝛough his Beuer like a chafed boare, and rapſing his hoꝛ⸗ 
rible mace would execute his blowe, with his lighinefſe 
d louer ſhunned it, arriuing with a happie ſtroake, foz it cut 
his mats and his left hande, whoſe paine made the gyant 
roare like a Bull, whereat Oriſtoluo that was without 
alſo feared, he gaue backe, yet not befoze the Pꝛince hadd 
entred with a mortal thaull um wounding him . 
the bꝛeſlk. 

By this had hedzawiie a ſtrong axe wherewith be — 
thed againſt the Grecke Hercules, giuing ſo manye, and 
ſo mightie blowes that he needed all his ſkill to free him⸗ 
ſelle from them, and at length one reached him with ſuch 
puiſlance that falling on his rich helme, it made him let 
hands and knees on the grounde, hee followed with ano⸗ 
ther which made him thinke he was in Yeauen, ſo neare 
him he ſaw the ſtarrie Firmament, he loſte much blood tho⸗ 
rowe his Beuer which was the cauſe altogether to inrage 
him . And ere hee gaue him another, hee roſe laping on his 
legge as he paſt ſo bꝛaue a blow that it cut it tleane oſf. 

This was the blowe that gaue him the victoꝛie, foꝛ fol- 
lowinghim, as he wanted his legge, he ſtumbled with his 
head at the P2inces feet, who receaued him w a blome with 
both handes on his helme, whoſe two fingers thicknes wag 
cut, wounding him on the head that the blood iſſued in gret 
aboundance; though with trouble, pet hee rapſed himſelfe 
ſtãding vpon one fot, which litle auailed him, foz wat of the 
erceſſe of blod he had loſt by his 4 woũds, which had bꝛoght 
him to 5; pale that he could no lõger ſtãd on fot. This noted 
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the Bꝛitannicke Loꝛd, and warding his laſt blow, hecloſed 
with him giuing another which her felt no leſſe then th: o⸗ 
thers. No other remedie had the diuiliſh Gyant but to caſt 
his armes about him, cruſhing hun lo-ſtrongly that he ofte 
loft his bꝛeath. To end this warte, Rotabeil dꝛewe fwzth 
Hectors dagger; and twice ſtabbing it within his infernall 


bodie, at the laſt he dꝛew it fo2th with the Gyants life and 


ſoule, remayning ſo weary that he conld not ſtirre, but ſce- 
ing what he wanted to doe, he ſtayed foz Oriſtoldo, to buc⸗ 
kle on his Gauntlet , which in the beginning hee had loſt, 
who did it with exceeding ioy to:ſ& what he had done. Ye 
ſtraight toke his leaue of him, and taking his ſheeld mar⸗ 
ched towards the ſecond Arch, wher was a bigge pꝛopoꝛ⸗ 
tioned Knight, armed all in azuce armour, with barres of 


greene ammell, who came to Roſabell, and ſaying neuer a 


word, dzewfo2th a moſt rich ſwoꝛd, the like did the Grecke 
and at once diſcharg*d the waight of eythers armes, that 
both field and Caſtle did reſound. The Bnight of the Arche 
toke him vpon his Helme, and made no impꝛeſſion there, 
th ꝛough the ſineſſe thereof, yet it made him ſet handes and 
knees vpon the gronnd. Ye ſcapte not better, foꝛ the ſwoꝛd 
being incomparable, reaching him on a ſide, it pared away 
halfe the helme, aud with but a litle moze ſtrength taking 
him full it hadd done the like of his head, yet the furious 
blo we paſt fozwards thꝛowing downe a peece o his ſhie d. 
Like an aſpen leafe the fight of his enemies blowes made 
him tremble, ſeing that enery time he reached him both ar⸗ 
mour and fleſh he cut, his lightnes + not his inchantmen's 
here auayled him, foꝛ his aduerſaries ſwoꝛd was of mo2e 
antiquitie, and ſo hee was faine with nimblenes to defend 
himſelfe, entring and ſaliping to Rotabels coſt. Oo ſidelong 
he gaue ſuch a blowe that he made him giue backe ſo much 

that hee almoſt feil, he was ſo quicke that with a counter⸗ 
buffe he helped him to it and iuſtling him with his ſholdcrs, 
he almoſt ouerthꝛewe him it he had not fallen on his hands. 
The occaſion would not the inchanted youth omit, foꝛ =

both hands he gane him ſuch a blowe vppon his ſhoulderg, 
that the paine made him roare a loude: but as hee ended ſo 
great was the inraged kindled w2ath which in the Grerkes 
breſt burnt, that the hunted Lyon by the furious ounce was 
inferioꝛ to it, and meeting with his euemie he gaue him a 
mightie wound on his bꝛeaſt, which verie neare did cut ths 
bone. This contented not the angry pouth, foz hee gaue 
him another vppon his helme, leauing him their piti⸗ 
ouſly wounded. | | 
She gallant lover conſidering how much hee had to dot 
hoſtened the end of the battle, and therefo2e, they aſſaulted 
with their ſwo2des crofſe,” and with a ſpeedie traueſſe the 
Grecke voyded his aduerſaries ſtroake, and like an Eagle 1 
on the le t-fide he entred with a downe right blowe that his :

kild) in like manner came againſt him, and togeth r they þ 
diſcharged ſuch blowes, that the Greeke Pzince fell down, 1 
bopding blood from his eyes, noſtrels, and mouth, he reto⸗ 
ured himſelle a while after, and lcking foz his enemie hee 
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tupunde him on the earth foꝛ though theblowe was nat on 
Head; lighting on his ſhoulder it cut him down vnto p bone, 
caſting him dead vpon the ground. Be reioyced to haue ob⸗ 
tained the vidoꝛie, though he remayned ſo bꝛuſed, that hee 
was faine to ſit downe, and take ot his helme to wipe away 
the blood ol from his face. Oriſtoldo and Allirio then came, 
foꝛ as he wonne the arches they paſt ſoꝛwards which they 
could not doe till the end ol euery battle. They demaunded 
how he felt himſelfe 2 weary (replyed hee) though glad, ta 
haue ended ſo dangerous a battle as with the night in the 
azure armo2, he would no longer abide but taking his Wea⸗ 


thing inferioz to the fozmer, armed all in vello w armoꝛ bar- 
red with azure. This thus ſayd, Knight J eſteende a honoz 
thee as thy merits doe veſerue, foꝛ the haughty deedes thou 
halt done, which none elle in the vninerſe could atchiue, 3 
tounſell ther to returne backe, making no battle with mee, 
fo2 of it thou ſhalt get nothing but a cruell death. J am be- 
holding to thee (anſwered the Orecke)ſo2 thy courteous ads 
nionition;but in no caſe wil J leaue this battle, ſoz it wil be 
my euerlaſting infamie,why then (ſapd the keeper)takethis 
launte and hoꝛſe foꝛ ſo thou muſt make thy battle. This 
pleaſeth me belt (replyed the Pꝛince) and ſo toke the launce, 
Already was his enemie p2epared, e very neere to doe what 
the Greeke imagined not,fo2 hee had ſcarce got into the ſad⸗ 
dle, whẽ the other ſpurring his hoꝛſe, ( which had bin faught 
to that) ſo bꝛauely he incountred the Printe, that hee ouer- 
thꝛew him w a great kal, the not hauing gotten his ſt ir rops 
faned the Greeke from being conquered, and ſo though bꝛu⸗ 
ſed he role w thelaunce in his hands which he had not loft. 
But he was not well ſet on foot when behind him came 
another night, with an Jron mate and backwards gaue 
him luch a bio we vpon his helme, that it ſild it within with 
blood, caſting him fo2wards againe vpon the ground. 
The Paince that ſet. himſelfe ſo aſſaulted (feareful of deth 


ſet humlelfe on foste auoyding a blow of him with the mace, 


but 


pons went to the thirde arche, where walked a Knight no⸗ 
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dut he could not ſcape from him on hozſe-backe,with Toucs 
ſtrength rapſinghimſelfe on his ſtirrops liung his launce at 
the Pꝛzinte which lighted on his ſhield, and reſounding like 
a bell it bounded backe as it it had ſtruck vpon a flint, mas 
king the Greeke ſtagger twoo ſteps backwards. A hungry 
Tygre of Hyrcania rauening foz his pzay, was not mo2e 

_ fierce then Roſabell nowe became,foz b2andiſhing his cruell 
launce, hee darted it to the knight lighting in the middle of 
his ſhield. It fetcht him from his ſaddle cleane auer his hoꝛſe 
backe tumbling him to the earth. Moꝛe ſoner vpon her game 
is not a ſwift wingd Fawlcon then now was y Pzince,fo2 
ere theBnight could riſe to make himſelfe redy, oꝛ he with v 


mace tome, he gaue him on the helmeſo cruell a blow that al 


the bꝛym he cut with a peece of his front. The blood blinded 
him, & ſo neither did he ſee, noꝛ could helpe his companion 
that w his mace came alter y Oreeke, and befoꝛe he parted 
fromthe wounded one, he thꝛuſt at him with a point which 
ſhzewdly wounded him, the other came ſo much ſide⸗ long 
vponſhim that he could not but caſt his armes vpon him, he 


then he, bꝛeathleſle did caſt him to the ground. He ſtriued 
ſo long with him till hee dꝛewe his dagger, with which hee 
ended his life, ſtriking it to his hart. It had like to had coſt 
him no leſle then his life, foꝛ the other, though ſoꝛe woun⸗ 
ded was come vpon him, and with his dagger would back⸗ 
wardes haue ſtabde it in his bꝛeſt, wearing Hectors armoz 
none but, Venus woundes coulde make any imp2eſſion,ne- 
vertheleſſe he felt exceſſiue paine enery time he ffrucke him 
he was aſhamed of himſelfe, that one Knight ſhould alone 
ſo long, ſo handle him, æ well fürming himſelfe, in ſpight 
of him he roſe vp, finding him within his reach, with one 
kinde of death hee equald them. This battle had moſt ty- 
red him, foz the fall, + blowe had ſozely bꝛuſed all his body, 
with iop he receaued his deare frend Oriſtoldo, that W admi⸗ 
eee blood. Greatly oP 
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gapned litle, foꝛ the Bꝛitanicke louer being of geater ſoꝛces 
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in pillom and blacke, which ſo well became him that the 
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that be eſteemed (faid Roſabel:) that with ſuch kecpers {8 
defended , That is not ſo much mol valiantPzince(replys 
ed Orittoldo) as the feare wherewith they were ſett, ſuſpec⸗ 
ting that you would come and fetch it fe zih: he would not 
anſwer him but with double cozrage he ſett towards the 
laſt arch, which was not farre frem him. To meete him 
there came a well pꝛopoꝛt oned Knight in hoſe and doub let 
ſaying. Sir Knight within this habitation are tho e arms 
ot᷑ Hector fo feared that J am commanded in this manec to 


end this battell: and it vou be pleaſed there with von haue 


no moꝛe to doe then to put of pour armoz . It is athing vize 
accuſtomed among nights (replied the Pzince) neueithes 
leſſe wil do it. Thẽ he ſtraight put of al his armoz, reſting 
with only his (wo2d and dagger. Thoſe tw muſt you late a⸗ 
fide (ſaid he ofthe Caſtle) foꝛ with th:ſe weapons that 4 
hall giue you and with no other mult cur battle bee. 


So many condicions doe vou pꝛopcund, (anſwered the 


Pꝛince( that dare almoſt ſape it p2oce:des from — | 
diſc. New ſhall you ſee that(ſaid the keeper ) and ſo gauehim 
two rapiers, keeping two foz him ſelſe. 5 

A gallant ſpectacle was this foꝛ he of the Caſtle was all 


Pꝛince much commended him, and he him ſele was all in 
redd: his age acknowledgnot a moꝛe accompliſht pouth. 

It is doubtfull it Venus would dote agapn in Loue, ſhe 
would with moꝛe affection chooſe the P2ince, then whe ſhe 
did ele the happeleſſe Adonis. Hauing taken the rapiers , 
they marched eyther againftthe other, with ſuch warpnelle 
as the neceſſitie of ſo dangerous a fight required, foz there 
the ſtrength ofthe knights pꝛeuaile not. They topned(thoſe 
J meane that were bozne foz the fight) with moze grace 
then Mars did when on the behal e of juno he challenged her 
Father Saturre to a ſingle combate , in pꝛeſence of ail the 
Gods a goddeſſes, with ſomwhat moze god hap entred the 
Greeke with his leſt rapier foz he aimed it inwardes, and 
ftriking downs his enemies right one he thꝛuſt a nn 
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it vnder his arme pit, as hes dꝛewe fozth þ blody rapier B 
it he beat dowath2 aduerſe point, and with the other hee 
wounded hun a little aboue the knee: from both there pfſtt- 
ed much blood, and fearing to bleed? awaye, reſpecting no 
derteritie he entred within the Pꝛinte, who doubted ſome 
miſchance ſeing hun some ſo carcleſlp hee commended hims 
ſel? to the God of his Father, pꝛomiſing to renownce p va⸗ 
netie af his Gods, and ſo ſtayed foz the kœper ofthe Caſtle, 
that without aduiſe with one arme, thꝛuſt at him twiſe outs 
wards : houldinz his other point ſtiſfe, with both he woũ⸗ 
ded him, though bu little. He ode with ſuch deſire to ert 
ecute the other, that the P2ince with his left arme thꝛuſt a, 
him ſo fiercely y he cut all the bone. that the other letting fal 
his rapie: fro his hand, would haue ſtooped foz it: but it had 
coſt him his life, fo2 the Pꝛince thꝛuſt at him on the head, Þ 
he moꝛtally wounded him, with the paine hee felt he foꝛgot 


wounded and but with one rapier, he caſfaway one of his, 
karre off. And ace was this to haue made his enemie peild, 
had he not been foꝛſt epther to kill oz die, and ſo not reſpecs 
ting the courteũe he entred ſo quickly, that ere he coulde de⸗ 
fend himſelle, with a furious thꝛuſt he piecced his left arme. 
This wounde greatly grieued ſreba'ios Nephewe, and fo 

with the paine he would enter vppon his enemie, who be⸗ 
ing ſkilfull ſet his rapyer againſt — that if he had not ſpi⸗ 


to it, hee had runne himſclfe vppon it, notwithſtanding it 
wounded him ſoꝛely vpon the bꝛelt. With his left hand he 


bea e awape his aduerſaries rapier. and with the vtmoſt of 
his ſtrength he thꝛuſt at him on the ſide ok his h ad and bea⸗ 
ring his rapter downewards. halte of his head he thꝛew at 
his feete, ending one of the difficulteſt aduentures that then 
the woꝛld contained. Ye ſat him downftaying the coming 


of his friend Onftoldo, who with his Squire ſtanched the

to take vp his rapier, and ſo with the one he defended him⸗ 
ſelfe. fearing another wounde, The Yeropck Oceke would 
nat vanquiſh him with any aduantage, foz ſeeing him foze

extreame paine, he was againe armed, and ſo great was his 
deſire to end that aduenture, that without any woꝛdes they 
entred into the great yard whoſe admirable wozkemanſhip 
greatly amazed them,fo2 the pillers about it ſeemed of rich 
pꝛetious ſtones, all inameld with gould and blew, which 
ioped euerp ſight. One the ure of the ſame pard beneath 


were ingrauen many Viſtozies,with all F famous Bnights 


moſt liuelp figured . They ſawe the battle which the Tar- 
tarian Zoylo had made w thehawty Mautitanian Brufaldoro, 
and his dolefull departure from his deare Tiglizffa, who 
ſuppoſing he was dead, was by Luperſios oꝛder w dꝛawne 
within that pallace. Greatly did the true Louer pittie her, 
ſeeing how intyꝛelp ſhe had loued the Tartate, and hab ill 
her faith had bene repaid. In the middle of the yard they 
ſaw a grenat alter like to a Piramides made fo2 the death of 
fome great Potentate: and round about the gallerpes of the 
ſame were burning many tapers, and two ſernants clad 
down to the heele in mourning that did nothing but loke to 
them, and the lampes offiluer and fineſt. gould. As they 
were about ta ge to them and inquire where the Pꝛince 
was, they heard within ane of the galleryes a doꝛe opt from 
whence came foꝛth two and two to the number of s 2 Ladies 
all in blacke veluet with their faces masked, Thꝛough a- 
way hung all ot the ſame liuery they paſt vnto the Towbe, 
where they began a moſt lamentable muſick whoſe time the 
Ladyes wold breake with many ſudden.aghes whoſe eccho 
was reco2ded with in p ſepulcher with ſome doleful ſounds 
of funerall inſtruments, which in the Pꝛinces caufed. ſome 
woefull fear when they had done: a dame that ſeemed Lady 
of the others, (wherby the P2incefſe iudged her to be the 
Pꝛinceſle Tigliaffa) ſomewhat high that they might heare 
thus ſaid.

A b2aner Knight was not ſeene in Greece, noz that bet 
ter managed his hoꝛſe, he entred the Lifts,and being excee⸗ 
ding courteous; he firſt did his dutie to the Ladies, a thing 
that in euerp one is highly to be comended . What thinkes 
your Maieſtie (ſaid the Pꝛince Meridian to the Emperoure 

Trebatio) of the aduentures gallantnes, J doubt the Ladies 
night will incurre ſome diſgrace ,fo2 ſuch diſpoſition few 

obtaine. Of the like opinion was the Emperour + the moſt 
of the Court, it was not much, fo2 moze deſcrued'y knight 
who with admiring puiſſance ſpurred againſt Lindoriano,

On y earth there 
was not ſcene (then the Greeke) a moꝛe ſkilfuller knight of 
the weapon that at his ſaddle hung.

nertheleſſe hee felt fach paine that hardly hee could dꝛawe 
his bzeath , he returned altogether like an Hyrcanian Ty⸗ 
gre , and with his ſteele Mace he gaue him ſuche a blow 
(thꝛough anger of reuenge he ſomewhat milf his ayme) 
that the Pagan thought himſclfe wꝛapt in fome cl9wde, ſo 
nigh he imagined to be to Yeauen: ſeing ſuch multitudes 
of Starres about his head hee aroſe, and began ſo fierce a 
baffaile, that the runter whith beheld them reſted ama- 
ed,

ding his ſight: they had not fallen when quicker then im⸗ 
magination they roſe. The Greeke dzew foozth that good 
ſwooꝛd, which Brandafidell did giue him, when he loſt his 
of Queene lulias: and with it befoze the Pagan ſetled him⸗ 
ſelfe, he ſtrucke him about the toppe ok his ſhield: he cut a⸗ 
way a peece therof with all the bꝛimme ot his helme on that 
ſide, he made him ſtand trembling like a leafe ſhaken by a 
Hoꝛthꝛen blaſt: he well noted his amaze, and fo loſt not the 
occaſion, foꝛ with a loftie floziſh ouer-head hee made him 


there repaire his warde, leauing his legs without defence , 


Mhereuppon the Pꝛince ſtept moze in with his left foote , 
and ſtanding ſtrongly thereon, withdzawing his ſwooꝛd, 
with both handes executed his blow, on his left thigh cut- 
ting it to the bone; This wound was it that gaue him ſome 
aduantage oner the Mauritanian, and alſo: the viuoꝛie, if the 
battaile to the end continued: Foz the Pagan began to looſe 
much blood, and to ſhzincke thꝛough faintneſſe on that fide 
euery time he was there charged. They parted to bꝛeath, 
foꝛ foure houres without reſt had they tombated ſince they 
began. The Greeke as he walked caſt vp his eyes towards 
the windowes, where he ſpied his deare Oliuia: and with a 
ſighe breaking from the middeſt of his heart he began: J 
know not why thou ſhouldſt eſteeme thy ſelfe Pꝛinte of 
Grecin: to haue obtained thy Lady by foꝛce of armes: Thou 
art waonged and not in the leaſt degree ſo to be pꝛaiſed fo: 
it, haning no reaſon foz1t feing that befoze al thy Parents; 

kreinds and kinſfolkes; their pꝛeſente mult beare witnelle 
of all thy foꝛmer honozs wzacke inthis ſole battle. Where, 
in this particuler Combate with a ſingle knight thou looſelt 
in one minute all the glozie in fomanyyeares with dere ex⸗ 
perience and loſſe ot thy deareſt blood; thou diddeſt atchiue 
Abd lelle exclaimes did the furious Pagan, bꝛeath into h aire; * 


blaſpheming gainſt his Gods, ſaying. Why now none nerd 


feare the name of Erutaldoro 7 noz is there any cauſe his La 
dye 
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who the Moore of the Moones was, iudging him the valian⸗ 
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dye ſhould eſteeme him ſince befoze his oreatelt enemies; ſo 
tll he doth defend her beautie: reaſon haſt thou to coplaine 
(deareLadie) of thy Gallant, that in ſight of thy rare pers 
fections,he hath not the power to beate his aduerſariefrom 
the ficld, but ſee himſelfe to be bꝛought vnto the point ot᷑ a 
ſhamefullouerthzow: he ended turning to his enemie that 
like a raging whirlewind, marcht againſt him To meete 
him went the haughtie Pagan, being the ſirſt that executed 


ſuch a blow vpon the Greene that he made him ſet one knee 


to the earth, diſcharge he would another: but Roſicler being 

moꝛe actiue, in that Art, befoze the Pagan ſtrucke, ſetling 
himſelfe on his right legge, he ſtept aſide, not making hym 
looſe his blowe, but ſtag gering ſeeme to fall, with a thꝛuſt 
did the louer of Oliuia reach him, it pierſt his armoz, and he 
felt it within his fleſh : like to the winde he roſe, with bs 
hands, did ſtrike at him. Little pꝛeuailed the defence of 
ffrong ſhield, foz frõ the one end to the other it was cleane 
cut, and ſo ouer⸗charged him that both handes hee ſet on the 
ground. He thought to ſurpꝛize him as hee fell, and ſoen- 
tred within him moꝛe then he ſhould, inſomuch that he could 
not wound him: Foz the Pagan caſt his mightie armes a- 
bout him, beginning with aduiſe, an admirable w2aſtle.Ye 


rayſed him from the ground, and had almoſt caſt him down, 
if the Greeke, had not withall his power held him faſf, and 


inthat occaſion with a trip got from him, e ſtrongly ſwings 
ing him about, hee hucled 1 him well mghe foure paces from 
him, both falling downe. But ſcarce had they fallen, when 
with ſuch courage they roſe that all the behoulders were as 
mazed to ſee ſo cruell a battle. 

Nyne woundes hath the Pagan, and the one exceeding 
troubleſome on the thigh. The Greeke hath foure all about 
the bucklingofhts armoꝛ, two of them dangerous and hys 


body bꝛuſed and ty2ed that his legges coulde ſcant ſuſtapne 


him. A windie noyſe began to ſound th2oughout the place 


tet that ere was ſeen in Greece: foz by this time the Pagan 
A a began 
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began fo faintby reaſon of his wounded Thighe, whereby 
his aduerſarie knewe his aduantage ouer him. So long it 
was argued who it might bee, that euerpe one happened 
rightly on whome in deede it was: Fo2 the Emperoꝛ Tre- 
batio himſ elke commaunded all the Pages to tell the truth. 
At laſt it was known that the valiant Moore was Roſicler. 
It could not be kept ſo cloſe but it came to Oliuias hearing 

wholliuing by louing him) began to bewaile p battle with 
millions of pearled teares, that ran down the current ok her 
roſed chekes ſeing in what cruellcombate her deare Lozde 
had put h:mſelfe and ſo beſmeared with blod. With many 
— ſhe had deſcended but that the Ladpes ſfayed her. 
As much griefe foꝛ if toꝛmented the god Trebatio, that no 
longer able to with-hould tooke his hozfe , when Phæbus 
light was altogether dzencht win the Cauers of y weffern 
Ocean: at what time the two famous warrioꝛs cried out 
foꝛ lights From out the Tent were pꝛeſently bꝛought a⸗ 
baue 10290 tozches: ſo wearie were either ofthe aduerſa⸗ 
ries, that ſcarcely they were able to ſtand on their feete. 
Neuer a ſteppe made the Moore but with his blood hee left 
it pꝛinted on the graſſe: and the Greeke, turd not but hee 
felt a blody ſweate oner all his bodye. Great was the ad- 
uantage he had outer the Pag an, becauſe of the troubleſome 
wound ofhts thigh . At length diſparing ol the long fight » 
Moore cloſed with his enemte . The Greeke well noted it x 
fo entred to the wꝛaſtle with moꝛe aduiſe then ſtrength: fo 
ete his enemie had toke hould of him, he had ſt abd his dag⸗ 
ger into his left ſhoulder. Out ok his hand did the Maurita- 
nian ſnatch it, and with it would haue had recouered what 
he did loſe: But the couragious Greeke that ſaw himſelfe 
in ſuch manikeſt diger had a9 other remedie, but w his left 
hand frongiy to ſtay it, and with his right to take his, fro 
the Moores backe wherewith he had ended his life, if y Em⸗ 
pero2 with all thoſe Nꝛinces had not then arrined ſaying. 

Uith-hald J ſay bꝛaue Knights, fo2 this is no battle fo 


be ended with ſuch crueltie about & matter ot ſo ſmall conſe⸗ 
. N : quence.

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quence. Then came the beauteous Olivia like an angrpL p- 
oneſſe, TheGreeke ſeing ſuch Nobilitie befoze him, could 
doe no leffſe then withdꝛawe apart, though the great ym- 
po2tunitie of his friendes. Ther intreated the Mauritanian 
Ling to go with them to Pallace, where he ſhould be cured, 
but reputing them all his enemies refuſed it: and rather w 
extreame fayntnes mounting vpon hishozſe, hee went out 
ofthe Cittie, with the greateſt need of cure that euer knight 
had, and neuer perſwading himſelfe otherwiſe, the that his 
aduerſarie was one of the Greeke Pzinces. In the firſt vil- 
lage he arriued at, he ſtaped, where his wounds were boũd, 
and by his Lady. cured, with ſuch care as louers ſtill haus 
in ſuch caſes: there he continued till he was able to trauell 
which he did vntill he arriued in his owne Kingvome, in⸗ 
tending fully fo be reuenged on Conſtantinople: where therg 
was much griefe by reaſon of the wounded Pzince. None 
would his Mother ſuffer to ſpeake with him: So they welt 
him expeaing the enſuing day, wherein 3 no leſſe 
battailes then in the laſt,

Alreadic was the furious Bembo entred the liſtes. foz at 
one ſide of the place, appered two nights in the richeſt ar- 
mo2, and of the gallanteſt diſpoſition of anpe that thitherto 
had Juſted.

They pat their courſe with ſuch gallantnedde that euere 


di 
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diſgrace, The vulgar ſoꝛt with a Galt noyſe beganne to 
publiſh it. The Pꝛinceſles and Grecian Ladies were ama? 
zed to ſee ſo many louers in the place, and euerpe one with 
ſuch firme hopes, as rather they would loofe their liues, th? 
le aue to Loue. 


Another thing thep did ſee which made them not a little 
ſuſped what they might be, foꝛ they ſaw him in the Kullet 
with wonderfull courteſie ſtept to him in the white armoz 


and demaunded his ſhield foz the Juſtes. The Ladie gaue 
it him, wiching that her fauour might not hazard, what the 
Dacians valour did aſſure. Notwithſtanding w ſoueraigne 


Maieſtie he turned the beſt Hoꝛſe that the woꝛld contained, 


and with his ſtrong launte hee ſpurred againſt his aduerſa⸗ 
rie. Be a while attentiue to mee (\weete Miſtres of Nas 
fures perfect beautie.) Durceaſe yqur cd mon aſking, whe? 
ther ofthi# was moſt gallanteſt, oꝛ with whome the Yea? 
uens communicated moꝛe bꝛauery: Foz conſiveringy ſwift⸗ 
nes that conducts the flower of Chiualry the leaſt winking 
with your eyes (howe much mo2e ſo Jealous a demaunde ) 
may loſe the ſight of a memozable incounfer . The 
terrible noyſe of twoo roaring Cannons belching foo2th the 
furieof their powder fiered bowels, cauſed not moꝛe hozro2, 
then did rebound from their fierce inconnter. It was no 
maruell to ſee theDaciaa here get the belt, with ſo bzaue a 
hoꝛſe . : 

So he methim with all the power his rength affoo2ded, 
that cleane oner his hoꝛſe backe he made him leaue the mea- 
ſure ot his length impꝛinted on the earth, but quickly lea⸗ 
ping on his feet, he had recouered his ſaddle befo2e the Da · 
cian did returne vnto himſelfe. Who in all his life befo2e 
had not receaued a moꝛe ſtronger incounter, foꝛ hee loſt his

Courage deare P2incefo2 with ſo ſure a faith tis eaſie 
to bare away the victozy, With the noiſe of many Inſtru⸗ 


ments, and high pꝛayſes where with the popularity celebꝛa⸗ 


ted the ruſlett night Don Ele no with both theeldes went 
where the famous Bembo had hung vp his, (in whoſe place) 
taking away that hee ſet his Ladies, leauing the Grecke 
Nobilitie of Lozdes, and Ladies penſiue in gueſſing who 
both they might be. The angry Achayan at this time, cur⸗ 
ſing his vnhappie ffarres , p2ickt thꝛough the multitude: 
moꝛe then one derely did abie his rage. By this time a gals 
lant knight had leapt into the Liſts, yet in moze deſpapꝛzing 
colours of any that dap ſeene: fo2 he was all in yellow; and 


blacke with ſome barres of a ſad ruſſet, on his ſhield he has 
a Ladie at whoſe feete himſelfe lay all alonge, with this

The Pzince of Hy- 
beria did deſerue it, who ſoꝛ the lone of the Armenian Kings 
Daughter that boꝛdered in this Conkpnes, extreamelp lan- 
guiſhed, being therefoze conſtrapned tao tread the ſteppes 
of Pilgrimage, thꝛough fozraine lands, arryuing at length 
at Conſtantii age: hee was of high valour, and one ol 
them that ſhewed himſelfe a capitall enemie to Greece:

wozkemanthipy of Yeanen.A thin ſendall maſked her face \ 


except the ſparkling light of-her-twoo Hunnes „ whoſe ' 
beames 
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beames exceeded Phzbus rates ; Guery one longed with de- 
ſire to know what foliſh Ladie that might be that ſo beſto⸗ 
wed her beautie on ſo defo2zmed a Gpant. Fo2wards ſtept 
the courteous Pagan, and knowing him in the Kullet to be 
Couſin to him he highly honozed, was vnwilling in any 


thing to moue him, and ſo laid, your admired valour (Sir 


knight) is ſo highly knowen that none dares hazard his re- 
putation on the bꝛeaking of a Launce againft pou: Jf A 
may intreat, ſuffer me to runne on with your Companion, 
rather to ſheſ J am all in all pours, then otherwiſe to oſtend 
you. Mell did the haughtie Matrone vnderſtand it, and al⸗ 
ſo the whole place heard what the Gyant had ſaid, thereby 
moꝛe eſteaming the Rullet Knight. The Jouſt did the Lady 
demaund of her beloued Lozd , with feare pnough did hee 


Niue it her, and his ſhield with his ſoule . None in all the 


place did mif-tmagine of the knights hardineſſe in the white 
though his companion ſeemed of a ſtronger conſtitution: 
But the that fetcht her Pedegree from Hercules, fo a grea⸗ 
ter matter did encourage her ſelfe,and ſo turning her Cour⸗ 
ſer with no leſle grace then her louer, they encountred with 
aſmuch kurie as the god of warre could haue done. Twas 
well foꝛ the Lady to hit the Gpant on the Beuer, and bea⸗ 


ring her launce with the vtmoſt of her ſtrength (which was 


equall to any) the ſtrucke of his helme, from his head, the 
paine whereof made him looſe his owne blow: no ſooner 
had it fallen, but pꝛeſentlp the thꝛee Pꝛinces knewe him. 

There no longer lingred the gallant Brandafidell, but ta- 
king his leaue of the Ladie (leauing her in opinion of vali⸗ 
ant) he went ſtraight to the Theater, and leaping from his 
beaſt̃, he alighted the Ladie fwirt his armes, moſt iopfull to 
ſee her Lee befoze her loꝛd Meridian M her deare Father.

Along paſt the gentle Brandafidell ſaying 
A am ſozric (molt excellent Pꝛinceſſe) that bꝛinging — 
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company with me, to her will all the content be attributed, 
wherewith J am receaued: but Jam glad ok it, to bee in res 
compence thereofdiſcharged of my guaridng my Lady the 
Pꝛinceſſe Floralinda, deliuering her vnto p Scythian pꝛinte, 
foꝛ if he be the Meridian, J belieue he will not be diſpleaſed 


with the gift. By this time had ſhe vnmaſked her face, diſ- 


couering a moꝛe fapꝛer one, then Apollos in the mone th of 
Maye . The Pꝛince imbꝛaced his cſpowſe,vſing betwene 
them ſuch ceremonies as is accuſtomed amonge thoſe that 
like ioyes expected. With ſuch furie behaueth her ſelfe, the 
Calidonian Matrone in the liſtes (ſwete ſollaces of Melan⸗ 
cholyhartes) that J cãnot ſtand to rehearſe theſe welcomes 
on all partes, J remit it to your ſober conſiderations, foꝛ to 
repeate the manners of py gentle Brandafidell, what with e- 
uery one he did, and fo euerpe one did ſay were fo inlarge 
with ſuperfluous courteſies the bꝛeuitie of the Viſtozte, x 
fall into that erroꝛ J haue already condemned. 

To be ſhoꝛt, euery one returned to their places, except the 
old Bing of Macedonia who with the Empero2s leaue, went 
thence w his Daughter to know what had befallen her in 
ſo lõg an abſence.Only(ſwert Ladies comfozts of comfozt- 
leſſe ſoules) pitie Claridiano burning in the vnconſuming 
fier of loue, that with his Ladies copneſſe added the fewell 
of diſcontent vnto the ſelfenoziſhing flames of y reaſonleſſe 
warre of rude confuſed thoughtes . The kaudur of ſome 
ſmyling chance lightly in ſuch accidents as theſe doth ſome⸗ 
time leaue his contrarious maleuolence, and ſo foztune at 
this inſtant bꝛought him to meet with the AZueene of Lyra, 
p returned fr5 ſpeaking tothe Macedonian ladie,+ no doubt 
— to ſee him ſo penſiue and foꝛ her ſake ſhee became moꝛe 

Dhe ſhewed it by theſe woꝛdes, but with ſuch a hang- 
ing downe of her eyes, that J knowe not what heart of A- 
damant could haue indured it. Uerie gladly wo ulde A 
haue you teilt mee (Pꝛince of Grecia) the cauſe of your

and J will doe it in reſpect, Jam ſo much indebted to your 


vncle Roſicler. 


Molt excellent Queene (anſwcred the afflicted Lo2de) 
my infirmitte is of ſuch equalifie , that J-knowe no re⸗ 
medie fo2 it, fo2 to nominate the cauſe: therof,is a newe 
toꝛment to augment it. Fo2 that to doe ſo is certatnelye 
to offende. This onelpe doe J knowe that J feele the 
app2oching of a longe lingring death „ And would pt 
make an end to come, Oh happie it, and J farre hap⸗ 

pyer: Foz to whome his lyfe is a griefe, his death is a 
fweete remedye, J doe not doubt but the to2mentes of 
pap nefull paſſions which J ſuffer is well knowne fo wham 
gouernes the powers of my alienated ſoule from my ſelſe, 
but the vnwoꝛthinelle of my merits doth withhold imme⸗ 
rited fauour. 


Shee replped neuer a wo2d fo2 ſhe was ſo free, , that 


foꝛ the wozld ſhee woulde not haue had him been moze 


playner in what ſhee already knewe : yet the remapned 
glad to ſee her ſelfe ſo ingratefull and to be moze intirc- 
ly loued, and ſo ſhee ſpake: why then goe with pour Fa- 
ther to beholde the Juſtes, foz J will tarrie here with theſe 
our newe-come friendes. Neuer dtd Louer receaneſuch 
a blowe noꝛ on any was ſuch Jniunction impoſed. : ſwell 
did his heart beponde his limits with ſo rpgoꝛous an an- 
fwere that hee could not repiye, noꝛ knewe hee where hee 
was, imagining that her parting him from her wyth lo 
ſtraunge a diſdapne, was the ſhutting of the deze againſt 


all comfoꝛt. With no ſuch imaginations did the Lady ſit 


to looke on the Juſtes, and with no leffe glozie did Roſa- 
mond mapntaine them. So returning to the liſtes ſhe 
ſawe aſoꝛe her a Knight in azure armoꝛ, croſſe bard wyth 


pellowe, his deniſe was icalouſly in her naturali lynamets,

Enery one well noted the Jealous demiſe ofthe Knight, 
thegrace wherwith he paſt fo2wards,fill the theater where 
he did his dutie with moze Paieſtie then ioye: It not a lit⸗ 
tle auailed her towards the Juſtes (foꝛ this was Sarmacia p 
Troi ans loue) to looke aloft ta the windowes, faz there ſee 
ſpyed her welbeloued Lo2d ſitting next to the E:np eroꝛ Al- i:

Not far from thence was 
the gallant Eleno that not a little ioping thereat repiyed, J 
perteaue (fir Knights) how by little and little you haue ex- 
pꝛeſt to vs pour mindes challenging vs with ſo many Cir⸗ 
tumſtances, which indeede were needeleſſe, fo: by plainelp 
aſking wee had made anſwered with going into the field, 
Great is the confidence vou haue ot pour valour (ſayde Don 
Celindo.) Not ſo much (replied Don Eleno) as is your pꝛe⸗ 
ſumption, to demaund in triũphs what none elſe hath done. 
Nere them od the bꝛaue Aſtorildo of Calidonia bzother to 
Roſamond with Hercules ſhielde, foz onely foure were 
ſo good in the place « The Ladie knewe him well, fo2 the 
heate had made him lift vppe his Beuer. And fo becauſe 
ſhe would not take hers from whence it was, ſhe demaun⸗ 
ded the Judges if accoꝛding to the Greeke lawes, ſhe might 
require a ſhield befo2e the beginning ot any particuler quar⸗ 
rell: who anſwering hee might, made no moe a doe but 
went to her bꝛother and in her language ſaid.

By this was the furious you 
come to himſelfe making againſt them .Wefoze him i 
the Lady, but with him chee could get nothing, loz in all 
thinges they were vnequall : he let fiye- at the toppe or her 
burgonet ſuch a blow; that ſhe thought che ſawe the arrie 
firmament. Like to a rauening Tygre ſhe rayſed her aunti⸗ 
ent ſwoꝛd, whoſe inchauntment being made long aloze any 
other, there is no defence in Hectors ſhield, foʒ a peece ther- 
ofthe caſt to the earth.

So ſoone as the valiantEpirabio ſaw her (fo was the Pa 
gan called)he ſapd, What i ſt you ſeke fir Knight ? nothing 
(replyed the Lady) but to knowe the Knight that publiſheth 


himſelfe fo amozous: foꝛ it᷑ * * ſigns may be _ 
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ted, J thinke vou are vniuſly wꝛonged in reiecting of pour 
woes. Vou haue (fir Knight verie ill) vnderſtood my affec- 
tion (caid the Louer) foz though the paines A ſuffer be grea⸗ 
ter then J make them, the beautie of her that cauſeth them 
is ſuch, that if enery one were tenne times frebled, it were 
nothing comparable to her merites : and therefoꝛe, hauc J 
ſought the difficulteſt meanes, to make the Ladie ſure, how 
greatly the is loued: Whereuppon A left my countrey, to 


come to Grecia, to giue her the pꝛizes of the Juſts J haue 


heard held in Conſtantinople. In imaginatid of ſuch glo- 
rious thoughts, a moze harder enterpꝛize (if any be) might 
be happily accompliſhed: but as foꝛ the Juſts of Grecia they 
are ended, #4 were the ĩamouſeſt, that any memo2y can com⸗ 
pꝛehend, and J am ſure yon had got little there, in reſpect of 
the valiant Knights that there miſcarried, that reputed thẽ⸗ 
ſelues noleſſe then you. Diſcourteous thou art (ſaid the ans 
arie Moore) to iudge of anothers ſtrength, not knowing it 
by experience: and that thou mapſt not altogether be decea⸗ 


ucd, p2epare thy ſclfe fo2 the fight, elſe it were a ſhame foz 


Epirabio louing Liſiana, fo ſuffer any thing ſpoke to her pꝛai⸗ 
ſes extenuation. If ſhee beſo faire (replied the L adie\ 
thou art bould, it were not much if J eſteamed her as thou 


Doeſt and as her beautie deſerueth. Poze furious then the 
Sunne, roze the Pagan, and lacing on his helme, with his 


ſwoꝛd dꝛawne matched againſt the Ladie, that with enra⸗ 
ged ſteppes did the like, and together they diſcharged twoe 
ſuch blowes , that they agreed to that, they p2ofeſſed z 
bending their heads below their bꝛeſts, a better blade then 
his was the Ladies ( hauing belonged to the Dacrificer of 


Polixena in reuenge of his murthered father Achilles) wher- 


with ſhee neuer ſtrucke him but ſhe cut away both armour 


and fleſh. Neuer had the the P2gan met with fo fierce and 


mightie a Knight, which amazed him fo be ſo handled : ie 
troſt his ſ\woz2d, thinking to cloſe with her, but ſhee that 
on her bꝛeſt would entertaine none other but Ociſtides, ſtept

that che ſtrucke him in amaze, thee 5 tonded another on his 


ſheild, it cut apeece, with another of his helme. Twas but 
monꝛe to anger the Pagan who fiercer then a leopard in dc- | 
ſert ſandy Libia, diſcharged the ſtrength of his armes on her 
rich helme. It ſounded like a bell, lipding to the ſhoulder, ca⸗ 
ryed away the bꝛimme with a peece ofthe elbow armo2. It 
was ſo heame that che was faine to ſet her knees vppon the 
grounde, with a point entred the More, thinking to ouer- 
turne her, but the Lady ſeing it tome voided it with a turne, 
making him following his owne ſtrength tumble headlong 
at her feet. The Lady ſeing him ſo, thought ſhe held the vic- 
toꝛie by the hand:ſo ſhe aſſaulted him, and to be another but- 
he, it had not byn much had ſhe flaine him, but p louer(few 
of whoſe like the wozld contapned)ſetting al his ſtrength to 
riſe at laſt though it coſt him a wound on the backe, he caſt 
his ſtrong armes about her, + being luſtier and bigger then 
ſhe he extremely tired her, vet Hewedſheno ſign of diſad as 
tage in d wꝛaſtle. Little got either that way(ſo the Lad2 16 
a ſwing did caſt him from her, ſetting her owne hands tho- 
row the fozce thereof vpon the ground, She roſe ſwifter the 
an Eagle, fo that occaſion was not to be omitted, by a- 
ny weaknes. Alreadye came the Pagan againft her . Shee 
ſtayed foz him, perceauing her aduantage thereby, and as 
hee would execute his blowe, ſhe entred with a thꝛuſt vnder 
his armes, making him not onelp loſe his blowe, but re⸗ 
turne backe quicker then hee came, with deũre of ſuch ano⸗ 
ther did the beautedus Sarmacia followe him, and warding 
a myghtie blowe that ſhee greatly felt , ſtrucke at his 
leggs, quicke was the louer, ſo dꝛawing backe his left legg, 
he made her loſe the blowe, and almoſt the battaile, foꝛ ca- 
ryed with the furie of her armes, ſhee turned twice about, 
that ſhee had been lyke to fall, hee helped her with a ſtrong 
ſteoake on the ſhoulder which wounded her and bounding 
vpwards it fel on her thꝛoat. The valiant Patrone thought 
it had been moꝛtall. She became ot p colour ot a red burning 


tale, and caſting her ſhield to her backe, with both hads ſhe

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| ffcucke him, his ſhield is no defence, fo2 the furious ſwoꝛd 


beginning at one end, it ceaſt not till it came out at another 
a little wounding him on the bꝛeſt. Mo doth the time ad⸗ 
mit no dexteritie, no2 the life of neyther is eſteemed oꝛ deſi⸗ 
red ſo much as the death ok one anothers aduerſarie. The 
ho wers hath the battle laſted, and on neyther ſide appeares 
no ſhewe of aduantage. At the noyſe they made, did the 
hawahty Beinbo arryue to the battle. Straight was he 
knowen by the Lady th2ough the wounders he had done in 
Conſtantinople, which made her greatly affect him. Meeks 
and gentle was the mightie Achayan, and in him all cours 
teſte did 021th : he neuer ſuffercd any battle to pzocede vn⸗ 
leſſe hee knewe the cauſe : ſo leaping from his hoꝛſe, he put 
himſelke betwene them, ſaying. 

Mith⸗hould awhile bzaueKmghfs, and in courteſie fell 
me the cauſe of ſo fierce a fight, which ſhould not bee ſmall. 
Thoſe that are pꝛoude and haughtie in conceipt ( replyed d 


Lady) iudge euery occaſion ſuffitient to maintapne an er- 


romous and falſe opinion: So this Knight, perſwaded 
kimſelfe the pꝛizes of the Grecian Juſts were due to him, 


ſoꝛrowing he had not come in time to them: J tould him it 
had been no ſmall Honour to haue wonne them, fo2 manye 


had to their coſtes pꝛocured it, being as good as he, vet loſt 
them, he grieued at this truth, and about it is our battaple. 


Therefoꝛe with⸗dꝛawe you ſir Knight, foꝛ it were a ſhame 


to let him returne to his country with ſuch vaine thoughts. 
It had well pleaſed the gallant Loꝛd of Achaya, and alſo to 
take the battle on humſelfe, as one being particularly wꝛõ⸗ 
ged therein, pet would he not ſuffer it, ſeing them ſo ſoꝛely 


wounded, and that thereby nothinge was expected but the 


death ok one oꝛ both. So hee replyed, thanking her foz her 
courteous relation. 

Sutfitient was theoccaſſon (ſtr Knight) fo many moꝛe 
battailes then this: Neuertheleſſe J ſhall receaue ſpeciall 
fauour, that foz my fake you would gine it ouer. In moꝛe 
then this (replyed ſhe) doe J deſire 8 Knight) to ſhewe yt

pou, and if this Knight be pleaſed, J am content to leaue, 
Ye will he will ſaid Berobo z doe nat ſo raſhly iudge (reply⸗ 
ed theenraged Pagan) and fo2 all the Greeke Empire will J 
not leaue this battaile: therefoze get you from vs, fo2 it 
would be my laſting diſhonour to giue ouer the firlk battatle 
J vndertake foꝛ my Ladic: vou will not ſo diſcontent vs 
(ſaid Bembo) chtefely J intreating you, it will be to aſlault 
vou both (ſaid he) vf vou leaue me not, and ſo made as if he 
would ſtrike him: moze furious was not Hercules among 
the Contaures; then the Achayan being angred, ſo ſpark⸗ 
ling ſier from his eyes, he ſaid. J would 4 had found thee at 
moꝛe eaſe diſcourteous Knight, to teach thee how to accom⸗ 
pliſh the intreatie of thy betters: let not that greeue thee, 
(ſaid he) foz in me there is ſuffitient mettle ſoꝛ an hardier 
enterpꝛiʒe: and not regarding any thing gaue him a mighty 
blow vppon his helme. Joues ſwoꝛd dꝛewe hee fw2th that 
deſcended from him, and with the ſtrength the heauens had 
giuen him, he diſcharged his kurie on his helme, he cut az 


way a peece, and with a dangerous wound he ſtrucke him 


ſcnceleſſe at his feet. He left him and turning to the Ladie , 
ſaid, foꝛgiue mee valiant Knight , fo2 his diſcourteſte to⸗ 
wards vs. farre wo2ſe deſerued: better handes then yours 
could not he haue met ( anſwered ſhee) to beaCured ot his 


owne follie, © let vs from hence,fo2 his being alone may be 


occaſion to dzine him fro his deceipt. They went where the 
Lady had her hozſfe, going kr thence by reaſon ok the ſwift 
current of water that ranne that way, till they came to a 
freſh meade where the bꝛoke did ſpꝛing, there they alighted, 
letting their hoꝛſes feede on the greene graſſe.

J would not fir Knight haue pou ſo ſoone 
ſhew your ſclfe againſt me, teſting at thatlittle the heauens 
haue on pou imparted, the which my god wil to wozke your 
cotent deſerueth not, ſpecially ſince J ſaw you at the Juſts 
in Conttantinople ; where J had been glad you had ſtayed to 
ſee the end ol them, that you might not be deceaued with my 
little beauty , in that againſt ſo many Unights as thither 
came, two Ladies wonne the pꝛizes, whoſe rare beauties 
made Cinthia pale, and Venus blacke, and J thinke Mars re⸗ 


ſerued not fo2 himſelfe moze dalour then he gaue them, eps 
ther was accompanied with a Knight, no lee then they as 


do2ned with grace, and Foztitude, who after were knowne 
to be, the one foz Rephewe, and the other being Don Eleno 
Pꝛince of Dacia, couzen to the Emperour I rebatio. The la⸗ 
dies were Arcluſilora Qutene of Lyra, and the other Roſa- 


mond Pꝛinteſſe of Callidonia. Theſe be they bzane knight 


whom the woꝛld ſhould iuſtlp ſerue, and acknowledge foz 
Soueraignes therof, fo2 their beauties doth deſerue it. You 
haue highly fauoꝛed me faire Lady (ſayd he) telling me ſuch 
famous Tryumphes as the Greekes haue had, and vou ſhal 
make it compleate binding me to pour ſeruice to make mee 
partaker of your name and Ecuntrey, J am content ( aun⸗ 


fwered the Dame) foꝛ in all things J defire to pleaſure you, 


my name is Sarmacia ꝛinteſſe of Lacedemon, and though 
a tertaine aduenture inqueſt of a night J came to Greece, 


fight of your valour. With the giea'cft ioy in the woꝛld byb 
Bembo rife, and ſayd. _ 


Oh SoucraigneP3zincefe, 3 befeech vou gtne mee pour 


Royall handes, fozonely to me is this fauoz due, as to your 


couzen 


quames. Remembzinghimſelfe with a cherefallloke, e 
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touzen Bembo being the Knightthat ſtands befoze you. In 
her Countrey had the Ladye heard admirable repo2tof that 
Pꝛinces valour, and howe neere of kinne they were, his 
Mother being her Fathers Differ. In her ſoule did ſhe re⸗ 
tovce to bee acquainted with him, ſo ſhe imbꝛaced him vſing 


many kindneſle betwene them confirming the Conſangui⸗ 


nitie among them, with their pleaſaunt couerſation: which 
was not to ſo ſmall effect, but after it greatlpe auapled tos 
wardes the concluding of the geneall peace. In their diſ⸗ 
courſe hee could not but diſcouer to her his Loues, and loſſe 
of Liriana, which ſo toꝛmented him with repetition thereok, 
that hee could not but watter them with many teares,moze 
le a tender I ouer, then a wartike Knight, whoſe enemies 
they be. His faire conzen did comfoꝛt him with theſe woꝛds. 
Courage bꝛaue Knight foz oncly it muſt ſet your Ladye in 
your handes, and be not amazed noz wonder at Loues p20 
ceeding. Fo2 his vnconſuming fier pardons none, but ras 


leſſe care, onelp that it may beeknowen, yk there bee anye 
plague wozſe then other in the wozldtis ſubtect to his moze 
fiercer tozments, and that he is whom ought tobe acknow- 
ledged foz ſole DupzeameLo2d of the vniuerſe. A mallady 
is pours focommon, that haning many tobee companions 
in it, it may be ſome cauſe to leſſen d paine that particulerly 
is receaued. And it is not poſſible the place where your Lav 
dye is inchaunted ſhould be ſo ſecret as not ta bee knowne , 
and being, foz what ſhall your valerous arme ſerue but to 
fetch her fozth, though in the enterpꝛize wee loſe our liues, 
and my ſelfe from this time offer myne to bee imploped in a⸗ 
ny thing vou ſhall neede. 

Thats nat it (ſ werte touze) that grienes me (replyed the 
amozous vouth) but to haue heard 5ᷣ in her houſe t company, 
à knight was bꝛought vp, whom twas told me ſhe loued as 


wagons was Hen aſſured that hee had alſo loft her, why 
ah; 1 : Og 3--. thats 


ther ſhewes it ſelfe moſt furious againſt them that are with 


her ſonle x tis ſuſpected this was he Þ ffole her from Nyquea 
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thats aneaſieremedy (ſayd ſhe) by taking away y Bnights 
lyſe from betwene you. And if altogether foztune will pet 
ſocute vs with barbarous crueltie, there are other Ladies 
on whome pou-may implop pour thoughts, that may be no 
lee beautifullthen the Pzincefſe of Nyquea , though hers 
be ſo matchleſſe as vou ſay, whereto he replyed Onelp that 
doe I feare (excellent Lady, ) that loue will bzing me to that 
palle, that J ſhall not loue what J doe now. And in faith be⸗ 
leeue me to a true louer nothing but this is odious: Foꝛ he 
that loueth onely in this pꝛocures to pꝛopagate his Fame, 
leauing in hand of inconſtant foꝛtune the remedie from: þ 
partie loued: who ſeing how ſhee is loued, and foz her ſake 
what is ſuffered, ſhe map beſtow her guerdon not as ihis de⸗ 
ſerues, but acco2ding to the liberall fauoꝛs that louers vſe. 
In this chat were theſe amoꝛous Pꝛinces, when along the 
fame meadowe they ſpyed a Knight comming in rich white 
armo2 with many knots-of gold and greene about them, on 
his ſhield in the midoleofmany flames was ſet a faire Cy⸗ 
lie. Straight did ſhe knowe him, and it was not a little ſhe 
did in not manikeſl ing her loue, with the toye the conceaued 
to ſee her deare Oriſtides, who was he that came. At that ins 
ſtant ſhelaced on her helme ſaying to Bembo, Behold yon- 
der deare couzen the whole remaynder of deffroyed Troy, & 
belecue me the woꝛld hath not a better Knight: J am glad 
vou are in ſuch an occafion pꝛeſent, fo2 J haue a combate to 
perfoꝛme againſt him agreede vpon in Lacedemon, where 
we had acertatne confrouerfie. But that arrpued the gal⸗ 
lant Troyan, verie glad to ſee them ſq well armed, hee ſa⸗ 
luted them and ſayd. 

Can you tell me (ir Knights) any newes of a night in 
Indian colour armour, with ſeauen ſtarrs vpon his ſhield 
who maks me ſeek him with moze care about theſe wods, 
then J haue reaſon fo2? Ohe Ladie made anſwere, we haue 
not ſeene him ſir night: but actoꝛding to the care you ſape 
you haue to ſeke him, no maruel ik vou bee careleſſe. of a bat⸗ 
tle you appointed at Lacedemon ; ; ths tis an ignominious 


Wong 
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wꝛong vou offer to your perſon, not to ane pour pꝛo⸗ 
miſe, hauing giuen as a pledge of pour woꝛd t fayth, ſome 
of pour armour. In quiet did not the Louer liue after he de⸗ 
parted from her he had pꝛeſent, lamenting her abſence with 
continuall teares a true token ok his alienation, pet coulde 
not he thinke that his Lady ſhould depart from her Country 
to ſeeke him, Do he replyed. DTruely ſir Anight vou doe me 
wꝛonge to charge mee with what J neuer imagined. J am 
moꝛe ſoꝛper foꝛ that (replyed ſhe) then foꝛ any other thinge 
pou ſhould hauecomitted : Fo2 there nothing is moꝛe offen - 
fine to their Fames that hath it like you, then fo2getfulnes 
of that which ſo much concernes them: + becanſe A thinke 
Iſpeake with d Troyan Oriſtides, ſee here his ſwoꝛd which 
was giut me there Þ J might come to ſcek him here, make 
you know it had been better vou had ſhewed your ſelfe care⸗ 
ful in returning thither, then to wander thꝛough theſe wods 
in ſearch of other knights. Shee ſpake it ſo high that hee 
pꝛeſently knewe it was ſhe his hart had choſen fo2 his ſo⸗ 
ueraigne. Be leapt from his hoꝛſe with moꝛe Maieſty then 
Mars could, and ſapd. So euill entrea led did J remaine of 
that battle (tr Knight) that J haue no ſtrength to ende it 
now : ſo is it my ſureſt way to render the gloꝛie ofthe vic- 
toꝛie to your all-conquering hand. Then he put oft his helme 
ſhewing his faire face, and holding the fwozd by the poynte 
bekneled-befo2e the Lady. Shee could not ſuffer it, fo2 ſhe 
loued him as her life. Dhee alſo put of hers reſting moe 
faire then Apollo, and with that lone, as louers receauc the 
loued obiec, ſhee imbꝛated him ſaying . Seeing pour fo2- 
getfulneſſe bꝛaue Oriſlides, twas not much y ventured my 
life to ſecke you. He anſwered, Deeds are theſe (moſi So⸗ 
ucraigne Pzinceſſe) nothing differing from pour magriaui- 
mitie: and J intreate vou ik anpe offence your beauty hath 
receaued on my behalfe, which cannot be little, vou wil with 
pour owne hand take your reuenge, then replyed the Ladis. 
There is no ſuch offence (gallant Loꝛd) but thinking J re⸗ 
mayned indebted fo; your comming to Lace demon onely to

combate with me. J thought to requite it by coming toGres 


cia, not with warre , but to craue peace of the Knight that 
vanquiſht me. J am, and euer will be yours varqutſhed 
(ſaid the Troyan) moſte beauteous Ladie as one that onlye 
winnes therein. Leaue this (replied the amozous Ladie) x 
ſpcake to the Pꝛince of Achaya that is this Knight which 
comes with me, who is not a little affected to pon: where 
to the Troian ſpake . All the wozldedeare Ladie knowing 
how dearely J loue you, is bound to doe me fauour. There? 
upon they receaued one another as befitted their Royalties. 
In their chat he vnderſtod he was Couſin to his Ladie, foz 
with no ſmalle alteration was he till then ſappoſing he lo⸗ 
ued her: well did the haughtie Moore perteaue the affection 


thathis Couſin bare to that Knight ( this paſſion cannener 


be incloſed where tis well roofed. ) It came to be ſo mani⸗ 
felt, that Bembo would winne the gallant Oriſtides by mers 
rits aſluring his gloꝛie, betrothing them 1 in his pꝛe⸗ 


ſence to all their high contents. The two warrioꝛs con⸗ 
tracted perpetuall ametic, which in particuler they ſolemn⸗ 
ly obſerued, foz in generall in the Greeke warres, Oriſtides 
could not fozſake the great Trebatio hauing reteaued ſo mas 
many fauours at his handes. The newe betrothed loners 
intreated the Pꝛince of Achaya tg goe and bee acquainted 
with the Greeke Emperour, but as hec liued in continuall 
woes he could not condiſcend to their infreaties, anſwering 
there would not want occaſion to doe it another time, hee 
tooke his leaue of them to all their griefes. And mounting 
on his fierie Courſer hee ſpurd thꝛough the thickeſt of the 
Foꝛreſt till he tame to the Sea coaſt, where hee ſhipt him⸗ 
ſclfe not directing his iourney to any certaine place moꝛe the 
where koꝛtune and the waues would conduct hum. The two 
louers deſirons to ſee themſelues alone, paſt all the day in Þ 
Fozreſt, which they thought but a minute, where if p Tro- 
yan were touragious hee would not defer the end of their a⸗ 
moꝛdus deſires. It was not knowen foz the trees kept ſi⸗ 
lence : but her time being expyꝛed, the Lady was *

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of a Daughter whoſe beauty was imtomparable. 
They named her Polixcna at the Troyans requeſt deſirous 
to leaue ſome memoꝛie of his anticnt ffocke. Leſſe diſcoꝛds 3 
then the firſt did not this cauſe, as the Fourth part doth 
recoꝛde, foꝛ a Grecke did loue her to the death. They re⸗ | 
turned to Conſtantinople where the Emperour receaued 
them with great ioy eſteeming the Troyan ag one ofhis chil⸗ 
dꝛen and knowing they were betrothed hee gaue them the 
Lytle, and Crowned him Ringe of Theflahe, an Ace that 
th zough the woꝛld was applauded with high pꝛapſes. All 
the Loꝛdes and Ladies celeb2ated his Coꝛonation, 4 Feſti⸗ 
nalles, with ſtately ſhewes and reuealings. And the time 
of her deliuerie being ceme, ſhe and Roſamond were deliue⸗ 
red both in one day, Sarinacias being publique, but the beau⸗ 
teous Roſamond was deliuered in the handes of Archiſilora 
(to whome the diſcloſed this ſecret) of a Boy the faireſt that 
his age did knowe , Both Ladies gaue his name accoꝛding 
to his beautie: he was bozne with a moſt bz1ght Starre in 
the middle of his bꝛeſt, they called him Rolelindo. 
A little they enioped him, fo2 thzough the wall there en⸗ |

tred a graue wiſe man that toulde them that the life of the

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What befell to Warlike Bembo. Prince of Achaya —_ 
a Knight vpon the Sea, at the Tower Where 
Lyriana was inchaunted.

She returned away w 
her Ladies leauing the Pꝛince in obſcure darknefſe, Hee 
loſt all the mouing powers ok his body, and {de gazing at 
the place where he had ſcene his gloꝛie. In that viſion wold 
he haue dyed, thinking he departed in quiet: but hauing o⸗ 
uer⸗paſt that amoꝛous care, with a ſigh, he burſt into theſe 
ſ peeches, 

Oh cruell Ladp, ſcourge of the Achayan houſe, may it be

| Neuertheleſſe ( ſayd the Paiſter) tis a kinde of diſpaire to 
ſuffer a death by the heaneus vnappointed, fo2 tis a blemtſh 
to any ones honour. Such perſwaſions he vſed,that he put 
of his vrmoꝛ, and lapde him on a bed within the Mapſters 
cabbin. They dꝛeſt him with greate care, yet greater was 
his of his Lady. They would not ſaffer him to riſe in foure 
daies whirh he continued the thinking to ſee his Goddeſſe, x 
ſeing twas but in vaine, he commanded to direc to Achaya 
intending to demaund of his friend Lupercio what armour #x 
weapons the entrance to that Tower required. The Mar⸗ 
riners to pleaſe him would haue done it, but there aroſe a ſo⸗ 
daine tempeſt, that twas vnpoſſible to arryue there, ſo were 
they carrped backwards vp e downe p Grecian Ocean, vn⸗ 
till the eyght day they arriued in a moſt aboundant land full 
ot᷑ many trees and woods.

barous t rude were to diſobay the , t lo tell thoſe knights 
Jam content to dae it, but that A will admitte no — 
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then the Juſts. With this anfwer returned the Page vnto 
the Ladies, which greatly pleaſed them to ſee him ſo cour: 
tcous : fo2 the Juſts the chollerick Spanyard pzepared him- 
ſelfe, but here got he little, o Lirianas louer encountred him 
ſo ſtrongly, that he thꝛew him frõ his ſaddle, he loſt one ſtir⸗ 
rop but he recouered it ſo quicke that none perceaued it. Co 
+ Sand his bꝛother pꝛickt fo2th y elder, finding like gaine , 
although this encounter was ſtronger, yet not to lette him 
from paſſing fozwards on his ſwift Courſer, vntill the La⸗ 
dies Charriot, who to eniop better of his fight had cõmaun⸗ 
ded it to be opened on all ſides: he had not ſeene ont of Gre- 
cia greater noꝛ rarer beautie then there was. Dome altera⸗ 
tion in his bꝛeſt did it cauſe, remedies are they, that though 
they doe not altogether ſalue, vet diſpoſe of cure foz the de⸗ 
teipt ok his blindneſle, placing his loue, where hope ok re⸗ 
dꝛelle was mere deſpaire .

Clowdes vaniſhing in them, The ſhieuers of their Laun⸗ 
ces mounted ſo high that they were neuer moꝛe ſcene: Niue 
launces did they bꝛeake without knowen lofe, abaſhed was 
Teferreo thereat, ſeing his hap-befoze the P2incelſes,:theres 
foze he ſayd.. Sir knight if you thinke good lets end the bat⸗ 
tle at all aduentures, ſeeing wee cannot bee vnhoꝛſt.

uingthe Acharan Bembo? todzawvey pleaſure foz her ſoule 


from him, to Don Cellindos coſt 2 who noting with his Ju- 
dictall eyes with what affection the P2inceſſe. woulde caſt 
hers vpon his aduerſarie, it was moze then eternall payne 
which he ſuffered, then which the hel of Loue wherein hee 
lined, he Judged could peild no greater. Jopeſt thou deſtroi⸗ 
er ofthe vniuerſe (not ſparing the little, little coꝛner of my 
iniuried hart) to ſe the ingratefull More teſt at Roſiluera, ha⸗ 
uing his thoughts there, buthis ſoule with Liriana, in this 
liuing with iope, but of the other hauing onelp of all his po⸗ 


wers, his body there on the plaine, caſting his eyes aloft vp⸗ 


on the towring Cypꝛeſles, and odoriferous mirtles ? Some 
comfo2t was this to Meridians Sonne, fo2 to himſelfe hee 
ſayde, It was not poſſible hee ſhould lone where his ſight 
did not gaze theron. Oh valiant Pꝛinces who might pleaſe 
you, diſpleaſing neither, pardon, oh pardon mee ſwete La- 
dies, foꝛ my long pꝛogreſling thꝛough d pathes of loues ſin- 
tere puritie, foꝛ Don Cellindo gazing on her he loues, + ſhee 
on him, ſhe had afoꝛe her on the other ſide, made ß laſt view- 
ing her beautie, iudge it but a parcell, oz an abſtrad dꝛaw⸗ 
en from the perfect modell of Lirianas perfections on whome 
his imaginations did feede, accompting thegreatelt euil koz 

her ſake to be his chi efeſt ix. 
The Lady ſpake (foz in loue diſcourſes they haue areater 
power in this war of Venus, then Hector amonge Mars his 
L 1 tropes) 
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ropes) ſir Bnight(lwkingatDon Cellindo) J poe-greatly 


deſire you would communicate your name to vs,that:Freb- 
zound may know her creditoꝛ foꝛ my liberfie: not hing moꝛe 
then to obay her can the gallant: ſo he replyed . Moſt So⸗ 
ueraigne Pꝛinceſſe the certaineſt thing that can tell o? my 
name, is to knowe nothing of the ſame. In companpe of a 
Siſter ol mine a wife man bꝛought me vpp, not telling vs 
who we are, but that J was called the hidden Don Celiyn- 
do, though now the foztunate Knight J am termed. It ſhold 
ſeeme they ſuſpected this would befall me, wherein J might 
doe you ſome feruice, although it may bee moꝛe aptty attri⸗ 
buted to the valour ofthis Unight. Any other thing J know 
not of my ſelfe, noꝛ haue J y hart to declare it. The laſt ons 
derſted the Lady as one wounded with that diſeaſe, 4 be- 
cauſe ſhe would not giue him farther accaſion foꝛ that argu⸗ 
ment ſhe thanked him fo2 that hee had done, and turning to 
her ſoule ſapde. Seeing ſir Knight that by pour valour you 
haue obtained to be my keper,J muſt now haue pou alſo de⸗ 
clare your name vnto me. In alt things (ſoueraigne Pin- 
ceſſe) am Jbound ta pour ſeruice, although of your deinand 
A know leffe the this Rnight: only can J teil, that from mp 
minozitie J haue acknowledged anothers ſoueraigntie o⸗ 
uer mee, and foꝛ all my life dependes thereon, pet was my 
name giuen me contrarie to this Knights, calling mee the 
vnfoꝛtunate. J am ſure ſhe will naw bee wearpof paines, 
having reſerued foz mee in Ire biz ound ſuch ſupꝛeame good. 
As the Lady was about to anſwere appeared Teierreo, with 
ſignes that hee had fought, foꝛ all his armo2 was daſhed W 
feeſh blod ofothers. Twas ſo fo2 not far there had hee met 
with the 4 Knights, whoſe vanquiſhment coſt him no little 
trouble, hut in the end their heads payd foꝛ their bouldnes , 
He toke vp the Lady behind him on the hoꝛſe, ( ſhũning d 
pꝛoliritie oftheir greetings) toke their way where the bꝛo⸗ 
thers of Spaine g Artetniſa were, w: whome after the paſſing 
of ſome ieſts betwene them about her flight, they altogether 
went to the houſe of plꝛaſu re where the Emperdur bzauely 


welcomed 
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welcomed them, and the better knowing what had befallen 
them. What intertapnement, oꝛ with what pleaſure they 
ſchould intertaine the two Pꝛintes, they knew not. The one 
knewe no mo2e of hunſelfe then what he had ſayd. The os 
ther neuer declared his name to any but Lirians. Thtre ſtaid 
he eight dayes, which was but a momentary inſtant foz the 
Lad pe, that by a thouſand meanes woulde haue made him 
knowe her affection; but his was ſo great towards another 
that it woulde not ſo much as let him marke hers, thinking 
hee had byn ffayeda whole age in Trebizound, Yee traued 
leaue foꝛ his departure to euerp ones griefe foz hee was lo⸗ 
wing who felt it woꝛſe then death, was NRoſiluera, though ſhe 
diſtembled it: in this ſheerceld all Ladies of her time. Vee 
returned to Achaya, where his frend Lupercio expected him, 
who to expell pistone of Lyriana from his minde toulde him 
how ſhe was betrothed to one of the valianteſt knights of þ 
woꝛld, and of the houſe of Grecia. Jt grieued him fo extremes 
lp, that he fell info many infirmities,althongh the wiſe man 
with hopes deluded him which was the cauſe of his recoue⸗ 
ry: where we muff leaue him, and Don Cellindo, feaſfing 
in vaine the gallantneſſe of his Ladie Roſiluera: betauſe we 
mult treat awhile of Claridiano, ere with obliuidn we 
haue greatly wzonged.

clauonia, and what aduentures there befell him. 


Ffecionate to the valoure of the Blacke 
0-0 4- Knight departed the Greeke Pzince, vna⸗ 
9 ble to imagine whom ſo faire a Lady ſhold 
bee which hee iudged to remaine within 
N that tower inchanted, but as he in ſoꝛrow 
. p;ogret > „ nothing toy ,

noꝛ in any delight thinking he w2onged his Ladye, to ton⸗ 
uerſe with pleaſing thoughts, hauing foꝛſaken Grecia in her 
diſgrate. He croſt all the Macedonian Sea, t ſapled alonge 
the Coaſt of Vanoſia Foure dapes, and on the fift his inchã⸗ 
ted bark furrowed the raging biilowes of the lilyrum:Sea; 
till the Tenth day that it ran alande in an vnknowen poꝛt, 
where he leapt on ſhoare, hauing noꝛ meeting any of whom 
he might demaunde where he was arriued. Upon his Ze- 
phitus he mounted that hoꝛſe which he with Pages immoztall 
hanour wonne at the Nabatran Feaſtgastheſecond part re⸗ 
zited. His Heroyke tariage better denoted him to bee the 
Sonne ok Mars, then Claridianas of⸗ſpꝛing, his ſhield he ca⸗ 
ryed at his backe, and his launce an his ſhaulder, with his 
Beuer vp. In this maner laden with Millions of grieuous 
paſſions;he toke in haſt, the moſt vſed path; thꝛough which 
hee had not far gone, when the ſame way he ſaw a knight 
comming; as falt as his hoꝛſe could runne. Me ſtept befoꝛe 
him, demaunding the cauſe thervf, buthe was ſo grieued, 
he could, oꝛ would not tell it. Mhereat the afflicted Pꝛince 
beeing abaſhed with the Knightes diſcourteſie hauing his 
launce aboue hand ſtrucke him with it from his hozſe; ſays 
ing. Now diſcourteous Knight ſhall you perfo2ce tell mee 
what J intreated you, oꝛ elſe J will let fooꝛth your life. Da 
did he ſet the pike of his launte at his bꝛeſt, thꝛeatning him 
with death ik he tolds not, who fearing it replped. 

Pardon me (ſir B night) foꝛ the grefe J had, made mee 
thus foꝛget my ſelfe: but know, vou are in p kingdome El- 
clauonia very nere the auntient Citie Zantho, where at this 
time the King kepes his Court, actompted one ofthe famo⸗ 
ſeſt in the woꝛld. Me hath a Daughter foꝛ her beautie cal- 
led the ſecond Venus, whoſe extellencies ate ſayd to ſurpaſſe 
the other of Loues. Ot this Lady the Donne of p Siconi- 
an Sophi became amoꝛous, who hath with him foure Bꝛo⸗ 
thers no leſſe mighty then himſelfe, he hath ſhewen himſelfe 
ſo affedionate towardes the ſecond Venus, that he demaun⸗ 
hs Lycenſe: ſq heepea _—_ in her name, * 
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that hee alone deſerues to bee beloued of her, and none like 


him to loue her. It ts knowen ſhe nothing reſpectes him as 
he would, fo2 which caufe many do adaenture againſt him: 
but moſt vnequall, and vniuſtt is the fight, in that yk any o⸗ 
nerthꝛobes them all with p launce, they altogether allault 


the Conquerour with their ſwoꝛds, and they being ſo vali⸗ 
ant many in the enterpꝛize haue loſt their liues, and others 


their Fame, amonge the laſt was a couzen of theP2ince ok 


Croatia, that at the third incounter was ouerthꝛowen: So J 


was going to aduertize the Pꝛince my Loꝛd thereok, that no 


Icſſe then the Siconian doteth on the beautedus Venus, who 
by a cerfaine aduenture was ſtayed at the Sea coaſt where 
we all landed, with two fierce Gpants to guard him: hym 
went J to call to reuenge the miſfo2tune of his couzen. This 
ſir knight is all J knowe of this Country, in which J haue 
not been foure dapes. The P2ince greatlye thanked him 
fo2 his relation, and parting from him, entred to paſſe the 
heate of the day among thoſe bꝛaunched trees, from whence 
there roſe a ſpꝛing, wherein he waſht his face and dꝛunke of 
the water, vnbꝛydling his hoꝛſe that he might feede on the 
graſſe. Fo2himſelfe, would he no other fade, but the gloꝛy 
of his thoughts. Uppon the graſle hee lape himſelfe alonge 
bzeathing fo2th his ſoule in ſighes, which ſill with euerpe 
no thing ſeemed to increaſe to the Louers god, where he be⸗ 
gan to extend the eyes of his imaginations, thꝛough p vaſt 
Sea of paſſions, wherein he was ouerwhelmed, thinking p 
by little and little his life conſumed, rememb2ing how diſ⸗ 
dainkullp p Queen of Lyra had reiected him, louing her moꝛe 
then himſelfe, and not able to conceaue, wherein he had of- 
fended her. Hee had no other comfozt then to exclaime on 
loue, not becauſe he was his vaſſayle, but that he had made 
him ſo vnfoꝛtunate, as that although hee had admitted the 
greateſt paine fo2 his ſpeciall conſolatio, yet it was pꝛo⸗ 
hibited from her knowledge: which cõſideration bereft him 
ot his wits, but that he ſet his hopes on Galtenor, to pꝛocure 
all poſſible meanes foꝛ his redzefſe . A while to eaſe his ſoꝛ⸗ 
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row, he would communicate it, to the gentle buzing wind, 


and flowꝛed field, with moꝛe grace and ſwertnele, then the 


famouſed Thracian Poet. To ſtrengthẽ his voice, and helpe 
his thoughts, he ſate him downe vnder a Beech, not farre 
krom the ſpꝛing, ſinging thus.

O teder yeres, 
to to much tried on p tuch⸗ one ol my ladies coynes?D cru⸗ 
elty.thew? againſt none but him p lines by oper ge 
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nothing but to be anothers: wii ſaueraigne Dune» 
leftſt thou me with life, vf ſhold J liue dying, tuto2d in no- 
thing but thy lene, and in my ſoule to adoꝛe thy perfections? 
What honoꝛ haſt thou (\wete Lady) got to baniſh me from 
thy ſight with ſuch crueltie ? what didſt thou loſe admit⸗ 
ting my paine cauſed by the effect of thy beautie : J did not 
pꝛocure, manikeſting the fame, thou ſhouldeſt louꝛ me, c co⸗ 
miſerate my harme, but J p2a = leane, to loue, « languiſh 
till p death, acõpting that a ſweert life ynployed in this? But 
to foꝛbid me yet alone to woꝛſhipp ther? whe will reioyte in 
ſuch crueltie, but Acluſilora, whaſe d. ſdaine J haue 4 do feele 
to equall her perfectiõs moze the humane: A noyſe he heard 
amõg the buſhes, bꝛake of his exclaimes: he roſe to ſœ what 
it was a ſaw his dere ſquire Paliſandro, py in great halt canie 
towards him, who leapt from his hozſe and ſayd. Did von 
thinke (ſouerainge Pꝛince) that you ſhold wander alone, ſo 
läguiſhing in pamne thꝛough parts ſo remoted fro pour Con- 
try, Parents & friends wout companp, æ of whom doth feele 
thy greife far moꝛe the his pꝛoper ſoꝛow⸗ Thele cauſes are d 
fuch-tones to try your valour, ſhewing it againſt foztunes 
diſs2zdcrs, wha to change her low2ing countenace, requires 
nothing but the reſiſtance ot her frownes,feming moꝛe toꝛa⸗ 
gious whe ſhe is moſt fierteſt. Far moꝛe out of fauour was 
your Father, vet neuer did hee loſe the raignes of his pati⸗ 
ence, which hath not a little grieued your Tutoꝛ Galtenor, 
who bꝛought me hither to waite vppon pou which was the 
thing J only delired,comanding me to tell you, pou ſhould 
not ſo2 any thing diminiſh x p haughtines of pour mind,fo2 al 
wold be p moze to eternize pour glozy.Duch hopes were ne- 
uer giut to any louer, ⁊ therfoꝛe J wil but anger him, longer 
to tontinue in theſe extremes: foꝛ tis god, ſince Archifilora 
muff be vours, vou thcld obtain p happ nes af haning her. w 


a moꝛe rigoꝛous harm, thẽ any you haue ſuffred, y actoꝛding 


to your yatns,yoi ſhobd after eſteme pour gloꝛious trpũphs. 
And w 19 leTe ariefe takes ſhe pour abſece the pou hers: fo 
nothing cls pꝛacured Ito know but this while J was there, 
vntil vour uſo; faw 900 necellary my coming to you was. 
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The ſecond Booke of the third Part 
Is it poſſible friend Paliſandco (ſaid the Pꝛinte) that my la- 
dy greeues to ſee me abſent? J cannot beleene it, foꝛ ſo great 
a god bꝛings with it an incredulitic . He imbzaſt him, foz 
neuer had any Pzince a moze diſcreeter ſquy2e, except Alli- 
rio, that was boꝛne acco2ding to Roſabells humoz, A thou⸗ 
ſand things demaunded he of the Court, whoſe p2eſence did 
ado2ne it. Some ariefe was to him hearing that all his 
kinſſolkes were there miſſing, not knowing the cauſe ther- 
of. Great comfozt did hee conceaue by ſeeing him, hee had 
made the Conſiſtoꝛie, within whoſe ſecrecie he reco2ded his 
ſoules thoughts: imagining his companie would be a leſle⸗ 


ning ok his paines, but that, which moſt did mittigate it, 
was the care his Foſter-father Galtenor had to ſuccour kim, 


By this it was time to trauaile, ſo getting a hozſe-backe, 
toke their next way to the famouſe Citie of Zantho, aduer⸗ 
tiſing Paliſandro he ſhould by no meanes diſcouer what they 
were, moze then that he was called the perſecuted knight, 
diſcourſe they did of many things, and the moſt of Archiſilo- 
ra, when about two of the clocke after midday the rayes of 
the reuerberating ſunne vpon the ſtony walles of the Cittie, 
guilded their plumed toppes , whoſe ſtupendious buildings 
made them amazed with admiration . On the no2th ſide it 
hath Panonia: on the welt 1itria, on the Eaſt Myſia the grea- 
ter, and on the ſouth the Adriaticke ſea, The wall was round 
moted with an arme ofthe famous Gerſian riuer, where(it 
is beleeued) that lopiter firſt fell in Loue, and thereſoze did 
the Bings heere neuer want moſt beautifull daughters, as 
this now was, accoumpted the wozlds machleſſe Paragon 
fo2 gallantnes and beautie. 
| The path which they hadde taken bꝛought them vnto the 
bꝛidge, whoſe paſſage the Siconians Don with h's bꝛetheren 
did defend. Jt was admirable in woꝛkmanſhippe, fo2 in d 
middeſt therofwas edifled a ſtately pallaice, where y pzince 
and his bꝛothers lodged. It reached vnto the Cittic wall, 
ending with a large and great plains, payled in foz the bat- 
tailes, which the Siconian Had comanded there to be made, 


becauſe 
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becauſe that way ffod the Rings pallaice, from whoſe wins 
dows might the ſecond Venus behold all the cobates, though 
not with ſuch affection as the warlike Lindauro (fo was the 
Pꝛince named) could with becauſe he was ofhimſelfe pꝛoud 
and inſolent being ſo mighty, which is the chiefeſt thinge yp 
Ladies doe abhoꝛre. A tumult there was in the place, foꝛ p 
Oreke heard the noiſe of blowes, hee haſtened his hozſe, ſo 


did his Page, to arriue in time to ſee the cauſe. Which 


was foꝛ that theP2ince of Croatia with his two gyants had 
entred the bzidge(befo2e him} deſirous to reuenge his Cou⸗ 
zens diſgrace, with ſuch fury did Claridiano croſſe the ſame, 
that euery one beholding the fight was moued to laughter ſez 
ing him with fo moꝛnekull deuiſe. Thee ok the bꝛothers had 
Pollidolpho Pzince of Croatia onerth2owne # returning a⸗ 
gainſt the fourth, he encountred him ſo b2auely,y the launce 
llpding from his ſhielde to the right ſide, which beeing of a 
knotty Dake ere it b2oke, th: pats thereof appeared at the 
other ſide, tumbling his enemie dead at his fete to his Bꝛo⸗ 
thers extreme grieke. There was none there but comended 
the azure knight, foꝛ ofthis colour was his deuiſe: who like 
an angry Lyon made towards the haughty Lindauro, They 
met with moꝛe ferrocity then the roaring ofraging waters 
beating within the cauers of hollow rocks. Ualiant were 
the louers, but both were vnhoꝛſt. Of the two kalls the bet⸗ 
ter was the Croatians, becauſe he held the bꝛidle in his hãds. 
Recouer would he his ſeate to end the reſt of the battles but 
the Judges on Lindauros behalfe, did put him from it, ſaping 

he was vanquiſht. Not J (replped the youth) ſince we both 
fel on our feet. Thats al one (ſaid they )fo2 pou, to wyn, were 
bound not to leaue pour ſaddle, though pour aduerſarp dyd 
loſe his. To that paſle came the matter that the Pꝛince of 
Croatias gyants ſtept among them, ſaying that he inp azure 
was not ouercome, but that he might pꝛoſecute his battle, + 
lhat they would maintapne it gainſt all the woꝛld. Leaſt a⸗ 
ny dangerous tumult ſhould happen the King deſcended, to 
wham the Judgement of the combate was remitted: verie 
Pm neare 
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neere appꝛached the Greeke determined to fake the Croati · 
ans part thought it ſhold coſt him his life, foꝛ his valoꝛ ſhews 
en in the Juſtes had dꝛawen his affection. So did the Ringe 
grea ly affect Lindauro, & becauſe he was ſo great a dꝛince, 
and ſo neere neighbour to him, it had moued him in ſecret to 
giue him hope o his Daughter Venus that none but he thold 
haue her, although b lady one day her father talked w hir a- 
bout it made anſwere contrary to her ſires expectations. Ne- 
uerthelelle he would not openly diſgrace the ſtranger, but 
onely that hee could not p2ocede farther in fight, loſing his 
hoꝛſe and ſhield, Foꝛward came the angry Orecke with fu⸗ 
rious rage ſhaking like an aſpen leafe,+lifting vp his Beuer 
tayd. Motwithſtanding b againff what ſo wiſe ak ing hath 
decreede nothing ought to be lapd, neuertheleſſe(ſauing b re⸗ 
ſpect, honoꝛ due to your imperiall Crowne t ſtate) in my o⸗ 
pinion the knight may continue his battailes to the end, foz 
this being laſt, it is certaine it went at al aduenture, either 
pꝛocuring the maintenance of his owne fame. It there any 
wanted to Juſt yet were there in this difficulty, reſting in? 
thꝛeꝛ knigts choice to aſſault him on fate oꝛ other wiſe, but to 
remaine vanquiſhed at leaſt w out his hoꝛſe, your maieſlie 
hath iudged it e it may be the beſt, vet in my countrey it is 
not vſed. This highly gladded the beautedus Venus who fer⸗ 
ing Pollidolphos haughty deedes was viſited by y Embaſſa- 
doꝛs of the blinde God. There ſtod a Knight y was accomp⸗ 
ted the ſtrongeſt in all Slauonia, akinſeman of y kings, wha 
hearing the Greeks ſpeeches, ſtept fozth w theſe woꝛds. It 
ill beſcemes thee knight to repugne what my Loꝛde p Binge 
hath iudged. Incompalled round about with knights and o⸗ 
thers was þ mighty Alpne bos ſonne, which was ſome cauſe 
that he replyed with moꝛe meckenes then he would, e fo an⸗ 
fwered. What the king hath decreede (ſir Knight) J appꝛoue 
t allowe fo2 god, but if vpon thy pꝛoude & arrogant woꝛdes 
ſpcken thou dareſt accept this my gage, Ile teach thee that 
ſtrangers comming to ſerue kings ought to bee intreated 
mo22 courteſie. In this kingdome ſayd the third 
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demaunde, but rather ſnch as you ought tobee puniſhed ag 
troublers of the Court. Lhe limits ofpatiencedid p Pꝛince 
paſſe , hee pꝛeſumed on moze then Mats oz Iupiter 
durſt, anſwering, Diſcourteous inſolent art thou knight, & 
thereupon that thou mayſt knowe, how little J eſteme thee, 
thou mayſt enter to the battle with this knight, in company 
ok thy bzetheren, fo2 the pꝛoude woꝛdes vtteredcannot bea- 
mended with lefſe the all pour heads. The haughty challeng 


admired eurp one iudging it a meere madneſle, 4 in fapth 


any other vndertaking it but the Grecke p2ince, it could not 
but be called wil-ful temeritie,foz either of the 4 might haue 
copt w Milo. The king allowed the challeng, greatly deſp⸗ 
ring to be reuenged on the knight, but the 4 Knights would 
not accompting it cowardiſe to aſſault one, & rather euerpe 
one foz himſelfe, would vndertake the battle, think ing (not 
knowing the challenger ) it was ſuffitient. But hee to diſ⸗ 
grace them ſapde. Knights it befits you not with effeminas 
ted reaſons to refuſe the battle, ſeming thereby moꝛe co⸗ 
wardlyke then valiant. This altogether blinded the ſo all 4 


bpon mighty hoꝛſes, ſet thiſelues againſt the Grecian Mars, 


Now Mercury would J faine ſee thee here to dꝛaw ß perfect 
lineaments of this bzaue battle. Orpheus tonge in this effect 
were but blunt, foz either is abaſhed of p other to haue help 
againſt one ſole aduerſary : with greater hoꝛroꝛ pꝛickt fozth 
the fine warriours then the racking cloudes rent with a fie- 
rie Thunder⸗bolt.

him, ſeeing how mighty he had ſhewe himſelfe againſt the. 
All in theplace were ſtruck as in a traunce with admiratiõ, 
| cſpecraliy whe they ſaw him in p vel ow, how w his ſwozd 
in one hand, « ſhield in another, he thꝛuſt himſelfe amb his 
enemies, with far greater courage then ik he had to doe but 
with one. In his charge with that god ſwoꝛd that Galtenor 
had giuen him he ſtruck the Kings conzen vppon his helme. 
All his plumes he cut awap, with the top thereof, wounding 
him moſt dangerouſly on the head: he could not defend him⸗ 
ſelfe of them all, ſoꝛ the bꝛothers at once, laid vpon his impe⸗ 
netrable helme, the which although they could not raſe, vet 
foꝛſt they him to make an vnpleaſing muſike with his teeth, 
bowing his head below his bꝛeſt. Thꝛough rage 5 Elclauo- 
nian cõteaued to be woũdedhe diſcharged on the Greeks left 
ſhoulder al his ſtrength, it ſo toꝛmẽ ted him P he could ſcarce 
hold his ſhield. The other two ſecond it w ſeuerall thꝛuſts. 
Twas their aduantage foꝛ the ſecond bꝛother quickly repai⸗ 
red againe fkryking him vnder the right arme. The ſwooꝛd 
chanſt to light outwardly els it had moꝛtally wounded him, 
fo2 it fell betwene the buckling of the armoꝛ nere the bꝛeſt. 
It wounded him, though but little, pet altogether to ſet the 
Greeke on the ſpurs offurie, Being once at this point (Gal- 
tenor ſaith being he y Cronicled his acts) he was feareful to 
be beheld. Vee manifeſted it, fo2 not regarding the other 
thꝛuſt ( which put him to great paine) he floꝛiched his ſwo2d 
among the th2&. Be could not mille the Ringes touzen, cut⸗ 
ting away al his armozony ſide with a piece of pᷣ ſhield:foꝛ⸗ 
ward paſt the blowe lighting on the ſecond bzothers Beuer, 
woũding him there very dagerouſly, ⁊ alſo the blod Þ iſſued 
hindꝛed his eie⸗ſight. Ye turnd with acounterbuffe vpon the 
third (this was the ſtrongeſt of them) it beate him vpon hys 
hoꝛſe without feeling. The king ſeing it cried out amazedly. 

O Saturne (what haughty cozage is this of one knight) wher⸗ 
in oh mighty loue haue J offended the, that thou ſhouldeſt 
fend him hithirto ſhame, e diſgrace my Court: loꝛ al that ya 
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fot of kapntnes ſhewed the other fwoo , beating on 
his helm e like an anuell, which ſeemed to be of a light fier 
ſo manp ſparkes flue from it. Being with what valour that 
knight delẽ ded the azures part, the ſecond Venus ſhewed her 
ſelfe moꝛe faire then did the firſt, when ſhee Courted poung 
Adonis in the wod, from the window ſhe loked,glad that p 
azure knight withdꝛew not his eyes from her caſement, per⸗ 
ſwading her ſelfe ſhe might be ſure ok his faith. In a won⸗ 
derfull fight were the twoe with the Greeke louer, when p 
third bꝛother, recouering himſelfe,x+ caſting his ſhield at his 
backe went to him. Me aſſailed him on the ſodaine, z ther⸗ 
foꝛe ſtryking him at his pleaſure,erecuting x p b2aueſt blowe 
he did in all his like: foꝛ he toke him on the very top of hys 
helme with ſuch ſtrength that he fell on his hoꝛſe necke . All 
of the followed the chaſe, laying on him moſt cruell blows , 
Zhenew-come would faine haue cloſed within the Greeke, 
x ſo offered it. It had byn very ill foꝛ Claridiano becauſe of Þ 
others, ſo he auopded it, by ſpurring his ſwift Courſer mas 
king him leape fromthem. After him followed the two rea⸗ 
ching him together on his ſwo2ds arme. Twas a venturous 
blowe , foz it ſo paind it that he could not ſtir it. There 
was none in the place but perceaued it, noꝛ anye but excee⸗ 
dingly grieued thereat, eſpectally Pollidolpho in his ſoule, 
who gazed on the battle with ſuch affection as it he were his 


bꝛother. Their god foztune did his enemies imbꝛate, Wout 


feare entring, and ſalping, hammering his ſoulemo2e then 
his bodp, ſo great was p w2ath kindled in his furious bꝛeſt. 
By little and little he felt the paine diminiſh: Aſwell as he 
might he defended himſelfe, not without mighty blowes of 
the thꝛee, that to make an end dꝛew ſtrength from their fain- 


ting, foꝛ he had wounded the dangerouſly, At length feeling. 
himſelle free of the dãger, faining neuertheleſſe the cõtrarp, 
he ſuffered the ſecõd bꝛother to enter foꝛ he was moſt eager. 
When he was ſo neare he could not ſcape him, hee rayſed a⸗ 
loft his reuenging arme, with moꝛe ſtrength, then wyth 


wheles the mightielt burthens are crayned vpp, & with as 
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much rage as courage hee diſcharged it on his helme, the 
which downe to the ſhoulders with his head was clouen . 
Great was the noiſe that ſodenly aroze in the place with the 
knights death thinking the like would happen to the reſt, 
The like pꝛeſumed d king ſo did Lindauro, that blody teares 
did ſhed fo2 the loſſe of the bzothers . Redoubled wag their 
grefe, foꝛ Archiſiloras louer imagining he to log deferred þ 
end: flung at the Rings Couzen wounding him with ſuch a 
blow, that ſenceleſſe he caſt him fozwards on his hozſe neck, 
he ran againſt him with his Courſers bꝛeſt, tumbling him 
t his hozſe on the ſtonp pauement moze dead the aliue. The 
third bꝛother would defend himſelfe, but the Pꝛinte thin⸗ 
king it vnmeet to aſſault him, did cloſe caſting his ſtrong 
armes about him wherewith he pluct him from his ſaddle, ? 
ſpurring his hoꝛſe went to p bꝛidge ſide offering to caſt him 
into the river ouer the railes: whereat the King cried out fo 
him he ſhould not doe it, fo2 he gaue him the vico2te of the 
fight, accompting him the beſt knight vpd the earth , To do 
your Maieſtie ſome ſeruice which is my ſole deſire(anſ we- 
red the Pꝛince) J am content to do it, although his rude in⸗ 
ciuilitie deſerues a farre greater puniſhment . Thankes foꝛ 
the ſame did the king giue, receauing him with better coũ⸗ 
tenance then will, foꝛ he would haue giuen any great pꝛize 
ſo he had miſcarried in the battaile . To him went the cou⸗ 
ragious Pꝛince Pollidolpho, ſaping. 
loue Guerdon you fo2 me (ſir knight) what this day you 
haue on my behalfe perfoꝛmed, which is ſo much, Þ J know 
not how J may ſe&eme gratetull foz the leaſt of the ſame, but 
yk in any thing my life and my companions bee needefull 
iu pour ſeruice, diſpoſe of them, foz we will offer © ymploye 
them with as great willingnes as pon this dape haue done 
pours fo2 vs, haning not defeured it at your handes. The 
 Grecke replyedknowinghimto be whom the Knight hadde 
ſayd. This e far much moꝛe then J haue done is due to pour 
gentlenes, x bounty great Pꝛince) fo2 there is none (kno⸗ 
wing what it is) but remaineth ingaged thereto, and Tu

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foe may pon accompt m2 as one of pour true, ſure, and vn⸗ 
fayned fcends. The Painte acknowledged the kindnes reſt⸗ 
ing ſo affectionate vnto him that in all things he ſhewed it. 
Thep accomvanted the King, who though hee bare them no 
god will moꝛe then what hee ought, would not but honour 


them, inuiting them vnto his Court, where there befell the,

As hee, ſo reputed 
they the Croatian Pollidolpho, whoſe fruclye affectionate 
— Pꝛinteſſe was become, deſiring nothing moꝛe then to 
ocake w him, that hee might kno we her will and the place 
Nh hart had obtained within her b22{, glad in her ſoule of 
the amity he had cõtracted with p deſparing knight ( fo tal⸗

in his hands, then ſuffer any w2ong by her Father on Lin. 
dauros behafe, which would be noleſſe then her death: Foz 
ſhe neuer had thought well of the pꝛide, werewith he had, 
did pꝛocure to winne her godwill. A thouſand times was 
the about to wꝛite it to d Grecke, that as a Louer (euerp one 
accompted him ſo, ſeing his cruell deniſe) he might ſecke 
meanes to auopd ſo great an euill as ſhe expected by the ma⸗ 
riage: But ſhe was as modeſt as beautifull (fo in this ſhe 
exceld y firſtof her name.) Do durſt ſhe not weite, belieuing 
it would blemiſh her honoꝛ, e ſtaine p reputatis, they of her 
kinde are bound to maintaine in all their actos, rather ins 
during a thouſand deaths, then by their doinges, to giue the 
popularitie occaſion to miſiudge of their lines, when they 
ought to be the pꝛeſidents, loꝛ others to modell out y courſe 
of theirs. This withheld her, ſuffering cuerp day many im⸗ 
po2tunities , till that her Father ſeing her obſtinacie, com⸗ 
maunded her plainelp to arme herſelfe with patience, fo2 he 
would foꝛce her againſt her will to that, whereto all his coũ⸗ 
ſell intreated him. This ſo put her to her ſhifts that ſhe had 
none other but to wꝛite vnto the Knight in yellow, truſting 
the matter to a Ladie whome ſhe thought would kepe it ſe⸗ 
cret. She vowed it acknowledging great dutie, foz the re⸗ 
poſing on her a thing of ſuch conſequence . All the Knights 
lodged within the Pallaice ercepting Pollidolphos two Gy- 
ants, that diſguiſed kept alofe of, carefully watching what 
would befall their Pꝛince in thoſe affaires, Foz they knew 
how intirely he loued the faire Venus: Mherefoꝛe the Daz 
mozell had oppꝛtunitie ({o ſone as it was darke y ſhe might 
leaue her lodging) to go vnto y Knights that kept together, 
and demanding who, and where the knight in yellow was? 
Palizandro heeing there conducted her vnto them, to whome 
with a pleaſant countenance(after ſalutations ihe ſaid.) Sir 
knights aſſured of your valours that you wail not denpe it 
vnto diſtreſſed. Ladies that haue neede thereof, Jam boulde 
to come on the behalfe ot one, whoſe name this Letter doth 
contapne, directed to the deſpairing Knight, glad, that be⸗ 
f | ing 
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ing able, he will not permit her in indure any outrage. Ss 
with great courteſie ſhe deliuered » letter vnto the Greeke, 
ſaping, ſhe would the nert moꝛrowe returne fo2 an anſwere. 
And ſtaping no longer kindly tooke her leaue and departed. 
Tis ſcarce poſſible to expꝛeſſe the alteration that ſurpꝛiſed 


|  thePzince of Croatia imagining the letter came from Ve- 


nus, that ſeing the haughty diedes which he had done, and al⸗ 
ſo his faire conſtitutiõ, ſhe wasenamoꝛed ofhim,certifying 
him therot by that meanes. The Grerke put him fro thoſe 
dumpes, calling him ſaying. In the end hee was wounded 
with anothers hand. Lets ſee(b2aue Pꝛince) what this Las 
dy requireth, that ſhould haue no ſmall neede ot our ſuccour, 
ſtrengthning her neceſſity with our weake helpes, binding 
vs thereby to loſe our line in her defence? Twill bee an act 
pꝛoceding of pour magnanimitie (haughty diſpapzing 
knight) to pꝛocure that none ſuffer any iniurie, (replyed Pol · 
lidolpho) and from this time doe J offer my perſon.

The tearesofioy ran down the Ladies epes in gret abun⸗ 
date w her ſoule thanking ß knight foꝛ what he vndertoke 
on her hehalle, calling that Lady vnwoꝛthy of any gwd, that 
ioped in the ſoꝛrow of ſo valiant a night, with whoſe lone 
any might accompt her ſeife happie, and had che not known 
he had on another beſtowed himſelie; hee had been the telt 

whame the ſecond Venus had made Patrone He haͤrt, vw 

moꝛe loyalty then Cupids mother div perld her (e e vnto her 
louec. Almoſt w the letter in her hand did her Father take 
her, fo2 the Syconan Pꝛinte woulde not let him reit wyth 
his imꝛoztunities: he required her to obay his beheſt rege 
ding how well it became her to martie him dne ot the re; 
toſt Pznces of the Wor, being his neere h 
might moue her to doe it nioze willingly, hee 
red. Deare Father nothing can be told meoftheSyconizn 
P2ince, moꝛe then J knowe, and haue conſidered, it excee⸗ 
ded my deſerts to receaue him fo2 my Loꝛde e huſband: but 
ſo tender is my age, and my yeres ſo few in their vnripenes, 
that J thought J ſhoulde nippe the ſpꝛinging hopes of 
the ſame, by vnder-going the heauie yoake of Matrimonie.

The Pzirice Pelſidoſph knowing w 
the Grerke was, 4 aſſured that þ Greektth beauty admitted 
no comparatine w the woꝛld beſide, ſet a foofe (p2ipfingþ 
Ladies of Grecia) þ greteſt tiimiult Penerthere was een: fo; 
Lindauro Whis actuſtomed pꝛide, ae there 


ſafeſt ſpeake, anſwered: That map bf to then that knowes 
not þ god ot Eſclauonia,nozranot tonteaue it:but to them 5; 
line without partiall affection, there is nothing faire on the 
earth noꝛ abſolute but here. The amoꝛous Greehe with the 
onely ſight of Venus was fo tranſpoꝛted in ß contemplation 
dfhis Lady that he had ſcarce vnderſtode what had bin vil⸗ 
courſed, but rather gaue occaſion ot a farther mifchtefe, 
ai igh that burner mhis —— euerꝝ one note f 
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it. pet not ſo, but he was foꝛced to this reply. Py thoughts 
2 the imaginarie tonſideratiõ ofmy Ladies perfdtons, 
t ſeing the wꝛong the wozld commits againſt her, not yeil- 
ding to her the ſupꝛemacie of all excellencies, I acknowleds 
ged it with a ſigh: But leaſt vou ſhoulve thinke J haue ng 
hands, oz dare not mainetaine my woꝛds, J here defie the 
to moztall battaile, where thou ſhalt ſee, that if I now here 
ſew my ſeliemilde thꝛough the gallantnes of the loued ob⸗ 
tec, in field am fiercer then an angred Lyon, being taucht 
with her beautie.

w him (though he were woꝛth but one hoꝛſe 4 armoꝛ) his co- 

zen might with greater honour match then with the pꝛoude 

Lindauto. Me aroſe and went ſtraight to the Ringe, that in 

all haſt cryed foꝛ moꝛe ayd. In all thinges did the Ringe 

credit this his bꝛother, who thus ſpake, e. 

Tyy fame foz/Jultice (molt mighty Ring) is ſpꝛead ouer 

all the earth, and therefo2e haue the Gods magniſted ther, 

making the happy with ſuch a Daughter as thou halt, and 

Emperour of ſo large a Monarchy: Let not then the con⸗ 

ceiteofcalh wꝛath (which by other meanes may be reueng⸗ 
ed) be at this time the occaſion of the wꝛacke of thy ſupꝛeme 
honour till now euer increaſed, ſoꝛ which thou art bound by 
Juſtice to giue euerpe one his due: and therefoze ſuffer not 
vonder Knight to be ſlaine with ſuch vnequall aduantage, 
hauing giuen no cauſe foꝛ it, and thou oughteſt to maintaine 
his right. Theſe woes tenke ſuch impꝛellion in the Ring, 
that without moꝛe adoe he caſt his warder in the hall, that 
33 might withdꝛawe: and taking his b2other in law 

p the hand, went towards the Grieke that was wounded 
in many places whoſe paine he felt not, ſo gret was his con⸗ 
conceaued rage: but ſeing the King comming, he with-held 
his ſwozd ſaying: . J had not thought (mighty Pꝛinte) in 
thy Pallace he ſhould be ſuffered to indure any wꝛong⸗ that 

wiſhed nothing moꝛe then to ſerue ther, ſoly expecting this 

dave to doe it. It behoued him to ſape ſo, ſeeing his mas 

nifeſt dãger, being in place where he tould not vſe his own 
valoꝛ. Come W me knight (ſapd the King) & J will doe you 

right, foꝛ it hath not a litle greued me, this tumult ſhold haue 
befallen on this day, which J hoped foz my greteſt content: 


under 
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vnder your ropall woozd, J will doe it ( replied Claridiano) 
truſting that if J haue any excuſe it ſhall auaile me. Feare 
not ᷣ(ſir knight ſaid Venu: Uncle) ſoꝛ on my perill here ſhal 
' pou not receaue any moze wꝛong. To him comaunded the 

King, he and Vollidolpho ſhonld deliuer their ſwo2ds, who 
thꝛough his wounds was not able to ſtirre. Of him had the 
Kings bꝛother in law charge, to the Pzinces extreame ſo2- 
rob thinking his ſundzing from the Greeke would be his 

vntimelp death. Mee was deceaued, fo2 the Ladie had as 
much care of him as if he were in her chamber ſhewing her 
Uncle manifeſt tokens that ſh loned the Croatian which 
nothing difpleaſed him, thinking he was a knight of greaf 
accompt, + exceedingly retoyced when afterwards he knew 
how great a P2incehee was. The Greeke they committed 
to a ſtrong tower not farre from the Ladies lodging, whoſe 
tuſtodie a Couzen of the Rings had, that like a god knight 
cauſed him to be well cured though he was ſo weake of his 
loft blod, that he could not arize from his bed, yet his anger 
and rage moꝛe toꝛmented him then his wounds, arryuing 
a thowſand times at the point of death only foꝛ that he could 
not come to be reuenged on the trecherous Lindauro. Who 
fo2 all he was wounded, thought it well imployed , imagi⸗ 
ning they couldnot-from thence eſcape without death oz e- 
uerlaſting inkamie. Fo2 which intent he one day ſecretly 
ſent foz the Ring ofthe Cremonian Jfle, the mightieſt Pagan 
that was knowen on the earth, foz with one ſonne whome 
a little befoze he had knighted, he had danquiſhed twoo 
great Yoaſts. He was in peace and had contracted league 
with them: and aduertiſing them the neceſſitiehe had of 
their helpes, with foure Knights of their kindꝛed they came 
thether in poaſt, and ſending Lindauro woꝛd of their arrp⸗ 
uall, they did what the enſuing Chapter doth relate.

Lindauro, who betauſe hee was a louer, 4 in pꝛeſence at hys 
Lady to be himſelfe wounded, & his thze Bꝛothers llayne, 
vet vnreuenged,conceaued ſo great a paſſionate defire ofve- 
geance, that not regarding the laws of Anight⸗hod, he pꝛo⸗ 
tured againſt the 4 his Nopal reputation an vniuſt reuenge 
vpon the Grieke loner, a thing that redounded to his euer⸗ 
laſting ſhame, and diſhonour eternall. He conferred it w 
theKing, who being determined to obſerue, and by Juſtice 
and right to determine that controuerſie, inclyned to his in⸗ 
diſcrete ſonne in lawes perſwaſions, animated thereto by 
the arryuall ofthe two Gyants, on whoſe valour the pꝛince 
ſv firmely builded becauſe he thought none wold dare to en⸗ 
ter combate with them. Being thus determined, one dape 
(diſemblinghis knowledge) they entred the great hall, ciad 
in reſplending rich abilliments of warre. There was none 
but only with their ſight did tremble: faz though they were 
not of defozmed p2opoztion, vet were thep of ſo ſtronge com- 
poſed ioynts, and bigge timbered ſinewes that unn 
they vernonfivated the * their armes. —

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The Father rayſinghis viſo2 with a hollowe voyce thug 
_ fayd. Mighty Potentateot Eiclauonia, in our Land of Sy- 
conia we heard of ſome b2awles thou halt had with certaine 
ſtrange Knights, and this daye was it toutde vs their in⸗ 
ſolence committed in thy pꝛeſence, killing ſome of thy No- 
bilitie and wounding our Pꝛince Lindauro, and mozeouer 
howe thou haſt pꝛomiſed to deale with them by lawe : a⸗ 
gaynſt offendo2s/to Pʒinces ſtates no ſuch refpede is due, 
but to execute the power of conſuming wꝛath vppon them. 
And ſo vppon the one, and the other wee dee two knights 
whatſoeuer that will vndertake the battaile, by the ſame 
will J defende they wozthely deſerue a cruell death: Bee 
made them ſitdowne knowing who they were, ſaying. J 
would not (bꝛaue Gyants) fo2 any thinge haue it ſayd, that 
in my Court Juſtice is leffe obſerucd then in anpe other of 
the vniuerſe, and therfoze did J referre this cauſe vnto 
my Counſell: but ſeing vou haue challenged them, there 
is no moꝛe but to admitte rourchallenge, avnertifing them 
thereof. 
U did Alanio the Pꝛincede Uncle vnderttode the 
d21ft, and by whome that tomplotte was ozvayned, grees 
uing that ſo great iniuſtice houlde bee permitted The 
beauteous Venus did nothing but werpe, purpoſing wyth 
her owne handes rather to ſacriſice her life then to wedde 
ſa falſe a Knight.

ſubiea to the Lawes inflicting puniſhment. But we being 
ſer angers of ſuch remoted Countries { ſayde the inraged 
Greeke) and the findinga friend to hazard fo2 vs his life be- 
ing ſo difficult, great is the w2onge herein you doe vs, and 
on both J will enter the battaile . Afoꝛe him ſtept the furt- 
ous Ring of Cremania with theſe woꝛdes. 

Well doeſt thou knowe knight howe impoſſible it is fo: 
thy ſake to vyolate the lawes fo the common god eſtabliſh- 
ed, and ſo becauſe thou ſhalt not bee F to it, makes 
the ſo vehemently inſilt in the requeſt . That mones mee 
not to it (replyed the angry — but onely to ſ& the in⸗ 
folet pꝛide that hither hath bꝛought thee, not like a Bnight , 
but a barking rauening Curre of Aſſyria, that line by how- 
ling againſt the ſplendoꝛ of the bꝛight Moone. S furious 
was the Pagan that hee would haue lung at him, which had 
not greeued the Pꝛince, foz hee ſo ſpake purpoſelye to verc 
him. Betwene the ſtept the King, commanding them to be 
conuayed to pꝛiſon, firſt lymiting them a Poneth to ſceke 
their defendozs. Do furious reſted the Pagan, that tho⸗ 
row? his mouth hee foamed lyke a Boare, a thouſand times 
intreating the king to permit the battaile to the Knight,but 
hee ſo feared the Pꝛinte that by no meanes hee woulde as 
gre thereto, perſwading hunleſe he had his reuenge moze 
ſurer that wap. 

Neuer was gelded Bull noꝛ mountaine Lyoneſſe no2 hee 
himſelfe in all his lyfe mozemadde, then Claridiano was at 
that inſtant, to ſee himſclfe incloſed within a ſtonpe wall, 
which made him roate like a chaffed Beare. Lirgandeo ſaith 
that as hee hadde afoꝛe biene a Pagan, hee ſo let his tongue 


on hee let lipps ſome blaſphemies. Galrencr no other men⸗ 


Hey ſaue that he would not that night ſup, noz go to bed, 
- "Ys foz 


paſſe the limittes of reaſon , that foꝛgetting his p2ofeſſi- 


haued foꝛ his health. All the night walked he unagining 
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fo2 all what the Phiſitions, and Chirurgions vꝛged it ſo be⸗ 


what remedie he might deuiſe to yſſue foꝛth to be reuenged 
on thoſe villaines : he was about to caſt himſelfe downe the 
Tower, but it was timeritie, conſidering the heighth. In no 


leſſe anguiſh was Pollidolpho, yet ſomething moze comfoz- 


ted with Alanios kindnes that reputed him a perſon both of 
valour and high eſteeme. In nothing could he better ſhew 
it then in that extremitie. But the beauteoug Venus a thous 
ſand plottes deuiſed (moued with pure lone) to ſ& if anye 


woulde pꝛeuaple. None was god, nothing pleaſed her, 


ſaue ſolitude that was her comfozt, and ifmerily ſhe loked 
on her Father it was with diſſembling her inward greefe , 
which was the greateſt that euer Ladie did indure , With 
Fauſia her genflewoman ſhee diſburdened her heart, foz 
Thouſand doubfs perſwaded her ſhe ſhould ſuffer ſome dan⸗ 
ger which ſhe thought could be but little, how great ſoener ,+ 

happening foz remedie 4 releaſe of thoſe P2inces, foz whom 


the would hazard lyfe and honour . Sire dayes ofthe thir⸗ 


tie were paſt, and no Knight appeared to accept the battle, 
no2 none in the Court durſt doe it, iudging madneſſe ts vn⸗ 
dertake it againſt the Father and Sonne. 

Uerie fewe were in the Court but lamented the lamen⸗ 


table certaine death ot the Knightes, and aboue all Alanio , 


not knowing what meanes to deuiſe to eſchewe it, becauſe 
the King ſtill inſiſked in his rygoꝛous obſtinacie, vꝛged ther⸗ 
to with continuall perſwalions of that trecherous Lindauro 
of Syconia. Mer griefe did the fayze Venus. (mother out⸗ 
wardly, but alone ſhe ſhed moꝛe teares the pᷣ firſt of p name 
did whe ſhe bewapled the obſequies of her deare Adonis. 
One after-none with her diſcrerte Fauſta ſhee walked into 
a Garden, (where none but ſhe and her Damozells vſed to 
ſpoꝛt them in tyme of ſolace } to giue her thoughtes the ly- 
bertie of their vnbꝛydled penſtueneſſe, which by ſo many? 
wayes was aſſayled. 

It was their god Foztune,(by the Fates appointed that 


thoſe 
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thoſe P2inces ſhould not ſo iniuſtly dye) to leave them fo 
a place where they ſatte downe hard by rerfaine thicke gro- 
wenbuthes, and as Fauſta plackt vppe ſome of the*rated 
bꝛaunches to ſit vpon, ſhe ſpped a great hole like to a Caues 
mouth. She was aſtoniſhed thereat, ſuppoſing ſome beaſt 
oꝛ Adder to bee in it that might hurt them: the cauſe theres 
of demaunded the afflicted Venus, andbeing tould pt, the 
amo2ous Ladpe ſayd. ;0" 
Oh J would to loue it were ſo, that by taking away my 
lyfe, it would end ſo many deaths which J indure, fozthere 
is no hart longer able to tollerate ſo much. She roſe with 
moꝛe courage then her tenderneſſe allowed, c taking away 
the buſhes to ſee what it was, they eſpied a Caue that to⸗ 
wards the Pallace bended, of ſuch widenes that twoo ar⸗ 
med men might eaſilie paſſe thꝛough it. She erpeced no os | 
ther reſolution, fo? couragiouſip, and with great bouldnes 
foꝛ in the end ſhe was in Loue) the entred it, commaun- 
ding Fauſta to followe her, fo2 though thee loſt her life thee 
would know what was in it, and find the end therof: your 
beautie will vnder⸗goe to great a bouldnes (faid ſhe) and 
J would not ſoꝛ any thing we ſhould be ſpien. 
re is no danger to bee feared noꝛ pet that wer ſhould 
be ſeene ſapde Venus) foꝛ conſidering the ſafetie of the Gar⸗ 
den it is impoſſible that any ſhould haue come hither. They 
had not gone Fiktiepaces, when they founde themſclues at 
the fete of a ſtone wall, yt was ſo darke that verie litle light 
they conld ſe, but pet they felt what it was They went 
about (hand in hand, fo2 let go they durſt not) to ſee i ik they 
could finde any ſteps oꝛ ſtapꝛes in the wall becauſe y Cane 
there ended.

Such godnes will not our hap 
abode vs ( ſaid Fauſta ) to let it be ſo, foz then who with a 
moꝛe iuſt title could b2agge of felicttie 2 let vs rize (ſaid Ve- 
nus) foʒ my hart is paſſing light, and let vs ſe where we 
ſhall arriue. They went ſoftly feling (fearing to be heard)

J oulie require the to ſet rite at liberfie,” 
that J mape bee reuenged on theſe viitanoug Traitoꝛs: 
which if J might obtaine, J would not then greeue at any 
thing that J haue ſuſtayned ſo J might make them know , 
and alſo teach them you they ſouls wens valiant” 
D Emperour Trebucks tiep LowandGranvſire; Unewe 
you my anguiſh and grefe, J know vou would renenge it. 
O Claridiana my ſoueraigne Lady Mother, who would tell 
you that pour beloued Son hath but Fenty. dates of life lim⸗ 
mited by a moztall man, with lyke affection would you put 
on pour armoꝛ to reſcue me, as when you went to ſeeke 
the great Alphebo my louing Father , The Pꝛince ſup⸗ 
poſed that none did heare him, which in deede might ve⸗ 
rie well bee, foꝛ that Tower was hygher then any ofthe 
reſt. Great iope conteaued the Ladpes with the fynd- 
ing out of ſo bꝛaue an aduenture, and ſteing how that 
waye they myght free him, that hee might ſo doe by the 
Pꝛince Pollidolpho: pet moſt woundered, that vnderſtan⸗ 
ding hee was ſo highe a Pꝛince, Nephewe and Donne 
to. thoſe that with their hanghtie dodes: Os illuſtrated 
the ſpatious woꝛld. 1 
Ok him (being ſo poung ) they: bad — heard · but tohat 
they had ſeene was ſuffitient reaſon ſoꝛ to mooue them to 
eſteame him foz the beit and moſte waꝛthi 
euer en tacos Naturns me nowe my Fauſta ( —— 
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nights can ſ&ke, ſince your beauteons ſelfe 
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the gallant Venus) foz ſo happie an aduenture as this, could 
not but be kept foz ſo great a neceCitie as ours, and we will 
give oꝛder that (vnknowen to the Pzince) the dozemay be 
opened vs by his ſquy2e, foz he is wittie, and will do it, be⸗ 
ing intreated: but goe wee ſoftly leaſt wer be heard. Then 
let vs be gone (ſaid ſhee) and J knowe not what it is that 
bath diſcoue⸗ 
red an aducnture ſo hard & difficult, 4 ot ſuch perill. There 
is none now (ſaid the Lady) giuing the deſpaiter armoz,foz 

when ſe him with thẽ gainſt all the woꝛld 3 liue allured, 
though it would inturie me. Come let vs away, (replped 


the Damozell) fo2 that confidence hath in Loue moſt foꝛce. 


And if ſo we might liberate the deſpay2ing knight we nede 
not harbour the leaſt feare. .A good ſucceſſe J doe nat doubt, 


fioꝛ foztune hath reſerued fo2 this buſines (anſwered Venus) 


ſince it pleaſed her with ſo good a beginning to diſcouer vn⸗ 
ta vs the way vnto ſo ſure a hope. They came away, + that 
no Lady walking that way might finde the Caue, they co⸗ 
uered it againe with thoſe buſhes a bziers the beſt that they 
could. Nobody had milk the becauſe they thought they wal⸗ 
ked acco2ding to their cuſtome about thoſe greene- arbozs:, 
That aftcrnone pꝛocured the Damozell to ſpeake with Pa-. 
liſandro, which happened as thee deſired, fo2 the ſpied him 
crofſe by the tower where his Paiſter lay. Sher made him 
ſignes to tome to her, which he did, and becauſe ſhee would 
not pꝛolong their conuerfation, leaſt they might be eſpied, 
ſhe ſaid. God ſquire it hath ſo argued vs the P2tncefſe my 
Lady e my ſelſe, to ſe the impꝛiſonment of thy Loꝛd that we 
cannot expꝛeſle it, and therfoze we haue pʒocured a meanes 
to fret him from it, ſo our god hap was to ſhew vs to day a 
Caue, that from my Ladies garden reacheth to the 1028 
chamber, which we could not open, though we heard him 
complaine of many things, and we alredy know how great 
a Pꝛinte he is: and that he may perfozme what to my Lady 
Mitres he pꝛomiſed, ſye will ſet hun at liberty, that he may 
pꝛocure it fo2 the other Knight, Df neither aduertiſe 2 —* 
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but onely open the doꝛe which in the ſame wall you ſhall ſa - 


offfone,that we may on the ſodian enter, foꝛ it will ſo greats 
ly pleaſe my Lady Venus. And becauſe this matter requires 
a ſecret b2zeuitie nomoze, but, that this night after þ Chi⸗ 
rurgions be gone, ſtay you with a light, to doe what 3 tell, 


ſoʒ we will not fayle you . The diſcrete Paliſandto toke his 


leaue, pondering that matter in his minde, as the waighte 
thereof required. Jn the end he reſolued to doe pt, vnable to 
imagine that in ſo great a Pꝛinteſſe there ſhoulde bee anye 
thinge ment contrarp to what ſhee ſayde. After the Pꝛince 
was dꝛeſſed Palizandro ſhut the doꝛes verpe faſt, fo execute 
his appointment, and hee found their tale to bee true which 
not a little gladded him, ſeeing that his Baiſter might that 
way goe foꝛth: hee opened the wall, and ſeta taper by his 
Maiſters bed ſide, that y Ladies might ſ& him, t was about 
himſelfe to goe mete them, but he feared to diſpleaſe them. 
They ſtayed not long, foꝛ the houſhold being withdꝛawne, 
with Summer garmets, they deſcended to the garden, ma⸗ 
king faſt the doze after them. The Pꝛinceſſe Venus woare 
a Damaſke mantle imb2oydezed with gold, caſt ouer a peti⸗ 
coate of ruſſet Datten lapd about with golden lace, vpon her 
haire ſhe had a Lawne ot curled Cypers, which ſo reuerbe⸗ 
rated the beames of her owne beauty vpon her ſelfe, that no 
Knight (not louing Archiſilora) could haue the hart to foz- 
get her. Jnbeautyonely the contayned p wozld to equall 
her, xpet they knew not any aduantage ouer her, the firſt þ 
rezited Lady, Roſamond x Liriana, They went moꝛe nym⸗ 
bler by reaſon of their light garments, which made the caſts 
er mount to the faire head whence thꝛough the tapeſtry that 
hung beloꝛe the doꝛe, they ſpyed the light. Mith a thouſad 
imaginations were the Pꝛince & Paliſandro expecting what 
might fall out. At the entring they ſtarted as it were wyth 


feare in ſuch ſoꝛt that they made not ſo little noiſe but the 
Pꝛince might heare it, he feared ſome treaſõ, and though he 
had no armo2 at the time that he would leape out of his bed,

With the point of his launce 
would the knight haue ſtrucke him but ere he could turne it 
the Peince had taken it out ot᷑ his hand & caſting his ſtrung 
armes abaut him, he piatkt him trom his ſanale, his ſhield 
falling from him tu the grounde: whalthe Greeks did was 
an act woꝛthp of Jaridiano, .foz houlding him between hys 
armes wyth a ſwingen, her flunge hym aboue 20 pas 
tes frõ him falling with a heaum fall among certaine thoꝛns 
t hwers, that befaze he mie: thit rue uns gatt within d 
Cittie, toꝛ quicker then an Eagle:tainghothieldhe leapt 
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nho2ſe-backe,faying. Lets goe fir unight, xpardon mee yr 
in any thinge J haue diſparedged pour eſtate by my deuiſe, 
foꝛ belue me my pꝛeſent extremetie vꝛged mee to no leſſe. 
The Dꝛcian could not aunſwere him fo2 laughing: but hys 
Dwarfe ſapd. In fayth (r knight) pou are ſo nimble in it, 
; I dar? ſaꝝ vou haue vſed this office aboue once. Thereby 
anſwered he) maiſt thon gather in what necefſittes J haue 
bin, koʒ in them there is nothing ſeueral to one alone, ⁊ ſo as 
much was this hoꝛſe mine, as his that bzought him: J am 
ſure he curſes ̊ Lam that any ſuch thing doth allow ſayd þ 
dwarfe . Pl he doe ſo (anſwered the o ꝛince) that of a god 
man might haue moued him of courteſte to haue done it, ſek⸗ 
ing y my pꝛeſent want requeſted it. And betauſe ( ũr knight) 
we are ſo nigh the Cittie, lets not lwfe our ſelues, oꝛ vnadui⸗ 
ſedly caſt our ſelues awaye, by reaſon q am ſo greatly kno⸗ 
wen here and therefo2e1t behwues you toſpeake, yfyou do 
not tgno2ethe language; demaunding vattaile foꝛ the vm⸗ 
pꝛiſoned nights, the one called d Deſpayrer, & the other p 
Suſpitious a As you (ſic Rnight aunſwered Don Elend) will 
haue it, ſo ſhall it be, and belieue mee, J neuer delighted J 
in anyknights company moꝛe thẽ with yours. That is pꝛo⸗ 
per ta god men (replyed Qlaridiano) that with their vertues 
adoꝛne him whole parts deſerue but meane regard. Thus 
arriued they at the — Ten of of the Clock, when 
the King was in the great Hall, ſhewing ſome exterioz ex⸗ 
tradzdinary diſcontent lo the newe infirmity of the diſpai⸗ 
ring Knight. Then entred the two moſt graciouſeſt Pꝛin⸗ 
ces ofthe earth, who with a Soueraigne behauiour hauing 
made their due obeyſante, with an audible voice the Dacian 
thus began. It is ſo little ſince we ariued in thy kingdome, 
(Mighty king of Eſclauonia) this knight and my ſelfe, that 
we mozedeſiredthyhighſeraice, (by reafonof'y great fame 


to p2ocure thy diſpleaſure ; But haning'vndeſtode the im⸗ 
1ngehallenged,and their owne perſons from e 
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hibited, to vndertake if-fo2 thẽ, only relying on their Juftice 
(if any they haue) and not on our weake valours. J am be- 
houlding to you Knights (replied the Ring) foz the kindnes 
pou offer me, the which J ſhallnot want will to gratiſie has 
ning occaſion to ſhew it. As foz the reſt the battaile cannot 
be denied to any that foz them will undertake it, if they 
pleaſe to giue their conſent, foz which let them be ſent fo2-. 
Straight went they that had charge of the Pziſoners to ad⸗ 
nertiſe them: But the diſcreet Paliſandro made the Kings 
Nephew belieue that the Greeke was at the point or death, 
who ſtept to the bedſide without light telling him what did 
happen. With no little feare did Fauſta anſwere, that ſeing 
bee could not goe, he rezined: his power to the ſuſpicious 
knight, admitting whatſoeuer he ſhould doe. Mith this re⸗ 
ply returned the young man the which the King allowed, x 
it highly contented the Lady Venus that in her fate till then 
had changed to moꝛe colours then the Rayneboww euer had, 
awaighting foꝛ the anſwere; wherwith ſhe reioyced, toge⸗ 
ther with the ſight of her freed knight, who had bꝛonght anos 
ther with him in her iudgement ok no leſle valour then hims 
ſelfe. Pꝛeſently came the Pꝛince ot Croatia, that was adut- 
ſed without feare to graunt the battaile to any that ſhould 
demaund it: be greatly thanked the foz what they did, ſay- 
ing. Do ſtrange ( 3B2zaueKnights) is this countreys law, 
that it conſtrapneth vs in neceſſitte, to trouble thoſe whome 
molt we ſhould deũre fo ſerue. It is not anyfo2-vs (Sit 
knight) ſaid the Dacian, fo2 contentedly we ſhall die in pour 
ſeruice loſing our liues my companion and J, and ſeing we 
nerd no moꝛe delay be our battaile ſtraight. This could not 
Balurdano diſſẽble iᷣ ſitting by the King ſaid · Make not ſuch 
hat (knights) to ſeck your deaths, fo2 vou ſhall haue time v⸗ 
nough, e vet now knowing you muſt haue it againſt me, 1 
feare you do repent pour foliſh hardines. Conſideringy de⸗ 


_ fre wee haue (replped the Grecke counterkeiting his voyce

moꝛe furious then iy tor pads mad inſolente we 


pant, going to ſtie at 
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p knights though to his liues toſt had not d king 1 Lin dauro 


ſtaped him by his armes, whom with the fury p polleſt him, 
a p2ety way had dꝛagged them after him. Take thy armour 
weapons infernall beaſt (ſad the angry Greeke the moꝛe 
to inſpenſe him,) foꝛ with them the verye ffeldes ſhalt thou 
iudge to little ta tontaine the,ſuch wozke we will emplope 
the in. The king cõmanded them to ſilence, + to go vnto the 
field to ſtap foꝛ p gyants. At their going foꝛth as Þ Greeke 


faw the beautedus Venus, he could not but make a courteous 


ſignall vnto her with his gauntlet,ſhe anſwered it wa kind 
nod moſt glad ta ſe the two taut warrioꝛs, i more furious 
then a thunderbolt paſt fozwardes. They comanded Fabio 
to go fo2th of the Citie leaſt that vild people ( ſhould at 5ᷣ bat⸗ 
tles end offtd them, e foꝛ the tay at their meeting place, fo2 
all this had the d ware made pꝛuuiſion, becauſe to p purpoſe 
onely he was come with Don Eleno, who on his hoꝛſe ranne 
round about the liſtes, expecting the combate, whoſe ſtrang 
accidents deſerueth (being the laſt) a large newe Chapter. 


CHAP. XXUL' 


The cruell battaile that paſt betweene the twoo Princes 
and the Gyants, with the end thereof. 


S bere remained none Denineſt Ladies) able to 
A tome in all the Cittie of Xantho, but in multp⸗ 
l tudes flocked to ſie the famous battle of the foure' 
— rare in valour The little childꝛen left the: 
Scholes, ta goꝛge their deũres with the ſkiliull blowes of d 
haughty warrioꝛs. The gallat gentlemt᷑ foꝛſoke their other 
paſtimes, x delights, to learne new wards, new maner of 


defeces,y the by their experit᷑ces they better (iudged) might 


learne the in any ſcholeof ß wide woꝛld beſides. The ponge 


amoꝛous vouths, faꝛ þ time (oh admiring thirſt of armes) ta 
foꝛget their lonez,oncly to witnes the memoꝛp of ſo bꝛaue a

her care. The old men toyed to ſa what their TD 
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The beauteous Dames and rareſt Ladies to ſ& by exam⸗ 
ple the power of their wozking beauty, came glad, vnto the 
field (making that moze bꝛighter then the imperiall heauen, 
becauſe glozifyed with p radiant ſplendozof moze dazeling 
Sunnes) with admiration to eternize that warre. And 
once againe with moze attention & ſilence awayted the gals 
lantlouers, the diſcharging of euery blow, foz euery one 5 
was woꝛthy note pꝛoceded from the foꝛce of loue. And all in 


generall greatly argued which of the two knights ſhould be 


moſt valerous, foz both ſo. well pleaſed with their gallant⸗ 


neſſe the ſpectato2s that molt with a partiall voyce expected 


the combate. Dfthoſe thatlealt feared was the Pzinceſſe 
Venus none who at that inſtant a ed with manye 
Ladies, moꝛe glozious then Apollos thine, had ſet her Tſcife 
at her windowe that ouer the Knights loked, alt apparelled 
in greene to let the diſpayzer know how much ſhe relyed on 
his valour . On her head a Coꝛonet of her owne haire ſhee 
had ſef; remapning with ſuch a naturall true perfea beautp,. 
that J know not who at 5 verie light would not haue made 


her Soueraigne of his ſoule. 


Is this the Lady (demaunded the D xcivn) gainſt whome 
he wꝛong is done and we ſceke to right? And J thinke it a 
h pyy lyfe to loſe it in the ſeruice that (hal aduance her con- 
ent: Foꝛ her beauty doth deſerue it, and few oz none there 
s that may compare with hers-Jt1s:fo-2 Bꝛaue Knight(ans 


 fwered the Pꝛinte) that you may knowe what fauour wee 


haue on her behalfe. The noyſe-that y common people made 
with the comming or the Gyantes, interrupted their talke 
from farther pzoceeding. Panp Knights Pobles to pleaſe 
the Ringe, and the Pꝛince Lindauro accompanied them, vet 
none wauld they truſt with their heaupy weapons, but their 


owne timbered ſhoulders. Both had one deuiſe on their In- 
dian coulozd armour, grauen with manp Willies ond ſame, 
t were mounted on mighty hoꝛſes, foꝛ ſuch they had need be 
to ſuppoꝛt their hugenes. Bauing marſhalled the feld w the 
1 22 en ſetthe Enights each „ 
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ther, and the Judges toke their places. Balurdano was by 
nature ſo inſolent, that ſeeing they ſomewhat oner-long did 
ffay,ſaid:haue done with your new inuented foliſh ceremo⸗ 
nies, foz longer you are about them, then J vſe in the van⸗ 
ning of a pitched field? Peace pꝛoude helliſh beaſt (ſaidthe 
Grerke him hauing ſoꝛted and required fo2 his enemie) foz 
nolp thou art in place, where dedes muſt moze helpe thee 
then arrogant vaine boaſting woꝛdes. Ye would not an- 
ſwere, foz he could not his rage ſo choaked him. He turned 
his hozſe with ſuch a curuet that aboue foure frebled, bozne 
to armes and valour. All of them placed themſelnes to fling 
againſt his enemie, thinking the fearcfull ſignall ouer-long 
was kept. But (O pe Angels of chaſtitie, Veſta's only vir⸗ 
gins, and Ladies of all rarieties) you that hitherto diſquie⸗ 
ted with deſire haue expected this inſtant: now ſetled befoze 
the ſacred ſinode of your perfections, in pꝛeſence of your ce- 
leſtiall beauties , they beſech that with all intention poſſi 
ble you make them Uictozs, with pour conquering lokes: 
Foz conſidering the ligeritie of the foaming Tyrio champing 
on his bit, no maruaile if by a little diuerting your ſunny 
epes, you loſe the enioping of ſo bꝛaue an encounter as the 
Dacian made, who being mounted on the earths beſt ho2ſe 
was firſt in meeting of his enemie . They encountred with 
moze ferro2 then the noiſe of two diſcharged fild Cannons , 
That happened to the Donne which the Father would not 
haue belened, fo2 the bigge launces ſhinered in thouſand 
peces, they met ſo furiouſly with their hoꝛſes, that the Gy⸗ 
ant with his tumbled to p ground ſoze b2uiſed with the fall. 
The lufty Tyrio, by the fozce of the ſhocke was dꝛiuen back⸗ 
wards th2e 02 foure ſteps ſo diſo2derly , that the Dacian to 
anoyde occaſion of ſome diſgrace, leapt from him like to a 
long wingd hawke, leauing the behoulders not a litle affec- 
tionated to him, and no leſſe the beauteong Venus that in her 
hart reioyced with the bꝛaue encounter that the Bnihgt had 
made. All the ſpectato2s commended him with loude voices 
not regarding the greefe that the Ring and the Sophy might 
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7 conceaue with that ſucceſſe, imagining that the Knightes 


would beare away the vicozy of the fight, ſince the one be⸗ 
gan to ſhew it by ſo gallant an incounter. But ay a while 
t pou ſhal ſœ what our Greke doth, that backing his ſtolne 
hozie repꝛeſenting Mats on earth but far moꝛe angry, toke 
his Carrier ſomewhat long, to take ſurer apme with hys 


launce. They met, like the incountring in the wide vaſt O- 


cean of two well farniſhed ſhipps carryed with the furye of 
contrarious windes. Timerous in ſight ſemed the vgly gy- 


ant mounted on fo great a Courſer: but he that was bozne 


without feare, ſtronglpe reſting his launce ſtaped it in the 
middle of his ſhield that in fouldes exceeded Aiax /: pet cans 

not it reſiſt the ſtrength of that Herculean arme 5 eaſily pier⸗ 
ted it with his bꝛeſt, caſfing a bꝛace of launces on the other 

ſide vnder his arme. All theſpectato2s thought he had llaine 
him, but it was not ſo, fo2 it onely paſt twirt his armour £ 

toate of male, pet he thꝛuſt him ſo hard, that he thꝛew hym 

from his ſaddle, tumbling like a Nocke vppon the ground. 
And the Greeke guirded his hoꝛſe fo ſtrongly with his leggs 

fo2 feare of falling, that, with the ſtrong incounter, he made 

his Courſer burſt vnder him. He would not ſo long ſtap, but 

in ſight of all the place, ſetting his hand on the pummell, w 

ſuch lightnes he leapt foꝛwards ouer his necke x head, that 

on his feet w his ſwo?d in had he ſtübled very neare where 

the Gpant, with great payne was ryſing. Me helped him 

with aloity ſtoꝛiſh, that finding him ſomething careleſle yt 

ſtrucke away all the helme top and part of his armed ſcull, 

woüũding him alitle on the head: he returned with another 

betoꝛe he tould be ſetled on his feete that almoſted had lapde 

him againe alõg, which lighting on his viſoꝛ, vpd his front, 

it made him a long and daungerous wound. 

Neuer was the like afoꝛe ſeene in that place, which made 
the beholders ſeeke newe meanes of pꝛayſes foꝛ the knight, 
ſaping alsude. it was impoſſible fo2 Mars to doe, with what 
ſuch facilitie the Greekhad done. The gallant Venus alone 
mae in her ſoule the Oreks haughty Chiualries, ha⸗ 


ulng

uing there none with whom ſhe might communicate them. 
Ok higher eſtimation, (ſeing what he did) was the Knight 


reputed then the Dacian. Who'emulating the ſound of thoſe 


high lawdes, with his inchaunted Romaine blade made a⸗ 
gainſt the Gpant, and in his ſirſt aſſault he ſtrucke the moꝛe 
to mapme him vpon his ſwoꝛd arme. 

That was not a plate ſtrong ynough to reſiſt the blow , + 
therefoze was it to ſome effect, foꝛ it toke away all his defes 
ſine armour, with a great piece ot the maledſlene. To his 
defence came 5 Gpant entring with his left fot fozwards , 
It was what theDacian deſired: Fozby his nimbleneſſe a⸗ 
uoyding the blowe, (fozon fote his companion hadd no ad- 
uantage ouer him)he gaue him another on the toppeof hys 
helme. Ve ftretcht not fozth his arme to much fearing his 
aduerſaries lightnes, and therefoze was not his blowe moꝛ⸗ 
fall, neuertheleſſe it cut away all the Collet of his plumes, 
and with them, a great peceof the Burgonet with ſome of 
his (cull, Pt deſcended to his ſhoulder bearing away a peece 
of the fine ſteeled Targe, that inſtead of a ſhield he vſed. Jt 
did not alittle auaile him to leaue y purſuite of his aſſault, 
becauſe y Gyant turning his heauy Semiter, diſcharged it 
in middeſt of his ſheelde . It did not cut it, but it ioyned yt 
with ſuch Erength to his heade , as if a Tower had fallen 
thereon. 

It made him ſtagger two ſteps backward. Me followed 
him cloſe thinking hee had him ſure with a mighty thꝛuſt 
of his ſharpe ſwoꝛd. Aduiſed was the Dacian, and ſo expec⸗ 
ted him opening his legges to ſtande moꝛe firmer; all was 
little pnough, foz a Thouſand ſignes of falling didde hee 
make: Bee was ſo abalhed heereat, that like a Lyon hee 
turned vpon his 2nemie , At once they diſcharged ſuch 
mighty blowes „ that at the novſe all the flelde left ſee- 
ing ot the Greekes combate to gaze on this. 

His knees bended Don Eleno, thinking b the latet momẽt 


N life hee ſo felt the blowe: etzt tee his 
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Beuer pſſued witneſſeth aſmuch . Vee fo remained, foz fo 
ſone to riſe he had not power. The Opantdid the like, with 
his ſwo2d hand vpon the ground, wanting al that part of his 
helme, with a moſt dangerous wound on his right fide, and 
the ſwoꝛd deſcending to the b2eſt, though th2ee fold double it 
was it cut it downe right vnto his thighes, with al his coate 
of male, Trembling like a ſhaken ſappling W Boreas bzeath 
ſtode the knight Judging d battle loft, the like did Lindau- 
ro with the ſight of ſuch blowes, who ſitttng next the Ringe 
was animated by him ſaying, he ſhould not grieuc thereat, 


foꝛ he purpoſed to deny thepziſoners, Vereuppon they tur⸗ 


ned to wonder at the Grerke, foꝛ the earth contapned not a 
better ſight, then to behould, the ligeritie, 4 ſtrength where⸗ 
with he combated and had couered the gyant with his own 


| blood, he ſtaped fo2 him, fo2 he well ſaw his amazednes, ſo 


did the Gyant (who in that ſcience was moſt ſkilſull) pers 
ceauing the Greekes intent, whereby both ſtode fo2e-wars 
ned. The furions Oyant woulde execute his blowe which 
was the Greekes deſire, the which hee had ſcarce intended, 

when ſwifter then a bird he cloſed, letting fly at his knees to 
make him foꝛſake his ſtanding: but his nimbles vllued to 
coſtly,fo2 the Pagan being Maiſter ol his arme ſtayd p blow 


till then, diſcharging it with his ſkrength vppon his helme. 


Miraculoullp here God defended him, (fo2 his head hee had 
ſtrucke cleane off, bearing aloft his blade) pet was it ſuch a 
one, that it cut awap part of his burgonet wounding him a 
little on the head, it made him fall on his face, a thing that 
all the place hung the head to lee, cſpecially p beauteous Ve- 
nus that in hart ſhed teares of blod, ſeing the diſgrace ofher 
P2incely Champion. Mere the Nephewe ol great Trebatio 
was not low noꝛ remiſſe(foꝛ it is dangerous in war) quick⸗ 
Ip ſetting himſelke on fate, not lofing his blow pꝛepared. Jt 
was venturous, and that which to his little coſt did aſſure p 
victo»p,foz it cut him to the bone, making a fount whence 
pꝛocceded moze blod then had an Dre ben there 3

ſept the Greeke,faying. Now ſhalt thou ſee (infernal beaſt) 
that here do deeds ntoze auaile then inſolent pꝛoud wozds,x 
that thou maiſt know gainſt whom thou fighteft, J am the 
Deſpayzing Knight. Some feare conceaued he at the name 
ſeing himſelfe ſo ſoꝛe wounded : But his pꝛide was fo great 
v he ſalued that ſaying. Then ſtay baſe Knight,z thou ſhalt 
ſee how neither heauen, noꝛ earth are able to kepe the from 
my hads,by which I wil diſioynt thee bone by bone, Mher⸗ 
vpon he wold haue flung after him(whichhad bin his death) 
= his knee vnable to ſuppozt him, hee ſtaggred that hee al- 
molt fell with his head fozwards. The Greek ſeing if,thoght 
himſelfe ſure of Þ victo2y, et ſo deſtrous to terminafey war, 
he toke his ſwoꝛd with both hands, letting it fly at his head, 
with all the ſtrength that he could fetch. He miſt his blowe, 
which cauſed in many great griefe, ſtriking his ſwoꝛd vpon 
the earth that therein it ran to the middle, himſelfe falling 
vppon the pummell. Uery neare him was his Uncle that in 
his ſoule did ſoꝛrow foꝛ it, x ſo deſtrous to ſuccour him with 
a point thꝛuſt the Gpant from him, æ at two ſteps was with 
the Greeke at ſuch time as the mightie Ballurdano with both 
his hands raiſed his heauy ſemiter. He had llaine him, had 
he not arriued, who at his armes let fly p venturouſeſt blow 
of the woꝛld, foꝛ it was with ſuch ſtrength that his left arme 
from the elbow it ſnatcht away, leauing the other ſo tozme- 
ted 5 his ſwoꝛd fell from it, loſing the execution of his owne 
ſtroke. Great was the content himſelfe K the fielde reteaued 
aͤt the god ayd hee had giuen his companion. But ſpecially 
the gallant Venus, that almoſt ſwonded with ioy, not know⸗ 
ing who the knight in the Ruſſet might be, that moze furp⸗ 
ous ſcemed then the Sunne in his haſtye courſe. Who ha- 
uing that god ot caſion, hearing the Sonne ſide⸗waies com⸗ 
ming in his Fathers defence went towards him, ſeeing the 
Grerke already dangerlefſe, and as both went with migh⸗ 

ty ſtrength and haſt, they could not choſe but mete with 
moze hozro2, then a blazing Comett renteth thꝛough the 

Cloudes. Both went to the ground bzeathleſſe, to the ad⸗ 
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miring wonder of all that beheld the battaile . The furious 
Giant foꝛ all he was mapmed, would go to helpe his ſonne: 
but Claridiano ſlept befoze him ſaying. Stay vilde beaſt foz 
ere he returne vnto himſelfe, thy head ſhalt thou leaue with 
me. He warded a ſtronge blowe which made him ſee moꝛe 
ſtarres then did the Beauens containe: pet was it no part 
to dꝛiue him from caſting his Herculean armes about him 
The like did the Pagan, but wanting one arme, and his 
mo2tall wound on the kne, with a trippe he fell with the 
Louer vpon him, that not foꝛgetting his dagger, thze& times 
he ſtabd it in his body dꝛawing it fozth with his hart blod, 
Concluding that warre with the flerceſt Pagan of all Syco- 
nia, himſelfe remapning ſo weary that not able to ſtand he 
made a ſeate of the Gyants tronke , making all the ſpecta- 
toꝛs laugh to ſe what ſtole he had found The Dacian was 
alredy riſen, erceeding glad to ſe that the knight had ended 
his battaile. Ye contiguednot long with his, foꝛ hauing his 
aduerſarie moztally wounded with two blowes he laid him 
on the ground, x following that aduantage with like kinde 
of death that the Father ſuffercd., he was bereft of life. 
Which Don Elenomadecleanchis ſwozd and dagger p2at- 
ſing him that deſer ueth all pꝛaiſes, from whome pꝛocedeth 
ſtrength and victozie. Ye mounted vppon his light hozſe 


that ſtraigght came to him, giuing cauſe of no leſſe admira⸗ 


tion at that, then what the Greeke did do, fo2 finding hard 
by him Ballurdanos ſted, that was both mightie and ftrong, 


not ſetting fte in ſtirrop, he nimbly leapt into his ſaddle 


as ik that day he had done nothing, which euery one ama⸗ 


zedly admired ſeing him ſo ſoꝛe wounded. They demaunded 


of y Judges tf about the Pꝛiſoners libertie there remayned 
any moze to do: They replyed . No moz2e valtant Nlarri⸗ 
ours, foꝛ what is done is mo2cthe ſuffittent,the memoꝛie of 
whoſe fame while ß world doth laff,ſhail euermoꝛe indure. 
Fi rd thence as they were thep rode vnto the window where 
p King was, fo whome they made a low obeyſance vnwoꝛ⸗ 


chr. of his imagination, To him 10 Dacian thus ſpake. 


Though 
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Though in our ſoules (moſt mighty King) wee graue to 
haue diſcontented thee, pet conſidering by thy commaunde 
and conſent wee were admitted to this battaile, we mape 
ſtand excuſed: And ſo pour Royall Paieſtie wee beſcech 
that(becauſe we haue haſt of buſineſſe that in anotherplace 
doth ſumon vs) pou will commannde the pꝛiſoners to bee 
deliuered vs, which to vs will bee newe fauours . night 
(anſwered the king) though to your honour you haue ac⸗ 
compliſhed the perfozmance of the challenge: the offence 
was committed agapnſt my Nopall Crowne and ſfate,and 
ſo if remaynes to be determined by my Counſell : wheres 
foꝛe to ſtay a few dapes will bee no great matter. Foz all 
(ſayd the Dacian) was the battle made and you comman⸗ 
ded the p2iſoners to bee ſent ſoꝛ, that they might giue vs 
their 2 ſo that by this meanes all is cleared, nothing 
remapning to be remitted to anp Counſell. 

It is true (replyed the Binge) but the kinſfolkes of thoſe 
dead, anew demaundeof me Juffiagaynlt them, which 
mult bee obſerued , eſpecially required by this valerous 

2IMce . With his perſon it were moze honourable foz 
him to doe it (ſayde the Greeke a Thouſand times about 
to followe them vp ſfay2es) and not in this maner, which 
is moꝛe foꝛ a woman then a Knight and a Pzince. Be not 
ſo bould (replyed Lindauro) befoꝛe my Loꝛd the Ringe, foz 

elſe J will haue pon well chaſtiſed „ actoꝛding to pour 
jnſolẽce: Foꝛ what J wil pꝛocure by my ſelfe, Jhaue arms 
and ffrength to doe it, which Jhane not becauſe J knewe 
it was to baſe and diſhononrable fo2 my perſon, and ſo 3 
leaue it in the Kings hands, foꝛ he will: maintayne Juſtice 
law, and right. Mell did the Dacian note his alteration, x 
perceauing with what rage his Companis met toanſwer, 
he ſtapd him, becauſe hee would not giue occtaſion of newe 
b2awles, and ſapd. 
Jn faith (Pꝛince) q neuer ſaw aknight, Þ while he might 
obtayn fame c reputation by his owneſwo2d, wold pꝛocurs 
it by anothers hand. But ſeing it is thus vſed in Eſcl;uonia 


wee ſhall not want meanes moze cruell and rygozous ere 


long 
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long, to liberate the Pꝛiſoners. Yauing thus da, the two 
couragious Marriours turned about their hozſes c went 
their waies, leauing behind them ynough koz many peeres 
ta be talked off. Where bzeathlefſe, and of ſences tyꝛed, J 
am fozced to caſt anchoꝛ in an vncertainePoxf, till the iop⸗ 
full calme of new erpeced faugurs (hauing diſperſt the boys 
ſerous tempeſt of contrarious thoughtes) ſhall increaſe 
ſtrength by adding courage to a faynting minde, to _ 
vour kinde wee with another part. |
